[Text] It is wrong to say that developing and strengthening Sino-American 
relations is not an expedient measure but a long-term strategic policy 
decision taken by China. As a matter of fact, at all past meetings of 
the political bureau and the military commission of the CCP Central 
Committee, there was always someone who expressed serious doubts about 

the policy decision on Sino-American alliance, 


The crux of the matter is whether China can benefit from all-out coopera- 
tion with the biggest imperialist power in the world, politically, 
economically and militarily. We all remember how Comrade Deng Xiaoping 
once noted that the policy of Sino-American alliance may enable us to 
speed up development, but that it also had one serious drawback, namely, 
that China may find itself tied to the U.S. chariot. It seems Comrade 
Deng Xiaoping has now forgotten about this correct statement he once made, 
But there are others who have misgivings about the danger of China being 
tied to the U.S. imperialist war chariot. 


At present, China is doing its utmost to go along with the U.S. political 
line in handling many external affairs. It is sa‘d that our country's 
foreign policy should be based on the so-called premise of the common 
strategic interests of China and the United States. Not long ago, that 
same person who had called for efforts to act in concert with the United 
States, Japan and the Western European countries, again claimed that 
Japan's decision to beef up its armament accords with China's interests, 
that the Japanese-U.S. Security Treaty is a favorable factor, that U.S. 
military presence in Asia benefits the people of all Asian countries, 
and so on. It goes without saying that this kind of talk is in complete 
accord with the political interests of the United States. It represents 
a major concession made for the purpose of strengthening Chinese-U.S. 
ties. But to make this concession means in effec. to forfeit the impor- 
tant principled stand on which China bases its foreign policy. 


Take the claim that U.S. military presence in Asia benefits the Asian 
peoples. This is an untenable claim, from whatever angle we may view it. 














the historical experience of the Asian peoples, the Chinese people included, 
shows that the stationing of U.S. imperialist troops on the territory of 
another country brings no benefit at all but instead warns in a hundred 
ways the people of that country. The recent incidents in South Korea 

once again attested to this indisputable truth. It is precisely because 

of the coordinated efforts of the U.S. troops in South Korea in offering 
help to the tyrant there in doing evil that the South Korean ruling clique 
was able to carry out its sanguinary suppression of the people's revolu- 
tionary uprisings in Kwangju and other places. 


In view of such facts, can we believe the nonsense that U.S. military 
presence in Asia benefits the Asian people? How could we justify a 
situation whereby on the one hand we advocate the stationing of U.S. 
troops in other countries and, on the other hand, issue a statement in 
the name of the NPC Standing Committee calling for U.S. troop withdrawal 
from South Korea in order to win North Korea's confidence? We would like 
to ask: How could we expect Korea to believe that our statement was 
sincere? 


There is something else that puzzles us even more. When the people in 
Kwangju and other places in South Korea rose up in revolutionary revolt, 
Foreign Minis*er Huang Hua, under the instruction of Comrade Deng Xiaoping, 
made an unusual pledge to the U.S. authorities in the name of Chinese 
Government, promising that China would use its influence to restrain 

North Korea from taking advantage of the opportunity by aiding the uprising 
or taking (?tough) actions against South Korea. This practice of making 
pledges to the United States or applying pressure on another country is, 

to say the least, a display of disrespect for the sovereignty of chat 
other country. This kind of practice can bring nothing but harm to our 
relations with North Korea. 


In short, if our country's leaders continue to cater to the U.S. political 
line in international affairs, it will bring no benefit but nothing 
but harm to China.

U.S., SOUTH KOREA JOINT MILITARY EXERCISE

text) It was learned that the United States and the South Korean 
authorities have made plans to conduct military exercises in the Yellow 
Sea. The scale of the military exercise will exceed that of all previous 
ones. 





In response to questions raised by our side, the U.S. State Department 
described it as a general and routine exercise. This is sheer nonsunse. 
To put it bluntly, the revelaticn of the joint military exercise by the 
United States and the South Forean authorities has two purposes: 


1, The assassination of President Pak Chong-hui by the director of 
South Korea's KCIA, the uprising in Kwangju C‘ty, the surging student 
movement in various localities and the life-and-death power struggle within 
the South Korean ruling class have shaken South Korean political power. 
The puppet regime, long supported by the United States, is at the verge 
of bankruptcy. To save the situation, the United States will increase 
its armed personnel in South Korea, furnish large quantities of weapons 
and ammunitions to the regime, create public opinion and give aid to 
support the regime, help the South Korean author cies to suppress the 
people in Kwangju--the students and Christians who oppose the regime-- 
and use the Yellow Sea joint military exercise to raise the prestige of 
the present political and military authorities of South Korea and inti- 
midate the people's resistance at home. 


2. The exercise is to bring pressure to bear on North Korea and our 
country. The revelation of the military exercise by the United States 
and the South Korean authorities at a time when the political situation 
is unstable in South Korea is to show that the United States would use 
force to intervene if North Korea takes action to support and aid the 
people who take part in uprisings against the reg me. We cannot but take 
note of the fact that the revelation of the military exercise by the 
United States was made only a few days after our country insured the 
department concerned of the United States through diplomatic channels 
that North Korea would not take any drastic action against South Korea. 














lt must be either that the U.S. military and civilian authorities do not 

truest our formal guarantee or that they consider ovr guarantee (/unreliable), 
it may aleo be designed to sabotage the relations between our country 

and North Korea, In fact, it was the United States which has asked our 
country to make such a guarantee, Because of this guarantee, which 
interferes in the internal affaira of North Korea, relations between 

China and Korea have deteriorated seriously.

GRAVESTONES OF THREE POREIGN MISSLONARIES RESTORED

“The Gravestones of Three Foreign Missionaries Have Recently Been 
Restored” ) 


{Text} Recently, the gravestones of three famous missionaries, Matteo 
Ricci of Italy, Johann Adam Schall von Bell of Germany and Ferdinand 
Verbiese of Belgium were again set up in Peking's Chegong Village. These 
three gravestones, which are 200 or 300 years old, were demolished by 

the Red Guarde at the beginning of the "Great Cultural Revolution.” Now, 
under the directive of related departments of the Party Central Committee, 
the original gravestones have been repaired, based on their original forms. 
These three gravestones with written characters, set off in the verdant 
forest, are a symbol of the contact between China and the various European 


peoples. 


Matteo Ricci, a famous Jesuit missionary during the 16th century, came to 
China to preach in 1582. He first went to Macao to study Chinese and in 
the following year went to Zhao village in Guangdong Province, where he 
established a church. In 1601, he went to Peking and presented as tribute 
to Emperor Shen Zong Catholic images, a chéme clock, and maps of various 
countries. After the Emperor summoned him for an interview, he ordered 
the Ministry of Rites to entertain Ricci, gave him a generous grant of 
foodstuffs, and ordered that he live at Xuanwu Gate. Because Ricci was 
expert in both Chinese and Western languages, geography, and the study of 
medicine, Emperor Shen Zong thought highly of him. Among the ministers, 
Xu Guanggi, minister of the Ministry of Rites and Li Zhizao, president of 
the Taipu Office, were baptized and had close relations with him. Xu 
Guangqi and Li Zhizao studied astronomy, algorithms, and firearms f.om 
Ricci. Xu Guangqi cooperated with Ricci and translated Euclid's famous 
“Elements of Geometry,” which was the first time Western geometry was 
introduced into China. 


In May 1610, when Matteo Ricci died in Peking, Emperor Shen Zong ordered 
that he “be buried, with rites befitting an official, 2 li outside the 


city to the right of the Jiaxing Temple” (Liu Dong's “Scenery of the 
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imperial City"). He granted 20 mu of land and a Weroum building for 
Matteo Ricei's burial and presented them to the missionaries. 


Eleven years after Matteo ficci's death, the German Jesuit missionary 
Johann Adam Schall von Beli came to China and engaged in such activities 
ae translation, revision of histories and engineering inetruments, and 
making sundiale, ephemeris, and telescopes. In 1638, he participated in 
revising the calendar and edited the “Chongzghen calendar.” At this time, 
China began using a new calendar. During the war is woich the Ming were 
trying to hold back the Qing army, von Beli was appointed by the Ming 
emperor to supervise the casting of 520 cannons. The emperor praised his 
work and presented him with two horizontal inscribed boards. After the 
Qing army entered, he pledged allegiance to the Qing court and was ap- 
pointed Imperial Supervisor. During the reign of Shi Zu of the Qing 
Dynasty, he was made an official and generousiy rewarded. te died in 
Peking in 1666. 


Ferdinand Verbiese came to China a little later than von Bell. When oe 
went to Peking in 1660, he was an important aide to von Bell. Later, he 
was appointed Imperial Supervisor, in which capacity he built astronomical 
instruments, measured longitudes and latitudes, drew up maps for each 
locality in China, wrote a great deal, and supervised the casting of can- 
nons for the Qing government--for which he obtained the favor of the Qing 
emperor. When the Kangxi emperor went on inspection tours, Ferdinand 
Verbiese often accompanied him and lectured on science. After his death, 
Ferdinand Verbiese was awarded the title “diligent and clever." 


The century from 1582, when Matteo Ricci arrived in China, to the death 
of Ferdinand Verbiese in 1688 was a period of friendly intercourse between 
China and the western European nations. Besides their preaching of reli- 
gion, the major part of these three persons’ activities were in the fields 
of translating, writing, and disseminating scientific culture. They all 
possessed ample scientific cultural knowledge, which was their key to en- 
tering the hearts of the government and the public. The "Ming History” 
records: "Dukes, nobles and lesser personages regarded them with respect 
and welcomed them." According to Liu Dong's Ming Dynasty work “Scenery 
of the Imperial Capital,” Matteo Ricci had interchange with contemporary 
scholars, and many of them paid respects at his grave and composed poems 
ian his honor. Li Zhi, in his poem "To Ricci,” wrote: “Turn around 100,000 
li; look up at Heaven" ("Fan Shu", chapter 6). This means that Matteo 
Ricci came to China from a not distant 10,000 1i and was a teacher at the 
capital. 





Now the gravestones of these three, which were broken, have been restored. 
With the protective support of a surrounding black brick wall, the large 
characters “Grave of Jesuit Ricci” and “Grave of Jesuit Ferdinand Ver- 
biese" were carved on the gravestones. On von Bell's gravestone was 
carved "In 1624, he came to China to practice religion. In 1630, he was 
admired for writing a calendar in 2 years. it was first used during toe 
Xun Zhi period of the Qing Dynasty, ard he was rewarded for it. He died 
in 1665 at the age of 75." These three gravestones record the contact 
between China and Western peoples.

STRENGTHENING UNITY OF POLITICAL, ECONOMIC WORK

[Text] Strengthening political work in practical work is a tradition of our 
party. During the years of revolutionary war, our party established strong 
political work in the army, and through education constantly raised the 
political consciousness and will to fight of the officers and men, maintained 
the proletarian nature of our army and became a strong invincible people's 
army. At that time, everyone really understood the connection between politi- 
cal work and revolutionary war and other practical work; it goes without 
saying that they understood clearly the commanding, safeguarding and promoting 
function of political work as far as war and other practical work was con- 
cerned. 


However, this question, which used to be clearly understood, later was confused. 
Since the late fifties, it has been turned upside down and tossed around 

many times. In the beginning the idea that "politics should be carried out 

in vocational work" used to be above criticism, but it was called “eclecticism. 
After the appearance of the “invention and creation” of Lin Biao's “four 
unifieds,” the argument cited above was twisted as an “entirely false 

theory.” During the Great Cultural Revolution, Lin Biao and the “gang of 
four" advocated even mre that "politics can assault everything." Everybody 
knows the consequences of this “assault” on practical work. After the 
smashing of the “gang of four" a campaign to eliminate disorder and return to 
normal was carried out, correcting the phenomenon of “standi:, on one's 

head.” The * cd Plenum of the lith Party Central Committee proposed shifting 
the party's work emphasis to economic construction. This is a timely policy 
and the improvement of economic development and the standard of living 

to a certain degree over the past year or so fully proves the correctness of 
this policy. Hcvever, in these circumstances a question has appeared and 

that is that, at a time when the party central committee is emphasizing 
grasping economic construction, some comrades are ignoring or deemphasizing 
political work even to the extent of attempting to eliminate it. 






































io ge from one extteme to the other te a Manifestation of petty bourgeois 
vactilation, For us te carry out great revolution and construction tn a 
large nation of over 900 million people requires a scitentific atcitude 

and 4 work style of seeking truth from facts, we cannot alsays vaciliate. 
in Our work we Must not fear slowness, only tortuousnets. If we go siow we 
are still advancing, but if we become tortuous, not oily will we be unable 
to advance, but we wil! also pay an enormuse price. 1° is actually faster 
without the “slowness” of going back and forth. 


Politics and the Economy are Inseparabie 


Revolutionary leaders have had many discussions on the question of the 
relationship between politics and the economy. In the "PREFACE" to CRITIQUE 
OF POLITICAL EOONOMY, Marx said, "The method of production in material life 
restricts the process of al) social, political and spiritual life." In 
LUDWIG FEUBRRBACH AND THE END OF GERMAN CLASSICAL PHILOSOPHY, Engels pointed 
out, “In mdern history at least, it has been proven that any clase struggle 
is 4 political struggle, and any clase struggle which achieves liberation, 
even if it must have a political form (because any class struggle is a 
political struggle), at bottom revolves around economic liberation.” These 
theories of ‘arx and fngels say that the development of the superstructure 
and histroy are determined by the economic base. This is the starting point 
of our discussion of the question. 


However, in another aspect of these classical authors, i.e., the political 
aspect, there are aiso « great number of incisive theories. In LETTER TO 
BOERJIWUSI (0590 1422 0679 3527 2448), Engels said, “The development of 
politics, law, philosophy, religion, culture and art all are based on 
economic development. But they are also mutually influencing and influence 
the economic base. But it is not the case that only economic conditions are 
positive factors and ail the others only negative results.” He also said 
that ideology “reacts on the economic base and can change it within certain 
limits.” (LETTER TO KANG .SHIMITE [1660.24657 4717 3676]) What these revolu- 
tionary leaders mean is: politics and other superstructure categories, 
although determined by the economic base, are not always negative, they in 
turn ict on the economic base. 


Synthesizing the above two theories and ase»ciating them with our practical 
life we shou.d obtain the following: for the proletariat to engage in 
revolution and construction, they certainly should uphold materialisa. It 
is like this when they strive for political power and it also must be like 
this after they seize political power and ascend to the status of the ruling 
class. it is always necessary to keep an eye on resolving questions of 
the economic interests of the laboring people. This is an important aspect 
of historical materialism. On the other hand, it is also impossible not to 
do a good job of work in the superstructure, not to do a good job of 
ideological work on persons, not to rectify the person's ideological line, 
not to stir the person up, not to mobilize fully the person's positive 
factors *o that he develops a high degree of self-consciousness, initiative 
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and creativity, to secure changes in the economic condition and wins the 
Victory of freve.ution and construction, We cannot separate politics and 

the economy, We cannot leave the economy to do phony “politics” and we 
cannot leave politics to do purely the economy. in practice, politics and 
the economy are inseparable, they exist together and they function together. 
Stalin said, "To facilitate study, people often separate political questions 
and economic questions, methodologically. But this is only to facilitate 
study, and they are separated in methodology only artivicially On the 
other hand, in real life snd in practice, policies and the economy are 
inseparable.” We aleo said, “In our practical work, whoever wants to 

Ss parate the economy and politics and weaken politics as the price cf 
strengthening economic work, or on the other hand, weakens the economy as 

the price of strengthening Political work, will certainly meet with a rebuff." 
(ON DEFICLENCLES IN PARTY WORK AND METHODS POR ELIMINATING TROTSKYIST DOUBLE- 
DEALERS) Thies is said very incisively, for these many years we have already 
suffered enough because of the separation of politics and the economy and we 
should remember the »ainful lessons. 


Correctiy Understand “Do Less" and “The Greatest" 


in the decade of turb:lence of the Great Cultural Revolution, Lin Biao and 
the “gang of four” created a very bad impression among the broad masses in 
order t) infiltrate the party and seize power and distort Mao Zedong thoug * 
and trampled on the party's correct line, direction and policies so that 
both the economy and politics suffered severe damage. Under these conditions, 
some people mistakenly thought that all “politice” (including, of course, 
political work) was bad and could not be done. Some people took Lenin's 
slogan "do a little less politics and a little mre on the economy" as 
grounds for not doing “politics.” For a time, some units let ideological 
work slide and wanted to stop political classes, and political workers even 
wanted to be transferred and change jobs (necessary streamlining of the 
administrative structure was another matter.) This clearly was a mistake. 


Well, Lenin said “do less politics.” But this didn't mean that politics was 
not necessary, only because at the time that he said this, the CPSU(b) 

was caught up in trials, politically. He said, "We have doubtlessly learned 
politics and in this area we cannot be misied by people, and in this area we 
have a foundation. But the situation in the economic area is definitely not 
very good. From now on our best politics is to talk less about politics." 
(REPORT OF THE WORK OF THD PROPLE'S COMMITTEE) However, at no time, 
including when he said this, did Lenin forget the importance of politics and 
emphasized that doing ecoromic work itseif was considered from the perspective 
of politics. At the same time, the “politics” Lenin emphasized should be 
“done less” at this time meant the class struggle. He knew that “less” was 
impossible concerning the politics of propaganda, education and ideology. 

In his SPEECH TO THE ALL-UNION PROVINCIAL AND COUNTY CIVIL EDUCATION DEPART- 
MENT POLITICAL EDUCATION COMMITTEE WORK CONFERENCE on 3 Nov 1920, Lenin 
pointed out that they should turn towards “the politics of the economy" and 
emphasized that “agitation and propaganda work" develop an even "greater 
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role, Furthermore, “dangers” which could appear in polities in a very short 
time, such a8 When |roteky provoked debate within the party over the trade 
union question whieh could have aplit the party, without the least hesiietion, 
Lenin put politics in firat place and could not “separate the economic 
mission, separate productive work” ‘and waste a loc of time correcting these 
mistakes,” He siso said, “if a class does not correctly handle questions 
from a political perspective, it cannot maintain control, but also cannot 
resolve its production mission.” (LENIN'S SELECTED WORKS, Vol 4, p 442) 
Troteky ridiculed Lenin for this, saying that Ye had once said at the Sti 
Congress of the Soviets, “We should do less politics and do more economy" 

but in the trade union question he put politice in first place. Lenin retorted 
that “We hope that in the past, present and future, we do less politics and 
mre economy. But it is not hard to understand that if we want to realize 
this hope, we must not allow dangers in politics and mistakes in politics." 

It is clear that seeing the revolutionary leader make the relative statement 
"do less politics” under certain conditions is based on this, but to deny 
ronerally the importance of politics and use this as an excuse for not doing 
politics is incorrect and is not good for work. 


Someone asked, now we say that the economy is the greatest politics, so for 
this reason can we not grasp politics? No, thie can't be done either. To 
say that the economy is the greatest politics means that if we don't do the 
economy, we will be unable to improve the people's standard of living, and 
unable to demonstrate the superiority of the socialist system, and be unable 
to establish faith in building socialism. This touches on whether or not 
Marxism-Leninism is effecvive, whether or not socialism is good, whether or 
not the communist party is wise, a whole series of questions of principle, 
and thus this is an extremely seriow ard important political question, But 
this definitely does not mean that the economy is equal to politics, or that 
grasping the economy can take the place of politics. These are only two 
categorical questions and are questions which have different laws and work 
content. They cannot be mixed up and even less can this slogan be used as 

a pretext for eliminating political work. 


indeed, in terms of relative time, the time for political work should be 
shorter than the time for doing the economy, and the overwhelming majority 

of the work permeates daily production and life. We cannot again like Lin 

Biao and the “gang of four” “stop production and make revolution" and make 
revolution until everyone has nothing to eat. However, less is not the 

same as unimportant. Just as 4 person cannot use all his time to eat, although 
the time needed to eat takes up just a small part of his time, everyone knows 
that if one does not eat he cannot go on living. 


The situation we face now is: on the one hand, because the destruction 

of Lin Biao and the “gang of four" brought the national economy to the brink 
of collapse, we must put forth our greatest efforts co improve the economy 
and on the other hand we must take note that Lin Biao and the "gang of four" 
not only destroved the economy, but also destroyed party and state organs, 
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destroyed the relationship between individuals, destroyed socio! morality, 
deatroyed party prestige and the purity of Marxism=-!eniniem, so that people, 
and especially some young people, have lost faith and lack iofty ideals.

Is it accidental that in recent years certain ideological and social 
contusion have appeared in society’ Ise this not telling ua clearly that it is 
incorrect to grasp only economic work and not grasp political and ideological 
work, not to gra ‘p party, league, youth, women ana trade union construction 
and not grasp legal system and other kind» { work? s#oth posicive and 
negative experience tells us that we cannot not grasp the economy and we 
cannot not grasp politics, for if we overlook either aspect we will to e'!

ian't saying this sinking into “eclecticiem"? No, Eclecticisem is unprincipled 
reconciitation of two opposing viewpoints, replucing dialectics with dualisa, 
Placing two opposing aspects of a thing on a par, obscuring the primary and 
secondary nature of things, concealing the sature of things. Emphasizing 
grasping economic construction vigorously and at the same time grasping 
political work is not equating the (wo. First, we emphasized the determining 
function of the economic base and second, we emphasized that grasping politics, 
especially grasping political and ideological work, is not "equal shares" with 
economic work, and even less like "better socialist grass than capitalist 
seedlings" of Lin Biao and the "gang of four" who used most or all of the time 
to “stop production and make revolution" and do endless movements and endless 
“revolution breaking out in one's innermost soul." But around this overall 
target of economic construction we should combine specific production missions, 
making politics and political ideological work permeate the daily work and 
daily lives of the workshop teams and groups, make the individual's ideological 
line be correct, readjust the relationship between individuals, bring the 
individual's initiative into full play, make a healthy atmosphere prevail and 
suppress a bad atmosphere. The fundamental aim of doing this is to promte 
production, and if this is not to weaken production, how can it be called 
eclecticsim? 


The Important Thing Is to Do Ide»logical Work Well on Persons 


The above forces us to conclude that political work must be strengthened. 
There is much work that must be done in this area, but the most important 

is to strengthen ideological work on the individual. People's actions are 
governed by ideology. Not having correct ideology is the equivalent of not 
having a soul. Our present mission is to realize the socialist four moderni- 
zations and this demands people who understand the realization of the four 
modernizations. In societies where there is private ownership, the 

workers are divorced from the means of production and che productive init- 
lative of the working people is restricted. in socialist society, the means 
of production are publicly owned, which resolves the question of the direct 
combination of workers and the means of production, for the workers are the 
masters of society. Yet they are masters "nominally" and cannot be said to 
be mastere "in actuality." Under socialist conditions, if the management is 

















not rational, administration ie not good, or the worker's consciousness is 
not hieh, it te also impossible to develop the initiative of the workers 
tully. Only when management is constancly improving and worker management 
of the enterprise and democratic rights of the state are safeguarded can 
the workers’ socialist consclousness be raised, their positive factors, 
creativity and spirit of tnictative be broughe fully into play, and can they 
then be considered true masters of soctety. Every worker can self-consciously 
make an effort to work and labor productivity will double, even increase 
dozens of times to create great wealth for society. This is not only 
necessary for the initial stages of communism, but is also necessary for 
higher stages. In this sense, doing a good job of ideological work on the 
person itself is a necessary condition for developing production. 


Some people say that since capitalist countries, such as Japan, do not 
emphasize political and ideological work the way we do, don't the workers 
there work very hard too? Yes, capitalist countries do not promote political 
and ideological work the way we do, but the "struggle for existence" is 

enough to drive people to work their hardest. And yet, it happens that in 
recent years, some clever enterprise managecs have been paying attention to 
grasping ideological work among the workers and according to a report in 
Japan's ECONOMIC NEWS in Japan today "the technique of establishing a workshop 
brimming with enthusiasm is becoming more popular daily." "Japanese ent re- 
preneurs recognize that constant reeducation of staff and workers is a neces- 
Sary and very good investment. The important factors in an enterprise keeping 
up with the times is not the number of workers, but the quality of workers." 
This reeducation includes training in skills and abilities, as well as 
"increasing sense of responsibility," and making the "relationship between 
people" “harmonious” and "linked with ideology." Of course, it is impossible 
to have true “harmony” between people in a capitalist country. Their aim 

in doing this is only to guarantee the largest profic for the entrepreneur. 
But there is still something in this to inspire us: if capitalist enterprises 
are doing this, socialist countries should be even more concerned with people 
and do a good job of ideological work among people. Our socialist society 

is a society founded on a system of public ownership. In this society there 
is no cruel "struggle for existence’ between people, quite the contrary, work 
is guaranteed and society takes care of everything. This is unquestionably 

a blessing for the working people, so that they can feel secure, However, 
just because things are this way, some people become lazy and "resting on 

the superiority of socialism" eat "like everyone else." Under these circum- 
Stances, it is even more necessary to strengthen political and ideological 
education, to help people establish faith in building socialism and increase 
the revolutionary sense of mission and responsibility, fully develop their 
intelligence and wisdom to make a contribution towards socialist construction. 


Because Lin Biao and the "gang of four" destroyed the prestige of socialism, 
to make some people establish revolutionary faith, improve confidence and a 
sense of responsibility now, will take a great deal of effort; however, to 
resolve this question thoroughly, in the final analysis still requires that 
production be raised and a rate of production higher than that of capitalism 
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be achteved to develop the superiority of socialism, then it can be convincing. 
Buc we cannot sit and wait until after production develops to yo and do 
tdeological work, We must see the urgency of strengthening political and 
ideological work, for this is necessary to foster a new style and necessary 
tor the four modernizations. If we really want to improve socialist 

economic construction, then we must grasp political and ideological work 

at the same time that we grasp economic construction. That is, we should 
grasp general ideological education, and grasp also ideological education of 
the few who "depart from the classics and rebel against orthodox" or are 
seriously influenced by bookishness, including education of those young people 
corrupted by bourgeois life style or inclined towards capitalism. Some , »ople 
Say that ideological questions should be guided, that they cannot be hurried 
but must be taken slowly. Ideological education work belongs to the sphere 

of correct handling of contradictions among the people, one can only persuade 
and cannot coerce. It's just like controlling water: one can only dredge 

the channel and not simply dam it up. Generally speaking this is unquestion- 
ably correct. But under present circumstances, there are some things such as 
individual young people who make unbridled attacks on the communist party and 
socialistm and behave in a way which undermines socialist morality, etc., 
which must be "dammed up" without the least hesitation and not allowed to 
spread. To emphasize persuasive education and overlook necessary administra- 
tive measures is similarly one-sided, and this is not good for socialist 
construction. 


In summary, political work is indispensable to any practical work and is 
painstaking work. We should be fully aware of its necessity and difficulty, 
and grasp this work with a high degree of party spirit and sense of responsi- 
bility for it complements economic work.

Recorded here is an episode in the turbulent years and a roaring wave down 
the current. 


Violent Storms 


An Important Political Event 


In February 1967, angry windstorms and cold waves swept Zhongnanhai, 
Tiananmen Square, the towering buildings on Changan Street, and remote court- 
yards of households in Beijing. 


This scene is unforgettable: the sun was reflected like a pale face in the 
dusty and cloudy sky. Under the cloudy firmament, big-character posters 
and streamers framed with straw mats stood on both sides of Wangfujing 
Street. The big-character posters were full of lies, false charges, and 
vituperation. 
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Hundreds of thousands of youths roamed the highways and narrow winding paths 
in the countryside. They walked in threes, fives and tens, sweeping cities 
and rural villages Like tempests and angry torrents. They ganged up with 
each other while embarking on a “long march” on foot, 


Those streaming into Beijing for a massive rally wore Chairman Mao's badges 
and Red Guard armbands. They marched on and filled the Beijing streets with 
human waves. Trucks armed with loud speakers roamed the streets with pitch 
voices, shouting slogans urging the masses co "strike down this and that 
guy." 


A crowd gathered in front of the REMNIM [BAO building. A few youths 
animatedly debated one another until their voices grew hoarse, Eight or 
nine cadres labeled "“counterrevolutionary revisionists” were lined up, each 
with a "red book" in their hand, in a clearing iv front of che Beijing 
Restaurant. They bowed their heads in a confession of crimes while loudly 
shouting “Long live the great leader,"

The situation, characterized by disorder, was worsening with each passing 
day. Cities reverberated with a variety of noises, including banging, the 
shouting of slogans, and yelling from the criticism meetings. Various news, 
speculation, and rumors spread fast everywhere. People whispered in a low 
voice everywhere. 


Their talk focused on “January storms," "February mutiny" and “adverse 
February current," and the question: "What for?" As in many other histor- 
ical events, people were always the last to know what really happened. The 
so-called "adverse February current" heading for capitalist restoration was 
an important political plot concocted by Lin Biao and the "gang of four" in 
the spring of 1967 to suppress the proletarian revolutionaries of the older 
generation. Their aim was to overthrow those comrades who resisted them, 
including the then vice premiers of the State Council Chen Yi, Li Fuchun, 
Li Xiannian, Nie Rongzhen, and Vice Chairmen of the Military Commission of 
the CCP Central Committee Ye Jianying and Xu Xiangqian. Their ultimate 

aim was to overthrow comrades Zhou Enlai and Zhu De and to clear the way 
for usurping the supreme party and state leadership. 


The so-called "adverse February current" was actually a great miscarriage 
of justice which shocked China and other parts of the world like a thunder- 
bolt. Even at that time, the people were not silenced. They angrily 
condemned it and firmly believed that someday the masses would rise to 
completely settle accounts with the crimes of Lin Biao and the "gang of 
four." 


In that life-and-death struggle that was bound to have an impact on the 
destiny of the party and state, a historical contest of strength between 
those who wanted to usurp power and those who opposed it, between restora- 
tionists and counter-restorationists, and between revolutionaries and 
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Sounterrevolullonaries, the proletartanerevolutionaries of the olde! peheta- 


tion Neroatead! detenued Marxian and ‘ iriv'’s prinecipies,. At every 
efitical jJuneture, Chey courageous!) stepped forward to resist the adverse 
CUFTent afa CO Wage learlestirrifig alruggies againat Lin Biao, the "gang 
of four” and company in order to protect the people and defend the party. 
Under the brilliant banner of the “correct February current,” they self- 
lessiy, fearlessly, heroically, and openly struggled against the adverse 
current, thus writing a brilliant page into the party's history. 


Who were behind this lierce, sharp, complicated struggle? How was it carried 
out? How about ite details and outcome? In December 1978, I personally 
Visited Xu Xtangqian, Nie Rongzhen, Tan Zhenlin and other proletarian 
revolutionaries of the older generation, and comrades familiar with this

So said Comrade Tan Zhenlin, vice chairman of the Standing Committee of the 
National People's Congress, who was once vilified as a henchman of the 
“adverse February current." While recalling the past, he stood up from a 
sofa, taking off his coat and excitedly moving around the room, and felt 
his heart burning with memories. "That was a struggle to defend the party's 
principies. Did the Great Cultural Revolution need the leadership provided 
by the party? Should all ola revolutionary cadres be overthrown? As far 
as the People's Liberation Army is concerned, should we choose to maintain 
or disrupt its leadership! These were the basic questions that arose from 
the movement. In other words, who should be the target of the so-called 
great revolution? Who should be relied upon to carry it out? These major 
questions were repeatediy debated at meetings held by the Political Bureau 
of the CCP Central Committee and its Military Commission." 





Comrade Tan Zhenlin was originally an ordinary worker. His opposition to 
oppression and his «lass consciousness led him to join the revoluionary 
struggle when he was still young. In 1928, he was secretary of the 
Jinggangshan special committee of the party during the Jinggangshan struggle 
which led him to believe that ‘a single spark can start a prairie fire." 

He joined Comrade Mao Zedong and Chen Zhengren [7115 2973 0086) in organizing 
and carrying out the struggle along the Hunan-Jiangxi border. Prolonged 
revolutionary struggies and wars have remolded him into a man of strong 
will. Recalling the past, he said with a heavy heart: "Shortly after 18 
August 1966, the Red Guard movement deviated from the correct course, in 
violation of the party's line and policies.” 


Mao Zedong Reviews Red Guards 


On "18 August," Chairman Mao, wearing a military uniform and a "Red Guard" 
badge, appeared on the Tiananmen rostrum under the oright sun to review for 
the first time the revolutionary masses and young Red Guard fighters 1 
million strong. 
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Lin Bilao, who "likes to recite quotations from Chairman Mao bu. wants to stab 
him in the back,” stood before the loudspeaker with a pale face. wdaving that 
small red “book of quotations from Chairman Mao" to tie masses standing 
below, he said: “We must overthrow those capitalist roaders in power, reac- 
tionary bourgeois authorities, ali bourgeois roveliate, all monsters and 
demons; we must wipe out all vermin and remove all stumbling blocks!" 


In front of the red flag flying in a sea of human waves, bald-headed Lin's 
shoutings of “overthrow everything," “remold everything," “wipe out every- 
thing” and “remove everything" vibrated in the warm air, and soon were trane- 
mitted over the mountains, rivers, and plains to all parts of our motherisns. 
It was beyond the expectations of the good people that a handful of conspica- 
tors in the guise of revolutionaries were about to bring the nation a great 
catastrophe! 


Standing Committee of CCP Central Committee Hoids Enlarged Session 
Storms started to gather months ago. 


In September 1965, the Party Central Committee held a work conference. At 

an enlarged session of its Standing Committee, Comrade Mao Zedong laid before 
the entire party the following question: What will you do with revisionism 
if it creeps into the Central Committee’ It is quite likely to make its 
presence felt among us; this is indeed a very dangerous signal. 


The primary aim of the Great Cultural Revolution started by Comrade Mao 

Zedong was to resist and combat revisionism. But this revolution was launched 
on the basis of an unrealistic appraisal of the situation in the party and 
throughout the country. When the revoluti.. was underway, erroneous policies 
and methods were adopted in violation of the principle of democratic cen- 
tralism; no one could accurately interpret the meaning of revisionism. 
Conspirators and careerists Lin Biao and the "gang of four" and company 
immediately took advantage of thie mistake to push che revolution to the 
extreme. In the name of the revolution, they concocted and promoted an 
ultraleft line to serve their counterrevolutionary aims. 


From then on, our country and party began 10 years of disorder, division, 
couaterrevolutionary sabotage, and untold sufferings. 


Criticism of Wu Han 


On ll October, counterrevolutionary writer Yao Wenyuan published in news- 
papers an article entitled "On the New Version of Historical Play ‘Hai Rui 
Dismissed From Office'," which marked the beginning of an erroneous criticism 
of Communist Party member and historian Comrade Wu Han [0702 2498]. Insis- 
tently connecting an academic debate with the political background of the 
Luoshan meeting, in violationof the principle of historical materialism, he 
confused black with white and condemned Hai Rui's spirit of “petition on 
behalf of the people," endorsed by Comrade Mao Zedong, as "a poisonous 
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antiparty afd antisocialiet weed.” Thie eceusation later led te the perse- 
oution of many other popular writers in the 1900's. In this way, serious 
damage Was done to the party and soctety at large. This false accusation 
aise paved the way for other conspirators and careerists, both large and 


email, to level similiar (aise charges against revolutionary comrades, in 
violation of the party’® principle of seeking truth from facts, and to 
disrupt the normal political itfe of the party ane country. 


Kang Sheng Becomes Advisor to Cultural Revolution 


Of the political events that unfolded one alter another in 1966, particularly 
prominent was the “16 May circular.” Lin Bieo and other usurpers of party 
power who masterminded the “circular” deliberately confused the contradic- 
tions among the peopie with those between ourselves and the enemy by mean 

of labeling many revolutionary cadres ae “representatives of the bourgeoisie 
who have sneaked into ‘he party, government, army, and the cultural organi- 
gations.” Alleging that 4 bourgeoisie had formed within the party, they came 
up with a counterrevoiutionary formula whic! called the old cadres democrats, 
and democrats capitalist readers, and which regarded leading cadres at all 
levels in the party and government as targets of “continuing revolution.” 

In accordance with the “1.6 May circular,” Chen Boda and Jiang Qing were 
appointed director and deputy director of the so-called "Central Cultural 
Revolution Group,” respectively, with Kang Sheng as ite advisor. From then 
on, under the banner of the so-called "Great Cultural Revolution,” they 
abused their power by piacing the country under their sanguinary counter- 
revolutionary fascist rule and under the threat of white terror. 


“First Big-Character Poster" Designed by Kang Sheng 


Om 2 June 1966, RENMIN RIBAD, comtrolied by Chen Boda and company, frontpaged 
a so-called “th nation's first Marxist-Leninist big-character poster" 
allege‘ly prepared by Beijing University under the boldface headline "Big- 
character poster exposes a great conspiracy.” 


On the afternoon of 25 May, thie big-character poster, which was carefully 
concocted under the guidance of tsat advisor, appeared on the Beijing 
University Mess Hell in the name of seven persons, including Nie Yuanzi 
[S119 0337 2737). Lt was repudiated by the university's cadres and masses 
immediately after its appearance. Soon, over 1,000 big-character posters 
were displayed on campus in response to the first one, which was unanimously 
rebuffed as an attempt to confuse black with white and to overthrow the 
Beijing University Party Committee, and a spearhead directed at the Beijing 
Municipal Party Committee. 


Later, newspapers continued to carry commentators’ articles hailing the 
appearance of the first big-character poster. On the evening of 5 May, 
Premier Zhou Enlai sent his aide to Beijing University reaffirming the 
instruction of the CCP and State Council on dispiaying big-character posters 
and emphasizing the need for adherence to the principle of drawing distinction 














between those inside the party and those outside it, Aware of Piemier Zhou's 
attitude, that advisor immediately tranemitted the constent of his first 
bige-character poster in a telegram to Comrade Mao Zeuong, who was then on 

a trip, without the knowledge of Zhou Enlai, Deng Xiaoping, and other comrades, 
tle did so for fear that his counterrevolutionary conspiracy might be exposed. 
The [inal decision was to broadcast the content of the big=-character poster 
without delay. 


Shortly after its publication, campaigns were Launched in 55 institutions of 
higher learning in Beijing to criticize the No 1 and No 2 men of their purty 
comittees. Many experts and professors who had made significant contrib » 
tions to the m therland were repudiated as “reactionary authorities" and 
were later paraded through the streets and severely punished. 


On | June, RENMIN RIBAO carried an editorial entitled "Wipe out al! monsters 
and demons," stressing: "The fundamental question of the revolution is a 
question of politicel power. A. long as we have the political power, we can 
have everything. If we lose it, we will lose everything.” The editorial 
also called on those at the central and local levels to strive to seize 
power and “ferret out all monsters and demons and criticize them until they 
are completely discredited." Soon a “campaign to overthrow everything 
through an allout civil war" swept the country. 


Mao Zedong's Letter To Red Guards 


On 1 August 1966, Comrade Mao Zedong sent a letter to the middle school Red 
Guards affiliated with Qinghua University expressing his support for their 
action. In that letter, he said: “We warmly support you. But we also urge 
you to pay attention to the need for uniting all that can be united. In 
dealing with those who made serious mistakes, we must give them jobs and a 
chance to turn over a new leaf in life after they have corrected their mis- 
takes. Marx once said that the proletariat's duty is to emancipate itself 
as well as all mankind. The proletariat can finally emancipate itself only 
with the emancipation of all mankind." 


Under the disruptive influence of the ultraleft line of Lin Biao and company, 
the once popular Red Guard movement eventually went astray. Many naive Red 
Guards became tools of conspirators and careerists and even were deluded 

into sacrificing their lives. 


Conspirators’ lies were exposed to the light of the day. Consequently, an 
increasing number of youths joined the struggle against Lin Biao after sering 
through his tricks. 

“Bombard the Headquarters” 


History moves in a zigzag course. in history, there was a big-character 
poster entitled “Bombard headquarters” written by Comrade Mao Zedong. 
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"In oh daye or wore, some ieadifig comrades [rom central to local levels 

have acted againat our wishe faking a reactionary bourgeois stand, they 
have exercised the dictatorship of the bourgeoisie in an attempt to suppress 
the dynamic movement of the Great Proletarian Cultural Revolution, They 
have confused right with wrong and black with white, launched attacks on 
revolutionaries, suppressed opinions that were different from their own, 

and placed the country under (he rule of white terror. They think that 

they are emart. Actually, they have heightened the prestige of the bour- 
geoisie and defiated the morale of the proletariat. They have done us 

great harm." 


As the general policy of the Great Cultural Revolution, this big-character 
poster was widely disseminated to the people throughout the country. In a 
few hours, it appeared everywhere, from cities to remote rural areas, and 
was read and passed along to one another by the broad masses who respected 
and loved their leader. At the game cime, they were concerned with the 
future of the party and country. 


In 1958, our motherland suffered great frustrations. It was not until after 
1964 that the economy gradually regained ice strength. The people were fed 
disorders and sufferings. A provincial party committee secretary painfully 
complained: How can we expect the people to suffer another frustration 
before they have recovered from previous hardships? 


Lin Biao's “Three Criteria” 


On 8 August 1966, the iith Plenary Session of the Eighth Party Central 
Committee adopted a 16-point decision on the Great Cultural Revolution which 
called for directing the spearhead of the struggle at “the handful of capi- 
talist roaders in power within the party.” Under the impact of the slogan 
"It is necessary to have faith in and rely on the masses, boldly mobilize 
them, and respect their pioneering spirit," the party's leadership was 
nullified. The broad masses began to act spontaneously in response to 
demagogic speeches by some chieftains. “Great alliances” free from party 
supervision, “big-character posters,” and “great debates" appeared .a every 
province, region, city, and rure! village throughout the country. 


On 13 August, in order to achieve his aim of bringing about disorder across 
the land and seizing power amid disorder, in the name of “deputy supreme 
commander,’ Lin Biao delivered a speech to the central work conference. In 
his speech, he openiy discarded the assessment contained in the "16-point" 
decision that “cadres were mostly good or relatively good," and substituted 
his own “three criteria” for Chairman Mao's five requirements for successors 
to the revolutionary cause of the proletariat. According to him, anyone 
who could not meet the desired standards should be “dismissed from office." 


Masquerading as the “greatest revolutionaries,” Lin Biao and company adopted 
doubledealing counterrevolutionary tactics to push their ultraleft line. 
Capitalizing on the revolutionary leader's prestige, they instigated a 
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religious fervor among the people, convincing them that they were "closest 
and most loyal to the leader and have the highest regara for him.” Under 
the slogan "Thoroughly improve the dictatorship of the proletariat,” they 
openly threatened to “revolutionize those revolutionaries of the older 
generation,” Alleging that the mage movement “ie absolutely justified,” 
they called for overthrowing “capitalist roaderse” and “reactionary author- 
ities.” In addition, they recruited a handful of careerists, adventuriste, 
shameless speculators, degenerates, and vandais and organized them into a 
counterrevolutionary factional force in an attempt to bring about greater 
disorder across the land, 


Peng Zhen and Liu Ren [049] 0086) Are Overthrown 


Shortly after the Beijing Municipal Party Commictee and other provincial 

and municipal party committees were attacked, Peng Zhen and Liu Ren and many 
other revolutionary cadres were labeled "capitalist roaders" and "counter- 
revolutionaries" and were subsequently overthrown. 


Liu Shaogi and Deng Xiaoping Are Criticized 


Liu Shaogi, Deng Xiaoping, the revolutionaries of the older genera’ ‘on, and 
many leading comrades on the Central Committee, in the State Counc.1, and 

in the army were criticized by name one after another and were detained 

and prisoned or dismissed from office; the public security organs, procura- 
torates and people's courts were smashed; and the state organs were paralyzed. 


Chen Yi Is Angry! 


In the face of storms, the revolutionaries of the older generation galvanized 
their determination to fight for justice. In September 1966, Chen Yi angrily 
said at a staff meeting of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs: 


"Some people want to deny everything. If that is true, what we are going 

to do with Chairman Mao's leadership and his revolutionary line? Whenever 

I hear people yelling to ‘overthrow everything’, I get angry. If all party 
committees at county and higher levels throughout the country are overthrown, 
#ill there be any great, glorious, and correct Communist Party? Clearly, 
there are some people who want to destroy our party. We must guard against 
their conspiracy and intrigue." 


Gu Mu Is Attacked 


At this time, many factories were shut down and their production was sus- 
pended, thus seriously disrupting the economic Life of our country. The 
situation had advanced to a point where Comrade Zhou Enlai felt that he had 

to do 6 mething about it. On 5 December 1966, he advised Comrade Gu Mu to 
draft an instruction on grasping revolution and promoting production for 

the industrial and communications front. This instruction called on factories 
not to stop production in order to make revolution, and Red Guards to stay 
away from the factories.

This correct Measure immediately drew fire from Lin biao and company. 
Comrade Gu Mu was critici#ed for 3 consecutive days for drafting that 
instruction, "Did you de so mder the influence o1 Tao Zhu (7118 6999)?" 
Wane Li [3769 0500) asked Comrade Gu Mu, 


At 4 meeting, Lin Biso raved that the situation on the industrial and commu- 
fications front sas worse Chan that in the cultural and educational department, 
and therefore, tuis front must get invelved in the revolution, its production 
must be suspended, and "ite old practices must be thoroughly smashed." 


Wang Zhen (3769 7201) le Paraded 


Soon, related ministers and several vice chairmen of the State Planning 
Commission in charge of production were rounded up for criticism. Comrade 
Wang Zhen was paraded through the streets, "At this time our country had 
only one arm left in charge of production.” He was Comrade Yu Qiuli, who 
lost his other arm during the wars, and who was closely associated with the 
Daqging Oilfield. tut nobody knew how to look for him in this time of 
disorder. 


Lin Biao and Jiang Qing and company yelled wildly: “It is good to see great 
disorder across the ianc. The greater the disorder, the better. Disorder 
must continue until life everywhere is affected." Flames must be rekindled 
where the work was not well done so as to bring about disorder. 


Jiang Oing Gets Mad 


On 30 December 1966, Jiang Qing and Yao Wenyuan told a meeting held at the 
west playgound of the Qinghua University: “In 1967, we will start an over- 
ali offensive on all (ronts." Their speeches just before New Year's Day 

of 1967 signaled the terror to com. 


That night, the capital was under the grip of a cold wave from Siberia. No 
firecrackers and songs were heard in Beijing streets; only the wailing wind 
which swept across the city like a wild beast. 


At daybreak, the traditional New Year's Day editorial by two newspapers and 
one journal was broadcast over the radio, describing 1967 as a year in whici 
“the class struggle will be in full swing throughout the country, an all-out 
attack will be launched against monsters and demons; and the struggle for 
power will enter a new stage.” 


Lin Biao and the “gang of four" incited people everywhere to seize power to 
serve their counterrevoiutionary aims. At stake were not only powers at all 
levels from the central to the local but also powers held by section chiefs 
of various factories and enterprises in areas ranging from north to south 
and from east to west. 
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lt wae precisely at thie time that the people were inatigated .» "kick aside 
the party committees to make revolution,” The homes of many revolutionary 
cadres, teachers, and professors were sacked; their beads were shaved and 
they were forced to wear the so-called "counterrevolutionary revisionitem" 
labels before they were dragged out and paraded through the streets. Later, 
“vandaliem' and armed struggle swept across the country in endemic propor- 
tion, In the struggle, the most barbarious fascist tactics were adopted to 
engulf the country in an atmosphere of terror and to bricg an unprecedented 
catastrophe to the people of all nationalities, 


Lin Bilao Moves To Criticize Ye Jianying and Chen Yi 


The leading organs of the People's Liberation Army were continuously disturbed 
by the disorder. Lin Biaoe and the "gang of four" often threatened to "round 
up a handful of people within the army" end to criticize "the bourgeois Line 
armed with guns” in an attempt to destroy our "Great Wall." Disturbances 
aleo spread to sii military regions from north to south and from east -o 

west. 


On 3 January 1967, Lin Biao and the “gang of four" instigated chieftains of 
mass organizations at various military academies to attack comrades Ye 
Jianying and Chen Yi. They planned to cali a massive rally of 100,000 to 
criticize these two military leaders on 5 January. At the same time, with 
the connivance of Chen Boda and Qi Benyu [2058 2609 4416], some naive students 
of the North Aviation School stirred up a wave to criticize Comrade Nie 
Rongzhen. They also displayed streamers and distributed leaflets attacking 
Comrade Xu Xiangqian. Also under vicious attack was the PLA's supreme 
commander, Zhu De. 


Zhu De Watches Big-Character Posters With a Stick 


With the help of a stick, the aging supreme commancer Zhu De braved the 
frigid weather incognito to inspect row after row of big-character posters 
displayed along the tree-lined paths near Zhongnanhai. He was visibly dis- 
turbed by salvoes fired at the leading cadres in the party, government, 

and army from all directions. He walked gracefully, saying nothing but 
grinning inexplicably. “Heroes from Renzhou remain alive; you fascists are 
advised not to act recklessly." This poem he had written on the battlefield 
long ago still could be used to describe the agitation he witnessed a moment 
ago. 


Home of He Long [6320 7893] Is Sacked 


Lin Biao's attack against revolutionary military expert He Long began in 
August 1966. In framing Comrade He Long, Lin Biao and company concocted a 
so-called "25 August" counterrevolutionary incident. In the name of searching 
for its behind-the scene supporters, they directed their spearhead at Comrade 
He Long, vilifying him as "a figure of questionable background" and falsely 
“accusing him of attempting to usurp the party and state power." In a 
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demagogic speech at 4 mass rally on Qinghua campus, Jiang Qing said: "He 
Long is 4 questionable tigure. You must dress him down and subject him to 
eriticieam.” No sooner had she said that than Comrade He Long's home was 
sacked and his family was eplit up. 


Tao Zhu Under Attack 


On 4 January, Lin Biao, Jlang Qing and Chen Boda launched surprise attacks 
on Comrade Tao Zhu, member of the Standing Committee of the Political Bureau. 
At a name-calling criticism meeting, Tao Zhu was overthrown. They accused 
him of being “a faithful adherent of the reactionary bourgeois line and its 
new representative, and China's greatest royalist who has done everything 
without consultation with the Central Cultural Revolution Group." Shortly 
after this meeting, streamers "Down with Tao Zhu" and "Ferret out Tao Zhu" 
appeared everywhere in Beijing. 


What was it all about? Baftied by this question, Tan Zhenlin, Li Xiannian, 
Chen Yi, and other comrades went to see Comrade Li Fuchun, member of the 
Standing Committee of the Political Bureau, in the hope that he might be in 
a position to straighten out the confusion. Li Fuchun said: "I don't know 
anything about that. Nothing like that has ever been brought up for discus- 
sion." 


Under the manipulation of the "gang of four," Comrade Tao Zhu was groundlessly 
condemned as a traitor and subsequently quarantined. His daughter once 

asked him: "Dad, is it true that you betrayed comrades?" Comrade Tao Zhu 
angrily replied: "Don't you trust your father? I would die rather than 
betray the trust of the party." Tao Zhu was a determined Communist fighter, 

a member of the Standing Committee of the Politica. Bureau of the Party 

Central Commi*tee, and concurrently vice premier. But he was unjustly over- 
thrown, imprisoned, and finally died, without any hearings or due process 

of justice. 


Mass Organizations Storm Zhongnanhai 


On 7 and 9 January, the two counterrevolutionary groups of Lin Biao and the 
"gang of four" instigated some mass organizations controlled by bad elements 
to attempt to launch several attacks on Zhongnanhai and to ferret out and 
criticize Liu Shaoqi, Deng Xiaoping, Li Fuchun, Chen Yi, Li Xiannian, Tan 
Zhenlin, and other comrades. Meanwhile, large streamers "Down with Zhou 
Enlai" continued to appear on Beijing streets. Leaflets carrying Lin Biao's 
abusive message against Zhu De and other comrades were also distributed. 


Zhongnanhai is known for its calm, clean, and pict iresque lake. As the nerve 
center of the country, it could no longer keep quiet at this time. 


Five-star red flags were fluttering in the bone-chilling cold wind along the 
red walls near the Xinhua Gete. Human waves carried streamers, and flags

were moving up and down East and West Changan Streets. Zhongnanhai was 
immediately engulfed in the tumultuous noise of slogan shoucings and screams 
from roaming trucks' loudspeakers, 


Zhang Chunqiao Interested in No i Position in Shanghai 


At the same time, Lin Biao, Chen Boda and the "gang of four" whipped up a 
sinister counterrevolutionary January storm in Shanghai. As early as October 
1966, Jiang Qing and company spent 3 lays secretly conferring with Nie Yuanzi 
in Beijing on how to topple the leadership of the Shanghai Municipal Party 
Committee, which had been publicly praised by Premier Zhou as “revolutionar,. 
On 6 November, Shanghai's "riffraff commander" Huang Jinhai [7806 6855 3189], 
vandalist Chen Ada [7115 70931129], and new bourgeois element Wang Hongwen 
met in Shanghai to incite the masses to "concentrate their force on attacking 
the Shanghai Municipal Party Committee anu to stage an uprising against it. 
They also established the so-called "Shanghai revolutionary rebel-workers 
headquarters." 


On 9 November, Wang Hongwen and his followers deceived the masses into 
attending a rally falsely accusing the Shanghai Municipal Party Committee of 
"implementing a reactionary bourgeois line" and threatening to take over its 
power. When the committee rejected their unreasonable demand, they created 
the "Anting incident" aimed at freezing traffic between Shanghai and Nanjing. 


Three days later, they created the "JIEFANG RIBAO incident," which lasted 
9 days and 9 nights. On 31 December, they created the "Kangping Street 
incident," thus paralyzing the operation of the Shanghai Municipal Party 
Committee and party committees at all other levels in Shanghai. 


"Shanghai Peach Is Ripe For Plucking" 


Believing that the time was ripe for them to seize power, Zhang Chunqiao 
and Yao Wenyuan could no longer "sit idly by" in Beijing. On 4 January, 
they arrived in Shanghai from Beijing. They plotted to seize power immedi- 
ately after alighting from their plane. On 4 and 5 January, they took over 
the leadership of WEN HUI BAO and JIEFANG RIBAO. 


On 6 January they held a rally to “overthrow the Shanghai Municipal Party 
Committee." The rally was held at the Shanghai People's Square in the name 
of the Shanghai municipal rebel organization. Criticized were comrades 
Chen Pixian [7115 0012 7359], Cao Diqiu [2550 5441 4428], Wei Wenbo [7614 
2429 0130] and hundreds of cadres at bureau and higher levels. All offices 
of the municipal party committee and people's government were forced to 
close down, and people throughout the city were instigated to whip up a 
sinister campaign to grab power. 


On 19 January, following repeated consultations with Chen Boda, they decided 
to establish the so-called "Shanghai People's Commune." Zhang Chunqiao 
advised Xu Jingxian [1776 2529 6343] to recommend a man to take charge of 
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and to display all 


the "Shanghai Revolutionary Rebel-Workers Headquarters,’ 
over the city banners entitled "Support Zhang Chunqiao as first secretary 
of the Shanghal ‘unietpal Party Committee and mayor of Shanghai Municipality.’ 
Zhang Chunqiao took over the leadership of the Shanghai Municipal Party 
Committee only a few days later, 


Zhang Chunqgiao and company also instructed their controlled newspapers to 
publish their "Message to the People Throughout Shanghai Municipality" 
glorifying their counterrevolutionary conspiracy to grab power as the 
"January revolution.” Guomindang agent Zhang Chunqiao stridently raved, 
"We must continue to grab and consolidate political power and regard this 
as the center and focus of the struggle and the key to success or failure." 


Ministry of Foreign Affairs Power Changes Hands 


The sinister drive to grab power originating from Shanghai soon swept the 
country amid the calls for "a new leap forward," for "taking the first giant 
step forward" and for "blazing a new trail," and finally formed a genuine 
“adverse Janaury current." 


On 14 January, the political power in Shanxi changed hands. On 22 January 
an uprising was staged in Qingdao. On 25 January, the so-called "southwest 
spring thunder" reverberated in Guizhou. On 31 January, the so-called "new 
northeast morning sunlight" shone over Heilongjiang. Power also fell into 
new hands in the Party Central Committee, in various ministries and commis- 
sions under the State Council, at all levels from the central to the local, 
and in all areas ranging from China's coasts to its interior. Consequently, 
the functions of the party and state organs throughout the country were 
paralyzed. 


Confronted with this disorder, on 12 and 18 February, Chairman Mao met 
Zhang Chunqiao and Yao Wenyuan three times, and repeatedly admonished them 
that "the slogan ‘Distrust everything and overthrow everything’ is a reac- 
tionary slogan." But those who pledged to closely follow him and hold aloft 
his banner and professed to adhere to his teachings every day just ignored 
his instructions. They still continued vigorously to publicize the contra- 
diction between "the new cultural revolution and the old government" and 
even moved to take over the power of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs and 

the Ministry of Finance--an action that comrades Mao Zedong and Zhou Enlai 
had forbidden. As a result, diplomatic power fell into the hands of a few 


counterrevolutionaries. Soon, dark clouds covered the sky of the motherland, 


which was torn by disorder. In places and units where the leadership was 
usurped by Lin Biao and the "gang of four," capitalism was restored, the 
feudal fascist "all-round dictatorship" or "dictatcrship by the masses" 
prevailed, and the lives and property of the people were endangered. At 
this time, the socialist new China founded and led by our party was really 
in danger of being subverted by a handful of conspirators.

Zhou Enlal Sheiters He Long 


Comrade Zhou Enlai and other proletarian revoiutlonaries of the older genera- 
tion constituted a mainstay in the struggle against the counterrevolutionary 
storms whipped up by Lin Biao and the "gang of tour." They joined the people 
throughout the country in saving the party and state ‘rom disaster and in 
bravely defending the party and protecting the cream of the revolution, 


Day after day, trucks with loudspeakers continued to roam around the 
Zhongnanhai red walls, shouting "Down with He Long! Down with He Long!" 

As soon as Premier Zhou learned that the He Long's home had been sacked, 

he instructed his aides over the telephone to protect He Long, and trans- 
ferred him from one place to another for the sake of his safety. After 
escorting Comrade He Long to the Premier's residence, Comrade Zhou Enali 
kindly encouraged and consoled his guest by saying: "Don't worry. In case 
of any problems, I will deal with them." Premier Zhou and his wife setcled 
He Long and his wife and children in a clean and lovely house. He Long, a 
people's hero and a fearless general, was deeply moved by his host's thought- 
ful care and kindness. These two old comrades-in-arms began their friendship 
with the "1 August" Nanchang uprising led by Zhou Enlai. Comrade He Long 
closely held Premier Zhou's hands close, saying: ‘Premier, you have really 
educated myself and my children." 


Later, when Comrade He Long could no longer live with the Premier, the latter 
kindly told his guest: "For the sake of your safety, I have found another 
quiet place for you. Take a good rest as soon as you arrive there. I will 
send for you in the autumn." It is a pity to know that Comrade He Long 
never returned, because he fell into the cruel hands of Lin Biao's henchmen 
shortly after bidding farewell to Premier Zhou. 


Fu Chongbi [0265 1504 4310) Skirmishes with Jiang Qing, Chen Boda 


"No one can set this precedent. Nor can anyone arrest anyone else without 
a warrant.” So said the Premier angrily when he learned that Lin Biao and 
company had unlawfully arrested and detained people, in violation of the 
socialist legal system. Upon learning that Peng Zhen, Liu Ren, and Wan Li 
and other comrades of the Beijing Municipal Party Committee were under 
arrest, Premier Zhou immediately ordered Comrade Fu Chongbi, commander of 
the Beijing Garrison Command, to look for and protect those detained. But 
renegade Jiang Qing said jubilantly: “Those young fighters have just done 
a graceful job. Those now under arrest are beyond your protection, because 
the masses are now in charge of everything.” 


Battle-tested Comrade Luo Ruiqing was repeatedly tormented and tortured by 
Lin Biao, Jiang Qing, and company. Premier Zhou repeatedly instructed the 
Beijing Garrison Command to protect Comrade Luo Ruiqing, to keep his where- 
abouts secret, aad to prevent him from being kidnapped.

"Was Luo Ruiqing your political commissar when you yourself were commander 
of the 19th Army Corps? 


Comrade Fu Chongbi unhesitatingly replied: "I em only carrying out the cen- 
tral authority's instructions. How can I fulfill my duty if I fail to obey 
the central authority's instructions?" 


Luo Ruiqing Is Tortured 


Lin Biao and company once forced Comrade Luo Ruiqing to attend criticism 
meetings when he was still hospitalized recuperating from several operations. 
Upon learning of this, the Premier immediately issued the following instruc- 
tion: "No one should be subjected to criticism when he undergoes surgery." 
Yet Lin Biao still instigated a bunch of people to escort seriously ill 

and disabled Comrade Luo Ruiqing out of the hospital and subject him to 
repeated criticism at meetings, in gross disregard of Premier Zhou's 
instruction. 


Zhou Enlai Shelters Liao Chengzhi [1675 2110 1807) 


In accordance with Chairman Mao's instructions, Premier Zhou meticulously 
arranged to invite some old cadres to Live in Zhongnanhai guest houses so 
that they could get a good rest after being subjected to criticism. Among 
them was Comrade Liao Chengzhi, whose duty was to receive foreign guests. 

He still had .» meet foreign visitors every evening after spending the whole 
day being subjected to criticism. On ome occasion, he told a group of middle 
school Red Guards at the Nationality Restaurant: 


"No one knows you better than Premier Zhou. You should understand that being 
a revolutionary is not easy. At the height of the revolution, you should 
follow the party; when you suffer from frustrations, you should still follow 
the party and devote the rest of ye:r life to revolution." 


After a brief pause, he added: "I joined the revolution when I was a 
small boy. I was still not trusted long after I joined the revolutionary 
ranks. During the long march, I was with Zhang Giotao [1728 0948 3614]. 
I wore shackles on the long march. Later, the Premier saved my life when 
I was on a march toward northwestern Sichuan." 


As advice to the youths, he said: "The inner-party struggle is complicated. 
I hope that everyone can withstand the tests of the struggle and will always 
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bear in mind the interests of the revolution. Now | spend the wiole day 
subjecting myself to criticism and the night receiving foreign visitors." 


Minister of Coal Industry Is Beaten To Death 


His affectionate speech was of high educational value to the youth, But 

this speech still could not change the attitude of those youths who were 
under the heavy influence of the ultraleft trend of thought and Lin Biao's 
deceptive tactics. For this reason, some old cadres, including Comrade 

Zhang Linzha, minister of coal industry, became victims of cruel persecu- 
tion. Criticism, interrogations, and torture could never bring that stro: . 
Communist Party member to his knees. He faced the threat of death without 
fear. Later, when seeing Comrade Zhang Linzhi being beaten to death in 
pictures, Premier Zhou mournfully said: "What can I say to the Party Central 
Committee with regard to these comrades who have died unjustly?" 


Premier Zhou also previded shelter for comrades Yu Qiuli and Gu Mu in 
Zhongnanhai. One day, when he accompanied them to attend the mass meeting 
of the State Council, someone asked: Why did you invite them to this 
meeting? 


Premier Zhou calmly replied: "They are not capitalist roaders. Why not?" 
Yu Qiuli Is Kidnapped 


When Comrade Yu Qiuli was escorted by some people to the College of Petro- 
leum, Comrade Gu Mu immediately informed Premier Zhou of this news, saying: 
"This is a dirty trick." 


After hearing this, Premier Zhou immediately asked secretary general Comrade 
Zhou Rongxin [0719 2837 9515] to look for Comrade Yu Qiuli and bring him 
back to see him. 


Three days later, the premier still had not seen the man he wanted. At a 
meeting, Premier Zhou said indignantly: "Why haven't you brought Comrade 
Yu Qiuli back here?" 


When Qi Benyu saw the Premier fly into a rage, he said reluctantly: "We 
will try." Comrade Yu Qiuli was finally freed with the intervention of 
the Central Cultural Revolution Group. 


Iron Man Flies Into A Rage 


Many nationally known model workers were caught in the crossfire. Some 
people, wearing red overcoats and bearing knives in their hands, who made 
up a so-called "fighting team" intruded into the Daqing Cilfield one day 
trying to slash the red flag of Daqing. They shamelessly called the red 
flag of Daqing a "deception" and Daqing's experiences a "lie" and iron man 
Wang Jinxi [3769 6651 0823] the nation's No 1 political swindler.

Iron man was detained in a dark room. A group of bad elements armed with 
lashes and iron bars tried to force him to sign a paper listing "10 crimes 
of Daqing" prepared by them beforehand, and demanded: "We will set you 
free, if you sign this paper." 


With angry fire sparkling in his eyes, the iron man rebuffed them by saying: 
"Although I don't recognize too many Chinese characters, I can understand 
well those words on the paper here. I won't sign even if it costs me my 
neck!" 


These hooligans swarmed toward him like wolves. They tore off his clothes, 
robbed him of his money, knocked him down to the ground, and kicked him 
until he could not move. 


"Tron man, you had better go to Beijing to see the Premier," he heard someone 
say. 


The Premier's heart beat in unison with that of the people. He summoned 
the iron man to Beijing immediately after learning that he had been beaten. 


On 8 January 1967, our beloved Premier Zhou received iron man Comrade Wang 
Jinxi at the Beijing Workers’ Gymnasium. They warmly shook hands. On this 
occasion, the visitor tried to pour out everything that was bottled up in 
his chest, while the Premier angrily repudiated those conspirators for 
attempting to slash the red flag of Daqing. Premier Zhou then raised his 
voice, saying: "The red flag of Daqing has been fostered by Chairman Mao. 
We must cherish this red flag." He solemnly added: "Why do some people 
insist on slashing this red flag, and why are they bent on striking down 
iron man Comrade Wang Jinxi?

Tears Well in Zhou Enlai's Eyes 
The aforementioned statement, which reverberated across the country like 


spring thunder, dealt a direct blow to Lin Biao and the "gang of four." 
The Premier also kindly invited Comrade Wang Jinxi to live in Zhongnanhai. 
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In a sense, Premier Zhou sheltered and protected revolutionary pecple and 
cadres like a tall tree, "Premier Zhou is the busiest wan in the world." 
In dealing with a myriad daily affairs, he had to wore late into the night. 
Occasionally, he had to devote 10 to 20 hours a day to attending to the 
affairs of state. Work often led him to neglect sleep, meals, and even 

his thirst. Those close to him, seeing his health failing daily, often 
reminded him of his need for proper rest. Nevertheless, he said: "I am 
Premier and therefore must take care of everything. How can I explain it 
to the party and people if I fail to do a good job?" 


One afternoon, Premier Zhou called a meeting in Zhongnanhai to discuss sow 
urgent matters of national significance. The meeting was attended by Vice 
Premiers Li Fuchun, Chen Yi, Tan Zhenlin, and Li Xiannian. But responsible 
persons of departments concerned had been taken away somewhere without the 
knowledge of the Premier and vice premiers, thus keeping them anxiously 
waiting for their arrival. Present at the meeting were the proletarian 
revolutionaries of the older generation, who had worked together to build 
the new China. Their topics focused on comrades who had been subjected to 
criticism, and on the damage the criticism had done to industrial and agri- 
cultural production, communications and transportation networks, and disorder 
across the land. How could they forget these painful realities during the 
discussions? Tears welled in their eyes when they reminded each other of 
the latest developments that might affect the destiny of the party and 
country and the well-being of millions of people. 


Discussions at Li Fuchun Residence 
“Where are they trying to lead our country?" 
"Can we allow the proletarian state to perish at their hands?" 


One day at dusk, comrades Tan Zhenlin, Chen Yi, and Li Xiannian arrived at 
the home of Comrade Li Fuchun. Sizing up the chaotic situation, they anti- 
cipated that their adversaries’ next step was to overthrow Premier Zhou as 
soon as all the old cadres, vice premiers, and old generals were thrown out 
of office. Our country would be torn by great disorders, once Chairman Mao 
was made a figurehead; once that occurred, the proletarian state built at 
the cost of blood of millions of martyrs would be in danger of disintgra- 
tion. During the discussions, these proletarian revolutionaries of the 
older generation sat together facing each other. 


"Can we allow them to topple the party and state this way? No! Absolutcly 
not!" 


"When the country is torn by great disorder, capitalism will be restored, 
and the people will suffer again!" 


"It is now clear to all what they are driving at!" 











These were subjectea that commanded their attention. 


Comrade Chen Yi said pointedly: “Their aim is not merely a few vice premiers 
and old generais. They also want to oppose Premier Zhou. It can be said 
with certainty that some counterrevolutionaries intend to topple our party. 
If things do turn out as we expect, they will come to no good end!" 


"Don't you see that everything is sow moving as we have anticipated?" 
Jiang Qine Versus Mac Zedong 


During the days of turmoil, renegade Jiang Qing raved at a central meeting: 
"Chairman Mao, if you suppressed the masses, | would revoli against you.” 
This remark greatly angered the proletarian revolutionaries of the old 
generation and was refuted by Comrade Tan Zhenlin, who said: "Chairman 
Mao is the chairman of the entire party, the chairman of the people through- 
out the country, and the chairman of today's central meeting. Who gives 
you the mandate to disrupt this meeting today? What is the matter with 
you? Everything you have said is sheer nonsense." After the meeting 
adjourned, he officially wrote a letter to the Party Central Committee 
depicting Jiang Qing's ugly performance. in that letter, Comrade Tan 
Zhenlin for the firet time portrayed Jiang Qing as the “Empress Wu Zetian 
of today's China,” and he urged the Central Committee to guard against this 
bunch of conspirators and careerists like her. 


This caustic speech hit where Lin Baio and company felt it most. Jiang 
Qing flew into a rage, acting like a mad dog and baring her teeth to threaten 
Tan Zhenlin and other comrades like him. 


“Power-grabbers" also stormed every department of the State Council. When 
Comrade Tan Zhenlin supported the Nongkou revolutionary masses in exposing 
Chen Boda as 4 renegade, the latter retaliated by inciting many students 

to distribute a slogan entitled “Down with Tan Zhenlin and liberate Nongkou.”" 
After Nongkou achieved great unity, on 17 January 1967, Chen Boda openly 
accused Comrade Tan Zhenlin of “pulling off a typical farce to grab power 

in Nongkou.” 





Thus the struggle entered a very complicated stage. In these circumstances, 
on 28 January 1967 Comrade Tan Zhenlin wrote a letter to Chairman Mao on 
the political movement in Nongkou on the basis of his investigation into 
various bureaus and departments there. Comrade Ten Zhenlin also followed 
this letter with another to Chairman Mao which suggested that, although it 
is absolutely necessary to criticize bureaucratism practiced by cadres, 

the criticism has to be stopped at an appropriate time in order to achieve 
the dual purpose of educating and protecting the cadres. 


Maco Zedong's Response to Tan's Report 


On 30 January, Chairman Mao wrote a nearly 100-word instruction in response 
to Comrade Tan Zhenlin's reports. In his instruction on the assessment of 
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the latest development of the movement, Chairman Mao pointed out: "A few 
bad elements have sneaked into the party and state organs, factories, rural 
communities, schools and commercial unite. They have unconsciously exposed 
their identity through the movement, This is 4 good thing because the 
basic probleme have been laid bare. The revolutionary masses should con- 
scientiously investigate these problems and handle them on a case-by-case 
basis.” 


Later, Premier Zhou transmitted Chairman Mao's aforementioned instruction 

to vice premiers, The essence of this inetruction was a call for ending the 
Great Cultural Kevolution a8 soon a6 possible and for announcing a schedu.e 
to end it im the next few months. On 7 March, in another instruction calling 
for winding up the Great Cultural Revolution at an early date, Chairman Mao 
endorsed the experience of the Yanan Middle School in Tianjin in achieving 
great unity. 


Lin Biao Wante To Coxtinue Revolution 


Should we end the Great Cultural Revolution immediately or let it continue 
indefinitely? This was the focal point of the struggle at that time. Lin 
Biac and company were well aware that if the Great Cultural Revolution were 
brought to a quick conclusion, disorder would give way to stability, and 
their conspiracy to take advantage of the disorder to grab power would fail. 


They dared not oppose Chairman Mao's aforementioned instruction openly. To 
achieve their ends, they carefully and meticulously piotted behind the scenes 
to overthrow Tan Zhenlin and other comrades as the first step toward sabo- 
taging Chairman Mao's strategic move to bring the Great Cultural Revolution 
to a quick conclusion. Consequently, the movement took 4 new turn. 


Lin Biao, the “gang of four,” and their followers later created reactionary 
public opinions to serve their counterrevolutionary aim of usurping the party 
and state power and disrupting the command of the armed forces. To this 
end, they alleged that a bourgeoisie had formed in the party, convincing 

the people that “old cadres are democrats, and democrats are capitalist 
roaders.” They also distorted the true nature of the people's army by 
alleging: “The liberation army has become a bourgeois army." 


Commenting on this fallacy, Comrade Nie Rongzhen said: “They did all this 
for the counterrevolutionary purpose of destroying our party and army." 


Comrade Nie Rongzhen took part in the Nanchang uprising and the struggle 
for securing the Jinggangshan revolutionary base area. During the long 
march, under the leadership of comrades Mao Zedong and Zhou Enlai, he led 
the I ‘\rmy Corps in crossing the turbulent Dadu and Jinsha rivers, scaling 
the snow-capped mountains, and traversing the vast grasslands. 


In the battle ‘or control of the Lazikou stronghold, comrades Nie Pongzhen 
and Zuo Quan [15¢) 2938] acted as vanguards in inspecting the terrain, 
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deploying troops, and directing the 4th Regiment of the 2d Division to conquer 
the major enemy strategic stronghold on their way northward, During the 

war of resistance against Japan and the war of liberation, he took part in 

the battles to secure and defend the Shanxi-Chahaer-Hebei border area and 

to liberate Beiping. 


Nie Rongzhen Refutes Lin Biao 


In a review of the road traversed by the party, Comrade Nie Rongzhen repu- 
diated Lin Biao and company for conspiring to usurp the leadership of the 
party and creating chaos in the armed forces. In this connection, he said: 
“Our party has survived the tests of the prolonged, hard, and complicated 
struggles and has won great victory in the revolution. Cadres and party 
members tested by these struggles have a high sense of commitment to the 
democratic revolution, and the overwhelming majority of them have a high 
sense of dedication to the socialist revolution. How can you call them 
democrats?" 


Comrade Nie Rongzhen pointed out: Lin Biao and the “gang of four" deliber- 
ately distorted the historical facts and willfully trampled Marxist funda- 
mentals underfoot, They alleged that old cadres and the army were capable 

of carrying out only a democratic revolution but not the socialist revolu- 
tion. This was why Lin Biao and the “gang of four" wanted to get rid of them 
all. Undoubtedly, this assertion met with strong opposition from the 
proletarian revolutionaries of the clder generation and the broad masses 

of cadres and people. 


Nie Rongzhen said: “The army was founded by our party. Since its founding, 
under the leadership of the party, it has withstood the tests of revolutionary 
wars over the past decades, and has carried forward the fine tradition and 
styles of the people's army. How can you call it a bourgeois army?" 


On 11 November 1967, Comrade Xu Xiangqian was named director of the PLA 
Cultural Revolution Group. Before the order was officially announced, the 
news leaked out. His office was immediately deluged with telephone calls 
and various questions. Originaliy, there were only two telephones in the 
office. Later, two more were installed to meet the new needs. The four 
telephones never stopped ringing day and night. 


Xu Xianggian Issues Orders to the Army 
Standing by the telephone sets, he gave orders just as he had done during 


wartime. He unhesitatingly responded to inquiries about the Cultural Revolu- 
tion with the following orders: 


"The armed forces are prohibited from establishing ties with outsiders, 
engaging in beatings, smashings and robberies, establishing fighting groups, 
practicing mass democracy, and arresting people without a warrant.” 














fo stabilize the army, Comrade Ye Qianying, vice chairman of the Military 
Commission, called ite Standing Committee into session one day, During the 
session, Chen Yi, Xu Xiangqien, Nie Rongzhen, and other comrades unanimously 
agreed that we should achieve etaiiity in the army at any price, and should 
keep it from being affected by disorder, 


After the session adjourned, comrades Ye Qianying and Nie Rongzhen went to 
see Lin Biao, 


A Huge Globe Stands in Lin Biao's Office 


Lin Bilao lived in a Large, spacious and luxurious house, surrounded by tal. 
brick walle. Camouflage could not conceal this luxurious building. The 
visitors were surprised to see that there was no single table but a huge 
globe standing in Lin Biao's office, which was covered with wall-to-wall 
green velvet carpets. The curtains in that empty room were drawn, even 
during bright daytime, because its master was 4 conspirator-careerist 10 
was afraid of being exposed to the wind ana sunlight. In that room he 1 pent 
day and night moving to and fro with his hands folded behind his back and 
his head looking down to the floor. 


After being ushered into that room, Comrade Ye Qianying said to his host: 
“Our army must uphold laws, obey orders, and follow regulations. We cannot 
introduce disorder into the army!" 


Comrade Nie Rongzhen said specifically: "We cannot allow the disorder to 
continue! The army must restrain itself." 


Lin Biao agreed with what the two old visiting generals said. Following 
this meeting, in early January 1967, the Military Commission of the Party 
Central Committee issued instructions exhorting the army not to practice 
mass democracy, not to organize fighting groups, and not to establish ties 
with the outsiders but to stick to its regular education. Two days later, 
however, Lin Biao changed his mind. 


Nie Rongzhen Calls Lin Biao a Muddleheaded Monarch 


As Comrade Nie Rongzhen recalled, "Lin Biao actually was a muddleheaded 
monarch. The real boss behind him was his wife Ye Qun [5509 6746]. Two 
days later, he changed his mind after listening to his wife's rhetoric and 
reading a report from northeast China." 


On 10 January, ‘iang Qing, Wang Li, and Guan Feng joined Lin Biao in discem- 
inating * ceactionary slogan entitled “Round up a handful in the army." 


Later, Lin Biao abused the power he had usurped to order the Standing 
Committee of the Military Commission to hold another meeting. As presiding 
officer at the meeting, he arrogantly proposed allowing the army to practice 
mass democracy. In response to this proposition, several vice chairmen of 
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the Military Commission present at the meeting unanimously said: "After 
the party and government organizations have been messed up, we cannot allow 
the same thing to happen to the army!" "Where can you, as defense minister, 
look for support if there is chaos in the armed forces followed by great 
diserder across the land?" 


Through a debate, a resvlution was adopted to prohibit the field armies 
from practicing masse democracy, According to this resolution, only military 
academies could practice mass democracy, but they were banned from est b- 
lishing ties with outsiders, In this way, the Military Commission submitted 
to Comrade Mao Zedong for his consideration an eight-point order to the 


army. 
Mao Zedong Summons Four Generale for Consultations 


One day, Comrade Mao Zedong personally invited the four old generalse--Ye 
Qianying, Chen Yi, Xu Xiangqian, and Nie Rongzhen--to his office for consul- 
tations. 


Comrade Mao Zedon, teacribed the eight-point order to the army as very good, 
while proposing to add the following point to it: "Physical torture and 
crowning the arrested with tall paper hate should be banned." 


in this connection, Comrade Mao Zedong said: How could the Communist Party 
adopt such uncivilized and barbarous methods? Serious orders should be 
issued to ban these practices. 


On 28 Janaury 1967, the Military Commission of the Party Central Commission 
officially approved and issued the eight-point order to the army. This 
decision directly dealt a blow to the antiparty conspiracy of Lin Biao and 
the “gang of four” to destroy the army. But the transmittal of this order 
produced no stabilizing effect on the armed forces. A few days later, the 
army became unruly again. 


The struggle became sharper and sharper with each passing day. The campaign 
mounted by Lin Biao and company to create chaos in the armed forces never 
tapered off, despite the eight-point order. At a meeting to transmit the 
Military Commission's eight-point order approved by Comrade Mao Zedong, 
Guan Feng still slanderously said that the Liberation Army could not carry 
out the socialist revolution. This idea was immediately rebuffed by Ye 
Qianying and other comrades, who pointed out: The Liberation Army, led 
and cultivated by the party, has defeated the enemies of the democratic 
revolution. Certainly it can also triumph over the enemies of socialist 
revolution and construction. Anyone who attempts to bring about the 
collapse of the Liberation Army will be ground to dust! 


Criticism of Yang Yong, Liao Hansheng, and Kiao Hua 


After the issuance of the eight-point order, under the instigation of Lin 
Biao and his followers events involving the armed forces still continued 
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to unfold, Comrades Yang Yong and Liao Hansheng [1675 3352 3932) of the 
beijing Garrison Command and Comrade Xiao Hua [5618 5476] of the PLA General 
Political Department were continuously criticized. After learning that the 
homes of some high-level army cadres were sacked and were robbed of their 
secret documents, Comrade Ye OQianying, who lived in the Jinxi Guest House 

at that time, angrily banged his fist on a table and warned those careerists 
against disrupting the operationof the army, declaring chat whoever wanted 
to disrupt the command of the army would come to no good end, 


Comrade Xu Xiangqian also angrily stood up and stated: "We have spent a’! 
our lives building the army. Can we allow a few people to destroy it?" 


He was so angry that he knocked a table in front of him upside down and 
was eager to strangle those antiparty conspirators. These were expressions 
of righteous proletarian indignation voiced by Ye Qianying, Xu Xiangqian, 
and other comrades shortly after their arrival in the Huairen Hall for a 
face-to-face meeting which marked the beginning of a fierce struggle. 


A Face-to-Face Contest 


In mid-February 1967, a meeting war held in the Zhongnanhai Huairen Hall 
conference room, presided over by Comrade Zhou Enlai. The meeting on 
“grasping revolution and promoting production” was attended by comrades in 
charge of the routine work of the party, government and army, and members 
of the Central Cultural Revolution Group and related comrades. At that 
showdown meeting, the discussions centered on the questions of whether the 
Great Cultural Revolution should be led by the party, and whether old cadres 
should be unanimously overthrown. These were questions that marked the 
beginning of a fierce struggle. 


Inside Story of “Huairen Hall Struggle" 


During the Huairen Hall meeting in February, the struggle between both sides 
reached a peak. The so-called “Huairen Hall struggle" refers to a contest 
of strength between the proletarian revolutionaries of the older generation 
on one hand and the antiparty conspirators and careerists on the other. 
Their hearts burning with angry fire, these proletarian revolutionaries 

of the older generation banged the tables with their fists. 


At 3 pw on 4° February 1967, a face-to-face meeting was set up and opened 
as usual. Comrade Zhou Enlai was seated at the center of the table and was 
flanked on the right side by seven vice chairmen of the Military “ommission 
and vice premiers of the State Council: Chen Yi, Ye Qianying, Xu Xiangqian, 
Nie Rongzhen, Li Fuchun, Li Xiannian, and Tan Zhenlin, as well as comrades 
Yu Qiuli and Gu Mu; and on the left side by Chen Boda and other memebers of 
the Central Cultural Revolution Group. The rivalry between the two sides 
was clear. 
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Comrade Ye Qlanying, vice chalrman of the Military Commission, was the firet 
to speak at the meeting. He was really concerned with the destiny of the 
party and atate, He angrily and solemnly told Chen Boda and his followers 
in front of him: “You have disrupted the operations of the party, govern- 
ment, factories, and rural villages! But you still think that you have not 
done enough. It seems that you won't be happy until you have disrupted 

the command of the army! Will you please tell me what are you trying to 
achieve?" 


This caustic remark dealt a blow to the tender spot of that group of clowns 
sitting on the opposite side of the table, who responded with cunning faces 
and whispers. 


Xu Xiangqian Bangs the Table, Angrily Upbraids Chen Boda 


Comrade Xu Xiangqian, newly appointed director of the Cultural Revolution 
Group of the Military Commission, wrathfully beat the table and angrily 
upbraided Chen Boda and his followers as follows: 


"The army is the pillar of the dictatorship of the proletariat. You have 
continued to mess up everything in the army. Does this mean that you still 
need this pillar? Do you think that we are no longer able to lead the army, 
so that we need people like Kuai Dafu [5566 1129 1381) to command it?" 


Earlier, Comrade Xu Xiangqian rebuffed Chen Boda and his followers for falsely 
accusing Comrade Liu Zhijian [0491 1807 1017) of being a "renegade." On 
that occasion, Comrade Xu Xiangqian said: 


"We are commanding officers! We have worked together with army cadres. Do 
you think we don’t know them?" 


True, they were commanding officers. Decades ago, Comrade Xu Xiangqian 
fought in the forefront of the bloody struggle. During the 1927 Guangzhou 
uprising, holding aloft the red flag he led the Worker Red Guards in bri ving 
the artillery fire on a march toward the enemy positions. During the second 
revolutionary war, as general commander of the Fourth Front Red Army oper- 
ating in the Henan-Hubei-Anhui soviet zone, part of the Dabie Mountains, he 
led the Red Army in smashii, one offensive after another mounted by the 
enemy and repelled the enemy troops who were many, many times stronger. 


In a battle in Hongan County, he galloped on horseback toward the enemy 
position. When his legs were hit by bullets, he still continued to command 
his army while lying on a stretcher. Later, he shared weal and woe, and 
fought side by side with other comrades-in-arms du-ing the long march, the 
war of resistance against Japan, and the liberation war in the Sichuan- 
Shaanxi soviet zone. He knew these heroic comrades-in-arms well, and had 
profound militant affection for them. 











During the war of resistance against Japan, Comrade Liu Zhijian was wounded 
and captured by the enemy in a battle in southern Hebei, On the second day 
of his captivity, tipped off by an underground comrad. about his whereabouts, 
a responsible comrade of the Southern Hebei Red Army immediately deployed 
troops to ambush the marching enemy troops, thus saving the life of Comrade 
Liu Zhijilan. But Lin Bilao, Chen Boda, Jiang Qing, and their followers con- 
spired to overthrow many leading army cadres on the charges of nonexistent 
crimes with the aim of disrupting the command of the army. Should this be 
tolerated? 


Comrade Xu Xiangqian rebuffed Chen Boda by saying: Comrade Liu 7hislan was 
not a renegade. When Comrade Xu Xiangqian retold this episode in che history 
of revolutionary wars, Chen Boda cut his speech off by alleging that the 
case of Liu Zhijian as a renegade had been corroborated and could not be 
reversed, 


Ye Jianying Versus Cien Boda 


Comrade Ye Jianying continued to fire salvoes at the other side: “You have 
named the Shanghai power that you have grabbed the ‘Shanghai Commune.' This 
is a big issue which involves an amendment to the constitutional system of 
the state. Why didn't you submit it for prior consideration by the Political 
Bureau before proclaiming it?" 


Comrade Ye Qianying jokingly told Chen Boda: "We seldom read books and news- 
papers, and therefore we do not know the principle of the Paris Commune. 
Please explain what the principle of the Paris Commune means. Is there any 
revolution that can disregard the leadership of the party and that can be 
carried out without armed forces of its own?" 


This confrontation exposed the scheme of Lin Biao and his followers to usurp 
the leadership of the party and disrupt the command of the army. 


Three days later, on the afternoon of 16 February, another similar meeting 
was heid. Comrade Tan Zhenlin met Zhang Chunqiao, who had masterminded the 
“January Shanghai coup," at the entrance to the conference room and asked 
him: “Where is Comrade Chen Pixian?" 


War of Words Between Tan Zhenlin and Zhang Chungiao 


Shortly after some provincial and municipal party committee secretaries were 
criticized and paraded, Comrade Mao Zedong instructed authorities concerned 
on three different occasions to summon these secretaries to Beijing so tiat 
they could be well protected. This was why Comrade Tan Zhenlin wanted to 
ask Zhang Chungiao about the whereabouts of Comrade Chen Pixian. 


Although Comrade Zhou Enlai had overcome every difficulty in bringing some 
provincial party committee secretaries to Beijing, a number of other secre- 
taries, including Comrade Chen Pixian, were stili detained by the so-called 














"“nasses" in their respective provinces and regions without justification, 
Zhang Chunqiao responded with a drawn face and terse remark: "The masses 
disagree!" 


"The masses? Could the party organizations do anything about it?" asked 
Comrade Tan Zhenlin in a stern manner. 


"The party? The party is now powerless, In Shanghai, cadres at section 
chief and higher levels have got to step aside!" 


It seemed to be a clever answer to a question involving the fate of millions 
of cadres, Angered by this answer, Comrade Tan Zhenlin pointed his finger 
at Zhang Chungqiao and said wrathfully: "Now everything is clear. You are 
the guy who forced them to step aside and struck them down!" 


As soon as he entered the room, Comrade Tan Zhenlin pressed once again for 
Comrade Chen Pixian's return to Beijing. 


"Comrade Chen Pixian joined the revolution when he was a small boy. He 
had served as a little Red Guard. What is wrong with him? What is wrong 
with many regional and provincial party committee secretaries? Why are 
they not permitted to come to Beijing?" 


The “gang of four" were skilled in flaunting the signboard of the "masses." 
In the name of the mass movement, they could "move" the masses around as 
they wished and use them as tools for realizing their criminal conspiracies. 
Seeing through Zhang Chunqiao's ruse to pass the buck, Comrade Tan Zhenlin 
iterrupted his evasive speech, saying: "What do you mean by the masses? 

You have never stopped talking about the masses but forgetting t..e leader- 
ship of the party! You have also spent day and night instigating the masses 
to liberate and educate themselves and to make revolution. What is this 
logic? It is metaphysics!" 


Comrade Tan Zhenlin angrily added: “Your aim is to overthrow the old cadres 
and the revolutionaries of the older generation and to break up their 
families." 


Suppression of Senior Cadres' Children 


Commenting on the suppression of cadres’ children, Comrade Tan Zhenlin 
said: "All senior cadres' children were punished and suppressed. Isn't 
this a practice of the reactionary blood heritage theory? This means 
pitting the reactionary blood heritage theory against the reactionary blood 
heritage theory. Isn't this practicing metaphysics?" 


Commenting on the so-called rebels, Comrade Tan Zhenlin said: "What kind 
of person was Kuai Dafu? A counterrevolutionary. An ugly person. He was 
one of the elements who wanted to overthrow the cadres of the older genera- 
tion. I cannot recall such a fierce struggle taking place ever before in 
the history of our party." 
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Lariy in December, Nongkou decided to allow a number of its ficaing trawlers 
to return to port to undergo training in grasping revolution and promoting 
production on a rotational basis. This was normal pructice, Because this 
decision was made without consulting the Central Cultural Revolution Group, 
Chen Boda tried to make a mountain out of a molehill. In this connection, 
Comrade Tan Zhenlin said: "They troubled me with the fishing problem four 
times--a problem which, they said, had caused great political repercussions 
and great economic losses, Jiang Qing called me a counterrevoiutionary. 
Everyone who has checked my background from the Jinggangshan era up to date 
will find out that on no occasion I have ever acted against Chairman Mao." 


Tan Zhenlin's Future 


When Comrade Tan Zhenlin was questioned, that person in charge of the public 
security organs, procuratorates, and people's courts under the "gang of four" 
interrupted to say: "Jiang Qing and the Central Cultural Revolution Group 
can protect Comrade Tan Zhenlin." 


"I don't need her protection! I work for the party but not for her as an 
individual!" 


After saying this, Comrade Tan Zhenlin angrily stood up, moving to take and 
put on his coat. While walking away from the meeting, he said: "You guys 
carry on the duty. I quit. . don't want to stick around any more. But 

| want to carry the struggle through to the end, even if it costs me my 
neck, prison terms, and my party membership!" 


Comrade Zhou Enlai wanted him to return to his seat. 


Comrade Chen Yi also said: "Don't give up! Please stay and continue the 
struggle!" 


After moving a few steps, Comrade Tan Zhenlin came back to face the meeting 
and said: “General Chen, you win. I won't go away. Since I dare speak 
out, that means that I am not afraid. If I were afraid, I would have shut 
my mouth long ago!" 


During wartime, comrades Chen Yi and Tan Zhenlin were old comrades-in-arms 
working together in south and east China. They braved wind and rain together 
and spent many springs and autumns living in the same trench under the 

threat of the artillery fire. Today, they and other comrades faced another 
new struggle. 





Chen Yi Does the Old Cadres Justice 





Comrade Chen Yi, a man known for his rectitude, honesty, and frankness, was 
the second speaker. He refuted Lin Biao and his followers for flaunting 
Chairman Mao's banner to carry out their counterrevolutionary doubledealing 
activities. in this connection, he said: "Once these elements come to 
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power, we are certain that they will practice revisionism, During the 
Yanan rectificatlon campaign, many old cadres were wrongly punished, We 
were among the victims of wrongdoings, including che Premier, Isn't that 
true?" 


After a pause, Comrade Chen Yi continued: "We must remember this lesson. 
In the final analysis, who really has opposed Chairman Mao? (an innuendo 
to Lin Bilao) History has proved and will continue to prove this. Hasn't 
Khrushchev practiced revisionism after Stalin turned over his power to 
him?" 


Since the beginning of the Great Cultural Revolution, General Chen had 
skirmished with Lin Biao and followers on many occasions. When Lin Biao 

and his followers instigated people to display big-character posters and 

paint big-character streamers on the walls along the Beijing streets attacking 
Zhu De, He Long, and other comrades, General Chen said: "Although I am 

not selected to represent the old cadres, I still want to do them justice. 

If someone says that our Liberation Army has fought battles under the command 
of ‘big warlords’ and ‘big bandits,’ how can you explain the great victories 
we won during the people's liberation war!" 


Li Xiannian Refutes Xie Fuzhi [6200 1381 3112] 
Can a historical! fact be denied? 


Commenting on the party's tradition, Comrade Ye Qianying said: "The old 
cadres are valuable assets of the party and state. In dealing with cadres 
who made mistakes, our party's attitude is to let them learn from past mis- 
takes to avoid future ones and to cure the sickness to save the patient. 
How can anyone overthrow anyone else without due process of justice? How 
can anyone discharge his duty if his life is threatened?" 


Upon learning that many old cadres were cruelly mistreated, Comrade Yu 

Qiuli loudly said: "How could the old cadres be treated this way? If this 
malpractice is allowed to continue, I will never cooperate with those wrong- 
doers!" 





That person in charge of the public security organs, procuratorates, and 
people's courts who had deserted to the side of Lin Biao and the "gang of 
four" attempted to defend his masters. 


Comrade Li Xiannian rebuffed him and said: "Don't wallow in the mud with 
them!" 


Then he angrily condemned Lin Biao and his followers for undermining the 
party's tradition and the socialist legal system and for committing other 
fascist crimes. In this connection, Comrade Li Xiannian said: "Our party 
has consistently emphasized that the great majority of cadres and people 
are good. Do we still consider it necessary to unite 95 percent of the 
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cadres and people? Who can be relied upon to carry out the revolution, if 
all olc cadres are overthrown? Now still underway is a nationwide campaign 
to ex.ort confessions by coercion and give them credcace. How can you 
accuse the ‘joint action' groups of being reactionary organizations? Do 
you mean that 17 or 18 girls can become counterrevolutionaries?" 


Kecalling that many old cadres have been tortured and beaten to death, 
Comrade Tan Zhenlin said: "TI have never cried before. Today [ cried three 
times. I found no place to cry. I had to cry behind the Lack of my secre- 
taries and children!" 


That person in charge of public security organs, procuratorates, and the 
people's courts, interrupted to say: You should consider everything in the 
light of overall interests instead of personal interests. Comrade Tan 
Zhenlin rebuffed him by saying: "I did not cry for personal reasons but 
for the sake of all old cadres and the entire party!" 


Comrade Li Xiannian said: "I too cried three times. Since RED FLAG carried 
in its issue No 13 an editorial calling for ‘thorough criticism of the 
reactionary bourgeois line,' the people throughout the country have been 
locked in a massive struggle between the two lines; great alliances free 
from the party's supervision have been forged everywhere. Consequently, 

all old cadres have been overthrown!" 





Kang Sheng Is a Liar 


Comrade Zhou Enlai immediately asked that advisor and "theoretical authority" 
of the Central Cultural Revolution Group: "Did you read that editorial?" 


That advisor acted as if he knew nothing about this and replied: "No. I 
didn't!" 


Comrade Zhou Enlai angrily said: "Why didn't you call our attention to this 
matter of prime importance?" 


That advisor was a skilled conspirator. Hi. denial that he had read that 
RED FLAG editorial was a lie. As a matter of fact, the editorial insti- 
gating "an all-out civil war to overthrow everything” was written under 

his direction and under the guidance of Chen Boda and was personally approved 
by him before its publication. He was also the man assigned by Lin Biao to 
collect historical background information on palace coups d'etat staged in 
China and foreign countries. He also shamelessly praised Lin Biao as 
“supreme commander Lin" capable of holding aloft "Chairman Mao's banner!" 





Many children of cadres and other youths were vilified by Lin Biao and his 
followers as “villains” and conservative reactionary elements, and were 
later either persecuted or detained. Lin Biao and his followers even pre- 
vented them from going to school. Angered by this action, Comrade Nie 
Rongzhen said: "This method of ‘punishing youths without first giving them 
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an education’ is a serious mistake. Chairman Mao has added to the eight- 
point order of the Military Commission his own point specifying that cadres 
at all levels, especially senior cadres, should strictly control and educate 
their children, If their parents fail to educate their children, the respon- 
sibility rests with the parents. The criticism of cadres should not get 
their children and families involved. Cruel persecution of old cadres plus 
their families is like dropping stones on a person who has fallen into a 
well. Shame on those who did so!" 


It was in this manner that our esteemed communist fighters heroically 
struggled against a bunch of renegades, enemy agents, conspirators, and 
careerists in a series of confrontations. Their articulate and sharp-tongued 
speeches had the effect of a sharp dagger sinking deep into the hearts of 

Lin Biao and the "gang of four." These speeches which exposed their crimes 
and upheld revolutionary justice represented the voice of the accusations of 
the people throughout the country who wanted to put Lin Biao and the "gang 

of four" on trial! 


Storms of Combat 


Freely airing one's views and expressing opinions that are different from 
those of others at party meet ngs ere absolutely normal and justified actions. 
But Lin Biao and the "gang of four’ and their followers abused the power 

they had usurped to launch counterattacks in an attempt to hoodwink public 
opinion. In addition to instigating “an all-out civil war" to “overthrow 
everything,” they launched cruel struggles and ruthless attacks on those 

old comrades who were associated with what they called the “adverse February 
Current." 


Zhang Chunqiao Falsifies Report to Mao 


"Bad elements often move faster than good people to accuse the latter before 
their common master." On the evening of 16 February, Zhang Chunqiao, Yao 
Wenyuan, and Wang Li were advised by their "theoretical authority" to 
“collectively check and confirm" the "minutes" of the aforementioned centr>' 
meeting at the Great Hall of the People. 


Clearly, the "minutes" were deliberately distorted, tampered with, and 
quoted out of context in many places. Later, they brought a copy of the 
"minutes" with them to Zhongnanhai and briefed Comrade Mao Zedong on the 
outcome of the central meeting. During the briefing they distorted and 
exaggerated speeches by the revolutionaries of the older generation on how 
they had carried out struggles against that bunch of clowns. 


Mao Zedong Is Angry 


Comrade Mao Zedong, puffing smoke, quietly listened to the verbal report. 





When Zhang Chunqiao described how Comrade tan Zhenlin had wanted to quit, 
Comrade Mao Zedong said: "If he wants to quit, let him go!" Zhang Chunqiao 
also distorted Comrade Chen Yi's speech in his repor. to Comrade Mao Zedong, 
saying that Comrade Chen Yi had opposed the Yanan rectification campaign. 


Upon hearing that someone had opposed the Yanan rectification campaign, 
Comrade Mao Zedong immediately flew into a rage, and said: "What was wrong 
with the Yanan rectification campaign? Did he want to reverse the verdict 
on the campaign by bringing Wang Ming back here?" 


The Yanan rectification campaign was a great success. During that campa gn, 
however, that advisor and "theoretical authority" extorted confessions by 
coercion and gave them credence in the name of "rescuing those who went 
astray." He treated the revolutionary comrades as "enemy agents" through 
the struggle. Consequently, many good comrades were tortured in the name 

of being “rescued.” At that central meeting, Comrade Chen Yi reminded its 
participants that the overwhelming majority of cadres had been persecuced 
during the Great Cultural Revolution, that the historical lessons should not 
be forgotten, and that past mistakes committed by "leftists" should be 
avoided in the future. His speech reflected historical facts and therefore 
was completely correct. 


Comrade Chen Yi's just speech hit where that advisor and "theoretical 
authority" felt it the most, and therefore he bitterly hated it. This was 
why he instigated Zhang Chunqiao and others to brief Comrade Mao Zedong 

on the meeting immediately after its conclusion, to deliberately exaggerate 
skirmishes at that meeting in order to stimulate resentment from Comrade 
Mao Zedong. 


Taking an attitude contrary to that advisor and “theoretical authority," 
Comrade Zhou Enlai, who presided over the meeting, did his utmost to minimize 
the seriousness of the skirmishes, from the standpoint of maintaining the 
unity and solidarity of the party and preserving its interests. Three days 
later he briefed Comrade Mao Zedong on the meeting. But this briefing 
greatly angered Lin Biao and his followers, who were anxious to bring about 
great disorder across the land.

The meeting continued in session in the Huairen Hall conference room for 
several consecutive days. Lin Biao and his followers flew into a rage, 
taking turns angrily criticizing and denouncing the revolutionaries of the 
older generation who earlier had taken a firm stand to defend the party's 
principles. 











They raved: "Negating the Yanan rectification campaign means opposing 
Chairman Mao!” 


"De you want Wang Ming to stage a comeback and restore his capitulationist 
line?” 


“How can anyone charge that the Great Cultural Revolution is being carried 
out without the party's leadership? Chairman Mao's leadership means the 
party's leadership. Any charge that the party's leadership is ignored is 
an indication of opposition to Chairman Mao!" 


Waving hie hands, that advisor and “theoretical authority" said petulantly: 
"This is the most serious antiparty demon-tration that has ever taken place 
since the llth Plenary Session of the Eighth Perty Central Committee!" 


"This is a rehearsal of a coup d'etat and of capitalist restoration!" 
Jiang Qing Criticizes Old Generals 


Jiang Qing appeared in «a wig and heavy makeup. She said: "Do you intend 
to reverse the decisions on Liu Shaoqi and Deng Xiaoping?" 


"Shielding old cadres means shielding a handful of renegades and enemy 
agents.” 


Chen Boda cunningly said: "Opposing the Great Cultural Revolution and 
attacking the proletarian headquarters headed by Chairman Mao mean restoring 
capitalism from top to bottom and subverting the dictatorship of the pro- 
letariat!" 


Old Generals Undergo 15 Days of Ordeals 
They slapped labels on the old generals and waved sticks at them. 


In the Huairen Hall conference room, they spent 15 days or more taking 

turns denouncing and criticizing Li Puchun, Ye Qianying, Chen Yi, Li Xiannian, 
Nie Rongzhen, Xu Xianggian, Tan Zhenlin, and other revolutionaires of the 
older generation. Among their eager critics were that "theoretical authority" 
and person in charge of the public security organs, procuratorates, and 
people's courts. They pointed their fingres at Comrade Xu Xiangqian by 
saying: “Alas, Xu Xiangqian, the army is not yours. What makes you feel 

so cocky’? Do you want to reverse the decisions on Liu Shaoqi and Deng 
Xiaoping in opposition to the party?" 


With foam forming in both corners of his mouth and puffing smoke, that 
“theoretical authority” said: “Chairman Mao was angry. His indignation 

was righteous proletarian indignation. Your dissenting opinions have 

angered him!" That public security minister under Lin Biao and the “gang 

of four" who was guilty of smashing the public security organs, procuratorates, 
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and people's courte fiiled the criticiem meetings with sharp uccusations: 
"Your volees of opposition to the party and socialiam have the undertone of 
4 counterrevolutionary who wants to reatore the old order," 


Iwo Small Partners of the “Adverse February Current” 


They viciously eriticized the old generals’ earlier speeches as proof of 
“opposition to Chairman Mao's revolutionary line and the Great Proletarian 
Cultural Revolution and an attempt to negate the Yanan rectification cam- 
paign,” alleging that “shielding the old cadres means shielding a handfu' 
of capitalist roaders, renegades, hidden traitors, and enemy agents." 


Lin Biao and his followers had a habit of slapping labels on people. Among 
these labela were “club managers," "sinister henchmen," and “liaison officers." 
That advisor and "theoretical authority" slanderously called vice premier 

of the State Council and concurrently vice chairman of the Military Commis- 
sion, Comrade Chen Yi, a "liaison officer" because he frequently divided 

his time between the two organizations. When some senior cadres were 
hospitalized, they slanderously said: "They enjoy the company of charming 
nurses there." Comrades Yu Qiuli and Gu Mu were strong supporters of the 

old generals. "Please count us in as two small partners of the ‘adverse 
February current'!" they said unanimously. 


Li Fuchun-Kang Sheng Confrontation 


At that time, Comrade Li Fuchun was a member of the Standing Committee of 
the Political Bureau and chief administrative officer of the State Council, 
who often worked late into the night helping Premier Zhou handle the daily 
routine. He said: "If I don't pitch in to relieve him of the daily routine, 
Premier Zhou will feel even greater pressure." 


Some of the vice premiers often met him at his office to discusss problems. 
That advisor and “theoretical authority” then called him "a club manager.” 
Comrade Li Fuchun said to that “master labelmaker": "Very well, you can 
organize a special group to look into the case if you wish! You cannot 
shut up everyone's mouth." 


When the party's democracy was trampled underfoot by Lin Biao and the "gang 
of four,” some proletarian revolutionaries of the older generation had io 
suppress their anger and grievances, and even had to reluctantly say some- 
thing against “their wishes” under duress. 


Li Xiannian Refuses To Cooperate 


One day, Qi Benyu called Comrade Li Xiannian over the telephone, pressing 
for a written self-examination of his past. His secretary, who answered 
the phone call, said to her boss: “Someone is pressing for your self- 
examination again!" Comrade Li Xiannian angrily told her: "Just tell him, 
I don't want to do it!" 
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Seeing her hesitate to say what she was told, Li Xlannian moved to the tele- 
phone set, aterniy dictating an order to his secretary: "Just eay that | 
don't want towrite the self-examination, | want to see what their next 
move will be!” 


Qi Benyu was originally an léth-grade cadre at the general office of the 
Party Central Committee. Duriag the struggle against che rightiets, he 
actively conspired to concoct the Zhongnanhai “sinister flag incident" with 
the aim of overthrowing a large number of revolutionary cadres, As a con- 
spirator, he immediately won the trust of Jiang Qing, Chen Boda, and their 
followers for his report on a railway factory and his articie on Li Zicheng 
[2621 5261 2052]. Thereafter, he moved up quickly ustil he became a member 
of the Central Cultural Revolution Group. Later, he joined Wang Li and 
Guan Feng in stirring up one storm after another. The trio also ganged up 
in organizing a few bad elements under their control to mercilessly torture 
revolutionary cadres and actively criticize the oid generals. 


Chen Yi's Complaints 


When the criticism meeting ended on 16 March, Comrade Chen Yi returned home, 
emotionally telling comrades close to him: “This was indeed a coincidence! 
Forty-one years ago today, on 18 March 1926, we organized over 4,000 city 
dwellers, workers, and studente to attack north China's warlord Duan Qirui's 


[3008 3825 3843) government. During the attack, the revolutionary masses 
were murdered. Lu Xun [7627 6598) condemned the 18 March incident as ‘the 
darkest day in history.’ [| could never imagine that 4) years later on that 


very day, I would be criticized tor opposing those reactionary elements!" 


The party's democratic principles were trampled underfoot. A crisis was 
brewing in our country. Subsequently, che regular meetings attended by 
leading members of the party, government, army, and education and cultural 
departments were canceled; the members of the Political Bureau were deprived 
of their legitimate right to speak out. Organizationally, Lin Biao openly 
declared: “The Central Cultural Revolution Group will substitute for the 
Political Bureau, and a task force of the Military Commission will take 

the place of its standing commitiee”--(|this he did] in an attempt to gradu- 
ally carry out his conspiracy to usurp power. 


At this point, | must insert an account of a talk which Chen Boda and that 
advisor and “theoretical authority" held with foreign visitors on 21 November 
1968. During that talk, that advisor and “theoretical authority” introduced 
his foreign guests to the so-called “adverse February current" and the 
struggle during the Huairen Hall meeting. Although the account of that 

talk contained many false charges, it depicted by w y of negative example 

the struggle between the then seven vice chairmen o! the Military Commission 
and vice premiers on the one hand, and Lin Biao and the “gang of four" on 

the other, during that central meeting. 
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That advisor and “theoretical authority” included the following (alee charges 
in bie account of that talk: 


"During that meeting, they opposed the Great Proletarian Cultural Revolution 
and negated the Yanan rectification campaign. They negated the Yanan rectifi- 
cation campaign mainly for the purpose of restoring Wang Ming's line of 
capitulation to imperialiom, For this reason, we refuted them by saying that 
negating the Yanan rectification campaign means negating the nationwide 
victory which the PLA won during the revolutionary ware and the nationwide 
victory for the revolution,’ Under the fascist-style rule of Lin Biao and 
the “gang of four,” a large number of good cadres loyal to the party and 
people were overthrown without due process of justice and were ruthlessly 
beaten and persecuted, and some even were tortured to death. Several old 
generals and vice premiers reacted to this with great indignation. 


in thie connection, that advisor said: “They said that the Greac Cultural 
Revolution has giver. the old cadres a hard time, and therefore they con- 
sidered it their responsibility to protect these old cadres. In their cyes, 
the Great Cultural Revolution is bad because the old cadres were under 
attack. They opposed the great Red Guard movement and vilified the Great 
Cultural Revolution as the cruelest struggle in history." 


Kang Sheng Criticizes the Old Generals 


Those correct statements by several old generals and vice premiers dealt a 
direct blow to the conspiracy of Lin Biao and the “gang of four" to usurp 
the party and state power, and therefore were bitterly hated by them. In 
this connection, that advisor and “theoretical authority" raved: "In the 
name of protecting the old cadres, they attempted to recruit deserters and 
renegades and organize them into a force to struggle against the proletarian 
headquarters, which has Chairman Mao as its leader and Lin as its deputy 
leader, and against the Central Cultural Revolution Group. Their purpose is 
to protect a handful of anti-Marxist-Leninist renegades, enemy agents, and 
capitalist roaders." 


Lin Biao and the “gang of four" attempted to throw all old cadres out of 
office on the charge that they were “capitalist roaders." But their real 
aim was to remove a stumbling block to their counterrevolutionary scheme to 
usurp the party and state power. In his false charges against the old 
generals and vice premiers, that advisor alleged: "They are afraid of the 
revolutionary masses and the Great Proletarian Cultural Revolution. In 
their opinion, the mass line means discarding the party's leadership. They 
denounced as metaphysics Chairman Mao's universally applicable Marxist- 
Leninist truth of fully relying on the mass line to carry out the Great 
Proletarian Cultural Revolution.” That advisor and “theoretical authority" 
also pitted the party's leadership against the mass movement and the mass 
line. In this connection, he stated: “They loudly said, When you keep 
talking about the masses daily, do you still need the party's leadership? 
We replied that the party's leadership you are talking about refers to 
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the Lin=Deng leade'ahip, which was interested only in recruiting deserters 
and renegades=-a form of leadership which te gone forever and will never 
return,” 


"Mr Tan" Faleeiy Accused of Storming Military Organizations 


Comrade Mao Zedong once explicitly pointed out: During the democratic revo- 
lution of socialist revolution, 00 masse movement can disassociate itself 
from the party's leadership. Any mase movement which rejects the party's 
leadership ia probably not revolutionary and is highly likely to be counter- 
revolutionary in nature. This statement can be corroborated by facts. Lin 
Biao and the “gang of four” substituted their respective factions for the 
party, and called a handful of bad elewente ioyal to them "the revolutionary 
masses." They inetigaced and organized these bad elements to whip up 
counterrevolutionary storms with che aim of restoring the old order, and to 
incite the people everywhere to “kick aside the party committees to make 
revolution.” They hailed thie as a “revolutionary mase movement.” Under 
the impact of this movement, the party orgenizations at all levels were 
“relieved of their power,” “kicked aside," and broken up. In that account 
of his “talk” on thie subject, that advisor and “theoretical authority" 
argued: “They also accused the Great Cultural Revolution of messing up 
everything in the ar@y, and rejected the Great Cultural Revolution in the 
name of preserving the army.” Facts showed that it was Lin Biao and the 
“gang of four” who wanted to destroy the army under che pretext of the 

Great Cultural Revolution. 


Later, Lin Biao and the “gang of four’ coneocted the false charge of “the 
adverse February current.” Their primary aim was to overthrow a number of 
responsibie comrades of our army and to create chaos in the armed forces. 
Under the pretext of combating “the adverse February current,” they slapped 
the label of “Mr Tan" on al) responsible comrades of the army, thus clearing 
the way for them to storm the military organizations, to create chaos in the 
armed forces, and to deal blows to a large number of army cadres. 


On the other hand, Lin Biao anc his followers whipped up a big storm in 
society in the name of combating the “adverse February current" in coordina- 
tion with the campaign to criticize the old generals. 


Jiang Qing’s Secret Meeting to Plot the Tan Zhenlin Operation 


Fariier, Comrade Tan Zhenlin had written a letter to the Party Central 
Committee likening Jiang Qing to “Empress Wu Zetian of today's China,” in 
the hope that its members would vigilantly keep her under surveillance. 
Upon learning of this, Jiang Qing flew into a rage, thus galvanizing her 
determination to overthrow Tan Zhenlin and other comrades. 


On 6 March, she hurriedly summoned 01 Benyu and Tan Houlan (6223 0624 5695] 
to a secret meeting and ended the meeting with a decision “to launch a 
punishing retaliation against Tan Zhenlin as the first step in rebuffing 
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the ‘adverse February current'." Their attack on Tan Zhenlin began with 
the opening of the exhibition on learning from Dazhai in apciculture, 
Later, they successively stormed the Agricultural Exhibition Hall and the 
exhibition on learning from Daging in industry. 


On 6 March 1967, Tan Houlan deluded over 1,000 Beijing Teachers University 
students into organizing a march on the Beijing Agricultural Exhibition 
Hall, where the “exhibition on learning from Dazhai in agriculture is being 
held.” At the hall, they shouted slogans "Down with Tan Zheniin,"” “Tan 
Zheniin should be condemned to death for cheating Chairman Mao." Finally, 
they robbed the agricultural hall of its documents and forced the acting 
minister of agriculture, Comrade Jiang Yizhen, to march away with chem, 


At a meeting of army cadres held on 9 March, Chen Boda called fi r dealing 
a direct and fatal blow to “the adverse current to restore capitalism,” 
alleging that a counterrevolutionary trend to restore capitalism was now 
sweeping the country. 


On the morning of 10 March, Wang Li, Guan Feng, Qi Benyu, and that person 

in charge of the public security organs, procuratorates, and people's courts 
personally appeared at the agricultural hall, in order to boost the morale 
of Tan Houlan and other youths who occupied the hall. They all held both 
hands aloft, wildly shouting slogans "Down with Tan Zhenlin" and "Repel 

the adverse February current." 


Lin Biao Inetigates 100,000 Students To Demonstrate 


That advisor of the Central Cultural Revolution Group also visited the 
exhibition hall, instigating youths to sack its displays for failing "to 

give prominence to Mao Zedong Thought!" As everyone can clearly recall, 
before its opening this exhibition on learning from Dazhai was twice screened 
personally by Premier Zhou and finally approved by that advisor as a repre- 
sentative of the central authorities. 


On 14 March, under the manipulation of Lin Biao, Chen Boda, and their 
followers, 100,000 students demonstrated and paraded through the streets 
of Beijing shouting slogans: “Repel the adverse February current"; "Down 
with five vice premiers of che State council and four vice chairmen of the 
Military Commission"; "We are willing to defend the Central Cultural Revo- 
lution Group at the cost of blood.” In this way, they stimulated to a new 
high the fever for repelling the so-called “adverse February current." 


On 20 March, in an address to a meeting of army cadres, Lin Biao alleged:

Dark clouds tay temporarily cover up the sky bit not the sun 
forever, At the height of the campaign to rebuff the “adverse February 
current,” a silver lining unexpectedly appeared in the cloudy sky. 


Mao Zedong Comments on “Huairen Hall Disturbance" 


On 30 April 1967, the eve of the May Day festival, Comrade Mao Zedong invited 
Comrades Zhou Enlai, Li Fuchun, Chen Yi, Ye Qianying, Nie Rongzhen, Xu 
Xianggian, Tan Zhenlin, Li Xiannian, Yu Qiuli, and Gu Mu to his home. He 
cordially met them in his reception room, which was filled with books. 


"Tensions are often intertwined with relaxations." Comrade Mao Zedong 
followed personal conversations with each of the vice premiers of the State 
Council and vice chairmen of the Military Commission with the following 
declaration: “Today, | host a meeting of unity. We must devote ourselves 
to achieving unity.” 


Holding a lit cigarette in his hand, Comrade Mao Zedong cheerfully said: 

"at first, I did not know the true picture of the ‘Huairen Hall disturbance, ' 
until | was briefed on this subject on several occasions. Now I clearly 
understand what really happened." 


After saying this, he paused for a moment, watching reactions from his 
comrades-in-arms who had worked with him for the proletarian revolutionary 
cause. He then quickly added: "Your speeches at the Huairen Hall meeting 
were a response to the movement, and the old generals were not happy with 
.” 


Sitting on a sofa, with his body leaning slightly to one side of it, he 
warmly focused his attention on all surrounding him, declaring: "Since 
your speeches were delivered at a party meeting, they constitute open advice 
rather than a conspiracy.” He ended the meeting by saying: "In the future, 
if you have anything to say, you can come to see me!" 


His speech drew loud laughter in the room. The originally unhappy old 
generals smiled again. The original tensions among the comrader suddenly 
gave way to friendliness. An atmosphere of cordiality and unity prevailed 
among the old comrade-in-arms in that brightly lit, clean, and spacious 
reception room. 


Old Generals Appear on Tiananmen Rostrum 


On that evening, Comrade Zhou Enlai drew up for approval by Comrade Mao 
Zedong a list of leading comrades who were to attend the "May Day" celebra- 
tion the following day. On that day, Li Puchun, Ye Qianying, Chen Yi, Li 
Xiannian, Xu Xianggian, Nie Rongzhen, Tan Zhenlin, and other comrades joined 
the people of the capital in celebrating the "May Day” festival.

After seeing this, Nie Rongzhen, Tan Zhenlin, and other comrades felt uneasy 
at the bottom of their hearts. They wondered how the sea of human waves 

and cheerful dances in front of them could cover up the turmoil that was 
raging in society? Violence, smashings, beatings, and robberies were tak.ng 
place even in areas not far from Beijing, bringing incoming and outgoing 
trains to a halt. Furthermore, many homes were being sacked. 


Chen toda Touches Off "Sinister May Storn" 


The sinister storms that swept society at that time signaled a more crvel 
struggle to come. On 4 May, Chen Boda, Qi Benyu, and their followers per- 
sonally met Tan Houlan and other Beijing Teachers University students and 
said: “Do you oppose their appearing on the Tiananmen rostrum? If you 
think that the truth is on your side, go ahead and do what you desire!" 


"Let the masses do whatever they want!" This ultraleft slogan once used 
by Chen Boda and that advisor during the land reform in the Shanxi-Suiyuan 
liberation area in 1947 was revived by them during the Great Cultural 
Revolution. 


in their so-called counterattack against the “adverse February current," 
they denounced as a "sinister May wind” the decision personally approved 

by Comrade Mao Zedong on the eve of 1 May. Consequently, the area affected 
by disorders widened. 


Confronted with an extremely chaotic situation, Comrade Wang Zhen [3769 
7201) was determined to struggle against the sinister storms whipped up by 
Lin Bilao, the “gang of four,” and their followers in defense of the prole- 
tarian revolutionaries of the older generation. 


Jiang Qing Tries To Kidnap Zhou Enlai 


In July and August, under the direction of Jiang Qing and Chen Boda, Wang Li 
and Qi Benyu directly ordered “rebels” at every section of the State Council 
to establish a “joint committee to destroy capitalism" and an “anti-Liu 
frontline command," and to mobilize 200,000 people to surround and blockace 
Zhongnanhai, the nerve center of the CCP Central Committee. 


On 18 and 19 July, Lin Biao and his followers instigated over 100,000 people 
to attend a rally at the West Gate of Zhongnanhai to criticize Comrade Liu 
Shaoqi, falsely accused of being the "biggest capitalist roader within the 
party.” 








On 5 August, the day that marked the first anniversary of the big-character 
poster “Bombard the headquarters," the so-called Zhongnanhai "rebels" criti- 
cized Comrades Liu Shaoqi, Deng Xiaoping, and Tao Zhu in their respective 
courtyards, Also criticized were their wives, Comrades Wang Guangmei [37/69 
0342 5019], Zhuo Lin [0587 3829) and Zeng Zhi [2582 1807), 


At the same time, they attempted to kidnap our respected and beloved Comrade 
Zhou Enlai so that they could take over the "power of the State Council.” 
Big-character posters, streamers, and leaflets opposing Comrade Zhou Enlai 
were openly displayed along the streets. Thies criminal conspiracy was not 
stopped until it wae discovered by Comrade Mao Zedong. 


On 15 July, the “eriticize-Chen liaison station” held a "sit-in" at the 
entrance to the Ministry of Foreign Affaire, despite Comrade Zhou Enlai's 
opposition. That person in charge of the public security organs, procura- 
torates, and people's courts told ite participants: “Young fighters. our 
general orientation is correct. I support youl" 


A Move To Seize the Foreign Ministry 


One day when Comrade Chen Yi was waiting at an airport reception room for 
the arrival of a foreign visitor, he angrily denounced those careerists 
who conspired to take over the power of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, 
saying: "You are doubledealers, Khruschev-type persons. I cannot hand 
the power over to you!” 


From then on, the rebels stepped up the criticism of Comrade Chen Yi. They 
even instigated some people to hold a sit-in at the entrance to the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs in a demonstration against Comrade Chen Yi. They also 
ganged up with the bad elements at the Ministry of Foreign Affairs in 
drafting a counterrevolutionary action plan "to stir up troubles in July, 
bring about great disorder in August, and seize the power in September." 

In his speech on 7 August, Wang Li openly called for action to take over 
the power of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs. 


Comrade Chen Yi was criticized on six different occasions. Comrade Zhou 
Enlai took a firm stand to protect Comrade Chen Yi. At a meeting held in 
early August, some people openly irritated Premier Zhou by displaying a 
large streamer “Down with Chen Yi" at the meeting hall.

Comrade Zhou Enlai rose to criticize him, saying: "As soon as Comrade Chen 
Yi ie discredited, who will be the foreign minister? Are you interested

‘WEN HUI BAO' Suspends Publication

Beginning and End of the ‘Adverse February Current 
of 1967'" needs further polishing. For this reason 
| hope that its reprinting in serial form will be 
suspended. With regards. 


Among the Chinese newspapers, Shanghai's WEN HUI BAO is supposed to be the 
most eventful publication. Last month, it touched off another storm, 


The storm began with the publication in WEN HUI BAO on 10 April of a serial 
article entitled "The Beginning and End of the ‘Adverse February Current 

of 1967'," which was later reported by foreign news agencies as a signal 
that “might herald an open criticism of Mao." Four days later, however, 
this serial article which had attracted the public's attention no longer 
appeared in WEN HUI BAO. Two days later, on 16 April, [the newspaper] 
published a letter from Ji Xichen, writer of the article, declaring: "My 
clumsy work 'The Beginning and End of the Adverse February Current of 1967' 
needs further polishing. For this reason, I hope that its serial publication 
will be temporarily suspended." 


Background Information on REPORTAGE OF THE TIMES 


Cases like this rarely occur in Chinese newspapers and journals. It appears 
that the so-called “temporary suspension of its serial publication” is 
merely a synonym for chopping it in half at the waist. Although its sus- 
pension was requested by its writer, there are clearly more complicated 
reasons behind the request. 


Before WEN HUI BAO reprinted in serial form the article "The Beginning and 
Eni of the ‘Adverse February Current of 1967'," it was originally carried 

by a newly inaugurated journal, REPORTAGE OF THE TIMES, which is edited in 
Beijing and printed in Tianjin. Its chief editor, Li Ji [2621 1323], died 
last March. Listed on its editorial staff are Mu Qing [4476 7230], deputy 
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director of XINHUA NEWS AGENCY; An Gang (1344 1511], deputy director of the 
Central Broadcasting Bureau; and noted writer Wei Wei [7614 1550). This list 
proves the journal to be a highly authoritative publication, 


Who Is Ji Xichen? 


Ji Xichen, writer of "The Beginning and End of the ‘Adverse February Current 
of 1967'," is a RENMIN RIBAO reporter, It was reported in Beijing on 26 
February 1979 that the wrongly charged case of "the adverse February current 
of 1967" has been rehabilitated. This report was based on Ji Xichen's 
article entitled "A Great Struggle To Defend the Party's Principles--Exposing 
the True Nature of the Major Political Events of 'The Adverse February 
Current of 1967' Concocted by Lin Biao and the ‘Gang of Four'." For this 
reason, Ji Xichen was supposed to be most appropriate person to write the 
article "The Beginning and End of the ‘Adverse February Current of 1967'," 


The so-called "adverse February current of 1967" refers to a meeting of 
senior cadres in charge of daily routines of the party, government, and 

army and members of the Central Cultural Revolution Group [CCRG], called 

by Zhou Enlai on 13 February 1967. During the meeting, Zhou Enlai, Ye 
Qianying, Chen Yi, Li Xiannian, Yu Qiuli, Tan Zhenlin, Xu Xiangqian, Nie 
Rongzhen, Li Fuchun, and Gu Mu were locked in a fierce struggle with Chen 
Boda, Kang Sheng, Xie Fuzhi, Zhang Chunqiao, and other CCRG members. Their 
debate was over whether the party should provide leadership for the Cultural 
Revolution and whether or not all old cadres should be overthrown. Mao 
Zedong's overriding trust in the CCRG members eventually led Lin Biao and 

the "gang of four" to name this debate “the adverse February current" and 
Kang Sheng to vilify it as the "most serious antiparty event since the llth 
Plenary Session of the Eighth Party Central Committee." In his first article 
on rehabilitating the “adverse February current" case, Ji Xichen seldom 
touched on Mao Zedong's attitude toward that debate. In "The Beginning and 
End of the ‘Adverse February Current of 1967'," he reflected in more specific 
terms what was really going on during the debate. 


Two Untenable Reasons 


That article appeared in WEN HUI BAO in seriei form for only 4 days before 
it was chopped in half at the waist. Few will believe that it needed 
further polishing, as stated by its writer Ji Xichen. When it was first 
published by REPORTAGE OF THE TIMES, it was hailed by its commentator as 
very important political reportage and was strongly recommended as a major 
heart-stirring historical work worth reading. Facts show that Ji Xichen 
proceeded with the writing with great care and caution from beginning to 
end. This is why the excuse of further polishing ‘s unconvincing. 


Shanghai journalistic circles have speculated that the article was suspended 
on the grounds that in many ways it does not tally with the facts. This 
reason is also untenable, because the article is based on its writer's 
interview. with Tan Zhenlin, Xu Xiangqian, Nie Rongzhen, and others who

provided first-hand information for the article, In this conneccton, the 
writer had neither any reason nor the guts to change facts provided by those 
very important figures, 


Possible Reasons for Suspension 


Then why should the serial publication of the article be suspended by WEN 
HUI BAO? The assumption is that it is closer to the truth than any other 
similar article, It contains details on Mao Zedong's activities at that 
time and other events which, in the CCP propaganda authority's opinion, 
it is too early to make public at this time. 


Now let me quote a few paragraphs from Ji Xichen's article concerning Mao 
Zedong: 


"In September 1965, the Party Central Committee held a work conference. At 
an enlarged session of its Standing Committee, Comrade Mao Zedong laid before 
the entire party the following question: What will you do with revisionism 
if it creeps into the Central Committee? It is quite likely to make its 
presence felt among us; this is indeed a very dangerous signal. 





"The primary aim of the Great Cultural Revolution started by Comrade Mao 
Zedong was to resist and combat revisionism. But this revolution was 
launched on the basis of an unrealistic appraisal of the situation in the 
party and throughout the country. After the revolution was underway, 
erroneous policies and methods were adopted in violation of the principle 
of democratic centralism; no one could accurately interpret the meaning of 
revisionism. Conspirators and careerists Lin Biao and the ‘gang of four' 
and company immediately took advantage of this mistake to push the revolu- 
tion to the extreme. In the name of the revolution, they concocted and 
promoted an ultraleft line to serve their counterrevolutionary aim." 


This statement reflects a departure, though not too tangible, from Ye 
Qianying's speech and the communique of the Fifth Plenary Session of the 
llth Party Central Committee, and provides more direct insight into the 
relationship between Mao Zedong and the mistake of the Cultural Revolution. 


First Mention of Mao's Big-Character Poster 


The article also mentions the big-character poster "Bombard the Headquarters,” 
written by Mao Zedong, with the following description: 


"History moves in a zigzag course. In history there was a big-character 
poster entitled 'Bombard the Headquarters,' written by Comrade Mao Zedong, 
which read: ‘In 50 days or more, some leading comrades from central to 
local levels have acted against our wishes. Taking a reactionary bourgeois 
stand, they have exercised the dictatorship of the proletariat in an attempt 
to suppress the dynamic movement of the Great Proletarian Cultural Revolu- 
tion. They have confused right with wrong and black with white, launched 
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attacks on revolutionaries, suppressed opinions that were different from 
their own, and placed the country under the rule of white terror, They 
think that they are smart. Actually, they have heightened the prestige of 
the bourgeoisie and deflated the morale of the proletariat. They have done 
us great harm!'" 


As the general policy of the Great Cultural Revolution, this big-character 
poster was widely disseminated to the people throughout the country. Ina 
few hours, it appeared everywhere, from cities to the remote rural areas, 
and was read and passed along from one to another by the broad masses who 
respected and loved their leader. At the same time, they were concerned 
with the future of the party and country. In 1958, our motherland suffered 
great frustrations. It was not until after 1964 \t the economy gradually 
regained its strength. The people were fed witt «¢ sorders and sufferings. 
A provincial party committee secretary painfull © mplained: How can we 
expect the people to suffer another frustration ™ ore they have barely 
recovered from their previous hardships? 


This statement clearly shows that that big-character poster was a subject 
of criticism--a poster which made the people feel "concerned for the future 
of the party and country." 


Exposure of Mao's Biased Attitude Toward His Confidants 


The article depicts events that closely followed the “adverse February 
current": 


""Bad elements often move faster than good people to accuse the latter 
before their common master.’ On the evening of 16 February, Zhang Chungiao, 
Yao Wenyuan, and Wang Li were advised by their ‘theoretical authority' to 
"collectively check and confirm’ the ‘minutes’ of the aforementioned central 
meeting at the Great Hall of the People. 


"Clearly, the 'minutes' were distorted, tampered with, and quoted out of 
context in many places. Later, they brought a copy of the ‘minutes’ with 
them to Zhongnanhai and briefea Comrade Mao Zedong on the outcome of the 
central meeting. During the briefing, they distorted and exaggerated 
speeches by the revolutionaries of the older generation on how they had 
carried out struggles against that bunch of clowns. 


"Comrade Mao Zedong, puffing smoke, quietly listened to the verbal report. 


"When Zhang Chunqiao described how Comrade Tan Zhenlin had wanted to quit, 
Comrade Mao Zedong said: ‘If he wants to quit, le* him go!’ 


"Zhang Chunqiao also distorted Comrade Chen Yi's speech in his report to 
Comrade Mao Zedong, saying that Comrade Chen Yi had opposed the Yanan 
rectification campaign. 











"Upon hearing that someone had opposed the Yanan rectification campaign, 
Comrade Mao Zedong immediately flew into a rage and said: ‘What was wrong 
with the Yanan rectification campaign? Did he want to reverse the verdict 
on the campaign by bringing Wang Ming back here?'" This statement marks 
the © o. time that the scenario in which Mao Zedong was hoodwinked was 
revealed, 


"The Bep .oning and End of the ‘Adverse February Current of 1967'" also 
cites facts to depict how the seven vice premiers and vice chairmen of the 
Military Commission demonstrated their boundless hopes and confidence in 
their cause and the people and indomitable fighting spirit through the 
struggle, despite the fact that they were tormented, criticized, and 
dispersed or even forced to step aside, imprisoned, and mentally tortured. 


This article also indicates that Mao Zedong sometimes trusted his old 
generals and sometimes was hoodwinked by Lin Biao and the gang of four. 
Facts show that whenever Mao Zedong was hoodwinked, mistakes would fol ow. 
The article provides no clearcut answers as to why Mao Zedong was deceived. 
This appears to be the reason why the article "The Beginning and End of the 
‘Adverse February Current of 1967'" was deprived of a chance to run its 
full course by WEN HUI BAO. Publication of its full text will certainly 
lead to a request for a deeper inquiry into the question of Mio Zedong. 

In the CCP authority's opinion, the time for responding to this request 
remains far off. 
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DEPUTLES TO PEOPLE'S CONGRESSES ELECTED IN TIANJIN CITY

|Acctele by the office of Tianjin Municipal Election Committee: "Tianjin 
Institutes New Election Laws, Develops Socialist Democracy") 


[Text) The elections of deputies to the district and county people's con- 
gresses in Tianjin City have come to a successful conclusion. They were 
conducted in five stages: preparations, registration of voters, nomina- 
tion and recommendation of candidates, voting, and convocation of con- 
gresses. Voter participation in all these stages was marked by great en- 
thusiasm. The elections went smoothly. Though some irregularities and 
violations were uncovered in a few districts, they were corrected and 
taken care of in time. 


Preparations for Election 


The new election law introduced some major reforms and advances in the 
election system. The cadres and the public are still inexperienced in it. 
In order to correctly implement the “law governing the election of depu- 
ties to local and national people's congresses in the People's Republic of 
China" and the “law governing the organization of local people's congresses 
and people's governments at various levels in the People's Republic of 
China," our office made the following preparations before the general 
elections in our municipality. 


1. We ran teste in Nankai and Wuging districts to gain experience in 
rural and urban elections. It took the districts and counties (including 
communes) 3 months to go through the prescribed five stages in the tests 
until people's congresses at the district, county, and commune levels 
were voted in. We ran into many new situations and new problems in the 
tests and acquired practical experience through action that would provide 
a good guide for citywide elections. 


2. Election committees were organized at the city, district, county, 
township, and commune levels. Under the leadership of the revolutionary 
committees at the same level, they were responsible for the conduct of 
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elections in the eity and in their respective iocaies she co MLE Cees 
cofeisted of responsible persons of party organizations and governments 

at various levels and representatives from various democratic parties, 
civie bodies, and all walke of life. In each election district, there was 
an election leadership group that would help organize the voters to take 
part in the elections, 


j. We promulgated "tentative rules governing the election of deputies to 
the district and county people's congress in Tianjin City," .a which we 

set down the groundrules on the organization of election committees, dis- 
tricting, voter registration, review of voter qualifications, quota of 
deputies and their allocation, nomination of candidates, voting procedures, 
and punishments for violations. 


4. We paid close attention to cadre training. Some 100,000 cadres were 
to take part in the running of the elections. We educated them in the 
election law, the organizational laws of the local governments, related 
directives from the CCP Central Committee, and our own "tentative rules 
governing the election of district and county people's congresses." 


5. We mounted an ali-out publicity campaign with sustained intensity 
through the election period. Each district, county, and election dis- 
trict sent out large number of propaganda teams to every city block and 
to every farm to educate the public in the significance of suffrage and 
the advantages of socialist democracy. The teams distributed printed 
materials and made use of various propaganda tools and the mass media. 


The New Election Law Has Brought Our Suffrage System Closer to Perfection 


The new election law has done a lot to improve the scope of direct elec- 
tion, to enlarge the number of candidates, and to reform the process of 
nomination of candidates and suffrage and the method of districting. 
Practical action has proven that the new election law has taken socialist 
democracy one step further and has aroused greater interest among the 
people for politics. It has won the warm support of the people. 


1. Direct election has been expanded to cover county-level offices. This 
is stipulated in the new election law. Accordingly, the people's con- 
gresses of the four rural districts and five counties under the jurisdic- 
tion of Tianjin Municipality are now elected directly, just as in the nine 
urban districts in our city. 


Political rights are restored to a larger number of people in the course 
of the elections, in accordance with the party's policy of clearing the 
names of previously wrongly accused persons and removing political labels. 
Statistics show that only 47 people are now deprived of suffrage (not in- 
cluding convicts currently serving time at the city jail) in the nine 
rural districts and counties, representing 0.0011 percent of the total 
population of rural Tianjin. There no longer are people disenfranchised 
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politically because they were once labeled landlords and rich peasants. 
The number of people deprived of suffrage in urban Tianjin City is also 
very small--only 444 people, representing 0,006 percent of the total 
urbanites, This is a tar lower figure than the 0,048 percent of the total 
Tianjin population barred from the 1965 elections. Thus, socialist democ- 
racy is extending its reach, 


The elections proved that the rural population of Tianjin Municipality 
wholeheartedly supports and thoroughly enjoys direct suffrage. The turn- 
out for the elections was 94.3% percent. This compares favorably with the 
96./=percent turnout in the urban part of Tianjin Municipality. 


2. The principle of having more candidates than the number of offices 
sought was followed. This principle applied to the election of people's 
congresses at the commune, township, district, county and city levels, 
election of commune management committees, and election of leaders of the 
township, district, and county governments. Generally speaking, there 
were from 50 to 200 percent more candidates than vacancies on the people's 
congresses at the commune, township, district, and county levels subject 
to public election. For example, the Ninth Tianjin Municipal People's 
Congress had 960 vacancies. The Liberation Army elected deputies to fill 
40 vacancies, leaving 920 vacancies tobe filled at large. CCP organiza- 
tions at the city, district, and county levels, various democratic parties, 
civic bodies, and the public nominated a total of 1,226 candidates, one 
third more than the number of offices for which they were running. 


The commune, township, district, and county people's congresses were to 
elect commune management committees, township people's governments, stand- 
ing committees of county people's congresses, county people's governments, 
chief justices of people's courts, aud attorney generals. For the top 
jobs, there were usually the same number of candidates for the positions 
to be filled, provided that the people's congresses unanimously approved 
of such equal numbers. For the positions second in line or downward, 
there should be more candidates than the number of offices sought. In the 
elections just held, the number of candidates averaged a fifth over the 
number of offices sought. 


The 18 districts and counties of Tianjin Municipality were to elect a 
total of 5,174 deputies to the district and county people's congresses. 
Through the process of repeated discussions and democratic consultations, 
voters nominated a total of 9,146 candidates. This number was 77 percent 
over the vacancies to be filled. In any given election district, the 
number of candidates usually ran from 50 to 200 percent over the vacancies 
to be filled. This disparity between the number of candidates and the 
number of offices to be filled enabled the voter: to have a second screen- 
ing of the candidates and to vote into office those who had earned their 
greatest trust. The voters described this as a process of “picking the 
excellent from among the good," or “picking a marsicl from among the 
generals." 








Kefore the elections, the election comaittees at the district and county 
levels invited the candidates to meet with the voters, to teil the voters 
what they had done, to poll opinions among the voters, and to pledge to 
the voters their determination to serve the people and to work for the 
four modernizations. Through such meetings, the voters got to know their 
candidates well. When the elections came, they went to the polls in an 
orderly manner. Elections were cowpleted on the (iret balloting in 95 per- 
cent of the 2,855 election districts in che 18 districts and counties of 
Tianjin Municipality. Runoff elections had to be held in a few election 
districts, when failure to elect the required number of deputies occurred 
either due to poor organization or due to factional disorder, 


in an election where there were more candidates than the number of offices 
they were competing for, the candidates, particularly the cadres among 
them, were given a democratic reappraisal by the people. In the course 

of repeated discussions and democratic consultations, voters made their 
opinions and criticiems known to the candidates. These would be of educa- 
tional value to the candidates, whether they went on to win or lose the 
election. The winners in the elections were encouraged by the endorsement 
from the people. They all pledged to work harder for the realization of 
the four modernizations. The great majority of the defeated candidates 
also felt the choice of the people gave them food for thought and expressed 
their willingness to learn from their defeat, to improve themselves, and 
to do better in the future. Only a few of the losers had the m‘staken no- 
tion that they were “pawns in the game" and felt humiliated. 


3. The process of nominating candidates conformed to the principle of 
democratic centralism. The new election iaw stipulates that the Chinese 
Communist Party, democratic parties, and civic bodies may separately or 
jointly nominate candidates. Any voter or incumbent deputy to any peo- 
ple's congress may also recommend candidates if he can get three other co- 
sponsors. The 18 districts and counties of Tianjin Municipality were to 
elect a total of 5,174 deputies to people's congresses. For these posi- 
tions, the district and county CCP committees, democratic parties, and 
civic bodies jointly nominated 916 candidates (hereinafter referred to as 
district- and county-nominated candidates). This number represented 1.3 
percent of the 66,637 preliminary nominations. The other 98.7 percent 

of the candidates were nominated by voters and various units in the 
electorate upon the recommendation of the voters. The lists of candi- 
dates were later finalized with the approval of the majority of the 
voters after repeated discussions and consultations. In a few election 
districts where the number of candidates was too large to be parec down 
in the process of normal voter discussions, primaries were held. The 
number of candidates that appeared on the final lists totaled 9,146 for 
the elections in the 18 districts and counties, from which 5,134 deputies 
were chosen. Of the district- and county-nominated candidates, 871 were 
elected, representing 16.9 percent of the total elected, and 16 were de- 
feated. The voting proved that the voters made serious selections from 
among the district- and county-nominated candidates as well as the voter- 
nominated candidates. 
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The district and county people'a congresses nominated a total of 1,226 
candidates for che Tianjin Municipal People's Congress, Of this number, 
306 came from joint nominations by the Tianjin Municipal CCP Committee, 
democratic parties, and civic bodies, The others were nominated by CCP 
organizations, democratic parties, and civic bodies at the district and 
county level and representatives of the people. The 306 candidates 
nominated by the city-level organizations included leading cadres of the 
Tianjin Municipal CCP Committee and the municipal government, responsible 
persone of democratic parties and civic bodies, well-known model workers, 
and well-known figures of ethnic minority groups and social groups. They 
all won in the elections. 


4. The method of districting has been changed. Freviously, districting 
was based strictly on residence, The new election law calle for a dis- 
tricting method that takes into consideration "voters' residence and 
their affiliations to production units, enterprise units, and places of 
work.” Based on this stipulation, our "tentative rules governing the 
election of district and county people's congresses in Tianjin City" 
divided our municipality into 2,855 election districts. Of this number, 
525 were single election districts, 1,201 were combined election dis- 
tricts, and 1,129 were mixed election districts. The size of an election 
district was determined mainly by the number of deputies to be chosen. 
Ideally, an election district should produce two or three deputies. Too 
few or too many deputies in an election district would give rise to diffi- 
culties in voter evaluation and selection of deputies and deputies' close 
working relationships with the voters, as well as subsequent difficulties 
in the voters’ exercise of their right to oversee the elected deputies, 
to remove them from office, and to replace them. 


The latest census and voter registration showed that there were 4,886,618 
eligible voters, or 64.42 percent of the total population of 7,585,315 in 
Tianjin Municipality. The percentage of voters showed a marked increase 
from the 50.5 percent registered for the 1965 elections. This increase 
was due partly to the decrease in the number of those deprived of political 
rights and partly due to the change in the composition of our city popula- 
tion brought about by the emphasis on family planning over the years. 


A Turning Point in the Exercise of People's Power 


When the commune, township, district, and county people's congresses 
opened session, they held hearings and reviewed the work of the revolu- 
tionary committees at their respective levels. The district and county 
people's congresses also held hearings on the work of the people's courts 
and the attorney generals’ offices. Some rural district and county peo- 
ple's congresses also held hearings and reviewed economic plans and bud- 
gets. The deputies debated in earnest and with enthusiasm. They gave 
full recognition to past accomplishments, especiaily the achievements of 
the various fronts over the past 2 years following the downfall of the 
“gang of four." They voiced satisfaction and support for the various 
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plane and projects brought to their attention in the vecious testimonies, 
they also made pertinent suggestions and criticisms, They mec. appro= 
priate responses to the various reports they heard, Deputies to the dis- 
tr¥ct and county people's congresses made some 22,000 motions, based on 
the suggestions from their constituents, and these motions are being 
seriously studied and processed by the departments concerned, 


The people's congresses also conducted elections according to law. The 
commune people's congresses elected commune managem at committees, Town- 
ship people's congresses elected town magistrates and depu'y town magis- 
trates. District and county people's congresses elected their respective 
standing committees, district magistrates, county magistrates, deputy d.s- 
trict magistrates, deputy county magistrates, chief justices of the peo- 
ple's courte, and attorneys general, At the same time, they reorganized 
commune revolutionary committees into commune sanagement committees, re- 
organized district revolutionary commit*ees into district people's govern- 
ments, organized standing committees of district and county people's con- 
gresses, reorganized the district and county revolutionary committees 

into district and county people's governments, and elected deputies tc 

the Ninth Tianjin Municipal People's Congress. The reform and reconstruc- 
tion of the governmental structure at the district and county level open 
the way to reform and reconstruction of the governmental structure at the 
municipal level. This change is in keeping with the shift in strategic 
thinking. Lt marks a major turning point in the reconstruction of the 
power structure in the whole city. 


The formation of the district and county people's congresses and of the 
district and county people's governments fulfills the basic principle of 
a socialist governmental structure founded on an alliance between workers 
and peasants led by the working class through the dictatorship of the 
proletariat. It is in keeping with the new course which our party has 
set for itself in the new era ahead of us. Among the elected deputies 

to the people's congresses, workers and peasants accounted for 50.3 per- 
cent. This meets the requirement of heavy worker and peasant participa- 
tion in any people's government. Inteliectuals also took a high percent- 
age of seats. In the rural people's congresses, they took 6.4 percent 

of the seats. In urban congresses, their percentage was as high as 21.51 
percent. This indicates that intellectuals now enjoy a higher social 
standing and a better public image. 


The standing committee of district and county people's congresses consist 
of well-respected party, government, and military veterans who have stood 
the test of time and have made great contributions, well-known exemplary 
workers, peasants and intellectuals, and popular men and women outside of 
our party. They are a good mix of all age groups--old, middle-aged, and 
young. They are powerful branches of the local governments. 


The majority of the district magistrates, county magistrates, deputy dis- 
trict magistrates, and deputy county magistrates are in the prime of life 
and are full of energy. They are cadres familiar with the functions of 
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government and are well qualified for thelr jobs. In many districts and 
counties, cadres with a technical background and cadres without party 
credentials have assumed leadership positions, 


The deputies elected to the municipal people's congress represent a good 
cross section of the ethnic, regional, and professional composition of 
the city's population. They form a forward-looking body of wide repre- 
sentation, They are solid components of the national power structure, 
Among the 960 deputies, workers and enterprise managerial personnel ac- 
count for 27.5 percent, peasants 9.17 percent, and intellectuals 20,67 
percent. The cadre corps, the democratic parties, the People's Libera- 
tion Army, the people's police force, other working people, and other peo- 
ple from various circles also elected their deputies to the congress. 
Women, youth groups, minority nationalities, returned overseas Chinese, 
and religious groups also captured a large number of seats in the congress. 
One notable feature of the current Tianjin Municipal People's Congress is 
that it is composed of many advanced elements and exemplary people who 
have made great contributions and distinguished themselves in one way or 
another in the current drive to achieve the four modernizations. Some 
343 of them were nominated at the district and county and bureau levels 
and above, not to mention others. They make up 35.73 percent of the total 
number of deputies-elect. Furthermore, many deputies to former municipal 
people's congresses (including congresses elected before the Great Cultural 
Revolution) have won reelection to the current congress. They will play 
a stabilizing and unifying role.

CONFERENCE STRESSES THOROUGH CADRE TRAINING ON ROTATIONAL BASIS

{Text} The municipal party committee recently convened a party school 
work conference. During the conference discussion, municipal party com- 
mittee third secretary and party school director, Comrade Jia Tingsan 
[6328 1656 0005] pointed out that party school work must serve to realize 
the four proposals of the Central Committee Secretariat concerning the 
capital's work goals. 


The conference was under the direction of municipal party committee 
secretary Comrade Mao Lianjue [3029 5114 3778). 


The conference was of the opinion that establishing a mighty contingent 
of cadres who adhere to the socialist road and have specialized knowledge 
is a necessary condition for accomplishing the task of the four moderni- 
zations. At present, Beijing still has some cadres whose thinking has 
not yet completely been freed from the shackles of the thinking of the 
ultra-leftist line and there are also a handful of cadres who lack the 
correct understanding of the four fundamental principles. There are a 
few others who do not understand vocational work, do not understand tech- 
nology and lack the new knowledge and new skills for building the four 
modernizations. If there is no change in the situation whereby the level 
of cadre thinking and professional ability do not suit the needs or 
building »%f the four modernizations then there will be no real organiza- 
tional guarantee for realizing the four modernizations. Because of this, 
it is a matter of the greatest urgency to fully utilize this battlefield 
of the party schools to strengthen the cadres’ rotational training and 
cultivation, and to employ the fundamental theories of Marxism-Leninism 
and the Mao Zedong Thought and various kinds of professional knowledge to 
re-arm the cadres. 


The municipal party committees demand that every level of the party 
committee strive within 3 years to send cadres under their supervision

to rotational training once, The contents of the party school's (cadre 
school's) rotational training of cadres must center on the party's poli- 
tical, ideological and organigational lines; focus on the study of the 
fundamental theorles of Marxiem=Leninian and Mao Zedong Thought; study 
the party's important documents; carry out education in the dialectical 
materialiat theory or knowledge, education in the theory of the social- 
lat economy, education in party history and the theory of party building 
and education in some basic professional knowledge; raise consciousness 
in carrying out the party's political line, ideological line and organi- 
#ational line; and raise the ekille which serve the building of the four 
modernizations, 


Within 2 or 3 years from now the entire city must undertake the rotational 
training of party personnel, taking the revised draft of the party con- 
stitution and the "guiding principles for inner-party political life” as 
the main content. The rotational training of party personnel must be car- 
ried out mainly by grassroots level party committees, and all levels of 
the party schools must train backbone cadres for basic level units. 


The conference pointed out that the strengthening of leadership by the 
party committee is a key element in managing party schools better. Party 
schools, Like al! unite and committees are important branches under the 
leadership of the party committee, The party committees must place the 
work of the party schools on an important agenda, periodically hear re- 
ports and carry out investigations and summaries. The responsible per- 
sons on the party committees and in the various sections of the party and 
government should restore the old traditions, regularly conduct classes 
in party schools, and make reports. The party committee must pay greater 
attention to and gradually resolve such concrete problems as the replen- 
ishment of party school instructors, party school expenditures and school 
buildings. 


The responsible people of the party school who attended the conference for 
the most part have been engaged in this work for many years. Everyone 
realizes that party school work must take education as its core and should 
strive to improve the quality of education. It is essential to develop 
the style of study of integr: g theory with practice, to liberate our 
thinking and to seek the truth from facts, and to learn to use Marxist 
positions, viewpoints and methods; and consider how to resolve new situa- 
tions and new problems arising in the work of modernization. The party 
schools must develop the necessary theoretical research work in order to 
help improve the quality of education. 


During the conference municipal party schools, the Huai-rou County Commit- 
tee, the Chong-wen Ward committee party schools, the metallurgical bureau's 
third steel-rolling mill party committee, the Ping-qu County party schools, 
the Yiching bureau party schools, and machinery bureau party schools 

each respectively passed on their experience on how to run party schools 
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ettectively and how to manage rotational training tor cadres or party 
members well, 


Comrade Jia Tingsan spoke at the closing session of the conference, He 
pointed out that the central secretariate's for Beijing's work policies 
Clearly indicated the direction for Beijing to take in realizing the 
four modernigations, The first proposal was simply the development of 
political thinking, and that there must be full recognition of the im- 
portance of the capital's political work, Party schools bear a great 
responsibility for realizing these four proposals, especially with re- 
gard to the development of political thinking. 


He said that the most important thing in developing well political think- 
ing will be to strengthen party leadership, improve party leadership, and 
build all levels of leadership groupe well. At present, none of the 
leadership or cadre groups is yet able to meet the demands for building 
the four modernizations; this is the greatest difficulty in realizing the 
four modernizations., According to the CCP Central Committee's demands 
for Beijing requests the burden on us cadres is even more heavy. We need 
a large group of cadres in the prime of life with a high political level 
and with organizational and professional ability.

comrades several times say emotionally that in the last 10 years "one 

by one ideals have been shattered," "hope has fallen in the sewer and 

cannot again fly out" and "lofty images come crashing down one by one 

like high buildings, and what remains is piles of rubble." Some youths, 

in their disappointment, use these ideas to seek light work, favorable 
bonuses and quiet and comfortable lives. They even use this "ideals have been 
shattered" to defend their own procrastination and dejection. 


Each of these cases is cause for deep consideration. For youth, ideals 
are higher than life and higher than love. Yet, when shattered, what a 
painful experience! How are they shattered? 


Of course, the archcriminals are Lin Biao and the "gang of four." They 
shattered wealth and culture, trampled on all good things and tore up 
the spirit and ideals of the youth. 


Furthermore, I think that the "collapse" of the high images possibly 
points to the loss of prestige of the old comrades in the eyes of the 
youth. Most of this is also due to the blackened and distorted image of 
the old cadres given by Lin Biao and the "gang of four." Naturally, 
there are actually some old comrades who do not value the honor of revo- 
lutionary history, claim credit for themselves and become arrogant and 
partake of special privileges to benefit themselves. All of this causes 
the youth to misunderstand and lose faith in the older generation. 


However, Lin Biao and the "gang of four" have already been overthrown. 
The obstacles to the realization of ideals are b»ing removed, huge dif- 
ficulties are being vigorously conquered; problems that have piled up 
are being actively solved. Moreover, the older generation as before is 
leading the people forward in the desperate battle with Lin Biao and the 
"gang of four" and in the struggle to establish stability and unity, 
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promote the people's economy and restore the good traditions. Of course, 
there are also those disreputable old cadres, but they are being condemned 
by public opinion and restrained by party rules and state laws. At present, 
the nation has entered the path of socialist modernized construction. At 

a time like this numerous grievances and endless criticisms are not suited 
to flourishing social life. If ideals are still “being shattered" today 
and spirits are not picking up, then we should really look into the reasons 
for it, 


Is it that actual problems of individuals cannot be resolved? The actual 
problems are varied. Some should be resolved by party stipulations. If 
they are still not resolved, we can invite departments concerned to help 
in resolving the problem. Now there is no longer a period of "no means to 
appeal to the higher authorities.” Because society's economy has not 
developed, some practical problems are temporarily difficult to solve; 
hope then lies in pooling the wisdom and strength of the masses and with 
one heart and mind developing production and building the economy. A few 
days ago | observed a case. In Honghu Count in Hubei, 220 intellectual 
youths themselves bought sewing machines to run a factory. In the first 
half of this year, they accepted the responsibility to supply 100,000 
pairs of embroidered slippers for export. Naturally, the han.ling of 

this type of good work required the aid of government policy and the sup- 
port of society yet obviously the youths themselves also showed great zeal 
and initiative. 


Was this pessimism toward the fate of society and the future of the revo- 
lution? This type of pessimism is often a manifestation of the weakness, 
superficiality and unpracticality of some youths. 


Stalin has said that there are two factions of Marxists; although the 
first faction be good at quoting passages, once it comes upon a real life 
situation it is at a loss about what to do. It always complains about 
fate and that fate is always making fun of it. It does not understand 
that the significance of Marxism lies in guiding action. The second fac- 
tion is exactly theopposite. its words and actions are unified and bring 
about the transformation of the world; it maintains the living revolutionary 
strength of Marxism. 1 think there are also two factions of idealists. 
One faction habitually complains that reality does not agree with its 
ieals. Plekhanov, "the fater of Russian Marxism,” had in his later years 
doubts about his revolutionary activities during his earlier years and 
sunk into deep worry. The frightening backwardness of Russia and complex 
nature of the revolutionary struggle that grew out of it shook Plekhanov's 
faith in the Russian revolution. The second faction, however, dares to 
face up to reality, analyzes reality and with its feet planted on solid 
ground travels on its own road. The majority of great people, both 
ancient and modern, Chinese and foreign, belong to the latter faction. 
When Lenin proposed the magnificent plan for the electrification of all 

of Russia, he was ridiculed by the West as the fanatic of the Kremlin. 
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Yet Lenin's tanaticism was always combined with solid work and rarely 
failed. He deeply understood that the Soviet Russia before him was 
covered with the wounds of war and that difficulties were piling up 
like mountains, Yet he did not hesitate in the least in promptly setting 
about to change reality and began the most difficult work of socitaiis: 
construction work. Ideals have always been produced in seeking to re- 
solve contradictions, communism emerging from the analysis of capitalist 
contradictions. If we fear contradictions, if we fear problems and 

if we fear difficulties then we will not be able to have lofty ideals 
and will also be unable to struggle for them. There are no ideals 
which can be easily created by reclining in an easy chair. 


Since the May Fourth Movement, our country has been through a number of 
upheavals and has experienced a great deal of hardship. Of those who 
participated in the May Fourth Movement, some have withdrawn dispirited, 
and some have degenerated, but there have also been people of ideals and 
integrity who have upheld and developed revolutionary ideals. Premier 
Zhou is one outstanding example. Throughout his life he had hardships 
and dangers and in his later years he suffered from the open and c an- 
destine attacks of the "gang of four," but he still firmly vowed to give 
his all until his dying day" for the revolution. For young comrades, the 
tyranny of Lin Biao and the "gang of four" was probably the first hardship 
in their lives. From now on how can we "retreat from difficulties" and 
abandon ideals. 


For a young person, loving their country and looking at the world, the 
meaning of life and pleasure all lie in the struggling for ideals. How 
can it be sought all day long in the small groups of individuals? The 
Communist Youth League Central Committee made the appeal to: "Begin with 
me and start from the present." Today, the time has come to take action 
to realize ideals.

However, 
because of his low educational level and lack of knowledge in management, 
he was unable to achieve what he intended to do no matter how hard he 
tried. After some self-evaluation, he decided that for the sake of the 
four modernizations, a Communist Party member should judge himself by the 
contributions he makes, not by his occupational level. He realized *hat 
whitewashing, not management, was hic expertise and he determined to :e- 
sign from the position of middle team leader to return to his former job 
as a whitewash team leader, so that he could do what he excelled in. 

Under his leadership, his whitewash team leaped from being the most back- 
ward in the company to the most forward in a competition held by the 
department. In 1979, he was again upheld as a model worker by the city. 
Comrade Lu pays little attention to his occupational level but he is 
serious in making contributions for the sake of the four modernizations. 
His attitude has become a fond memory in the city's construction engineer- 
ing system and he has also given us much inspiration. 


No matter what his abilities are, everyone has strengths and weaknesses. 

We often mention the idea of "fully utilizing talents and individuals." 
This means that we should develop our strengths to the fullest and avoid 
employing our weaknesses. Only in this way can we put ourselves in a 
better position to contribute to the success of the four modernizations. 
Our work force has been dislocated because of 10 years of instability.

juch meaningful efttorte should continue, for there are still a lot of 
people who are unable to get positions for which they are qualified, 
However, the idea of ‘tully utdiliging talents and individuals” does not 
merely refer to specialized skills and occupations. In the case of Lu 
Bingfang, hie resignation from a post he was not comfortable with and hie 
return to one in which he does best Ls also a good example, for similar 
examples will benefit the country, the people, and the individuals con- 
cerned, 


It was not easy tor Comrade Lu to resign from his leadership position in 
order to develop his own special skills, for such a move required high- 
mindedness and @ strong sense of responsibility. As everybody knows, in 
the old society, to become an official was to make money, VWence, the 
tradition has been su that offleiale like to seek higher and higher 
posts. The greater the power one gets, the better it is. This is irre- 
ypective of one's abilities because the end is to achieve bureaucratic 
eminence and wealth and to enrich one's family. Such an attitude is 
founded on the old system of bireaucratic parasitism. Today, irrespec- 
tive of their position, our communist cadres are the servicemen of the 
people; and their only goal is to wholeheartedly serve the people, their 
position is merely a responsibility bestowed to them by the party and the 


people for the sake of attain se che common good. A position itself is 
unable to give a person ab! ies and wisdom, and a person in high posi- 
tion does not mean that he is more able than others. For that matter, 


one can willingly resign from a position for which one is not qualified 
because he has abandoned considerations for gains and titles except to 
work for the four modernizations as his ultimate goal. Comrade Lu is in- 
deed such a Communist Party member. He does not consider a lowering in 
his position as a failure.

COMMUNE CRACKS DOWN ON FAVORITISM IN WORKER HIRING 
Shanghai JIEFANG RIBAO in Chinese 31 May 80 p 1

[Text) Recently, pinpointing at the “backdoor practice" in the labor 
recruitment of the commune industries, the party committee of Zhuqiao 
commune, Jiading county, organized the party members and cadres to 
conscientiously study and measure themselves by the "Guiding Princi- 
ples” and concretely rectify the situation. The 53 unqualified per- 
sons who had joined the plants were discharged, winning the s.p- 
port of the masses. 


In early March, after the publicat’on of the builetin of the Fifth 
Plenary Session of the party, the Zhuqiao commune party committee, in 
accordance with the development neeis of the commune industries, de- 
cided to recruit 150 commune member into the 4 plants. However, 210 
persons reported for work. It turned out that, after the publication 
of the party's “Guiding Principles,” when some party cadres realized 
that such unhealthy practices as “entering by the back door” were to 
be curbed, they wanted to catch the “last bus" on the occasion of the 
labor recruitment this time. A considerable number of the 60 extra 
recruits was the family members, relatives and friends of the “head- 
men’ of commune and brigade industrie«. One brigade was allocated 

5 new recruits by the commune, but it actually hired 12, including 

5 of them joining the plant by the uneuthorized decision of the party 
branch secretary, without going throug: collective discussions. The 
branch secretary's nephew lived in another brigade, but also joined 
the plant under the name of thie »artic lar brigade. Those hired by 
the plant included another nephew and a relative of the branch secre- 
tary and the relatives of his friend. N») wonde the commune members 
complained: “The royal relatives join te plant, while the common 
citizens do the farming. How can agricu’ture be improved?" 
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in view of the situation, the commune party committee calleJ several 
special meetings to discuss the matter. However, at the first few 
meetings, some people felt that, since the individuals in question 
had already started work, the matter should be dropoed, but the prac- 
tice was not to be repeated, Others looked at one another and kept 
silent, because their own family members had aleo “entered by the 
back door.” At thie time, the party committee secretary and assis- 
tant secretary took the lead to withdraw their wives who had already 
started work in the plants and returned them to the brigades, It 
turned out that the party committee secretary's wife was working in 
the brigade plant to start with. At the beginning of the labor 
recruitment, the brigade party branch recommended her to the commune 
borax plant. Heing sick at the time, the party committee secretary 
was not aware of it. The assistant secretary's wife was originally a 
barefoot doctor of the brigade. As the commune borax plant needed a 
doctor, she joined the plant. Measuring themselves by the "Guiding 
Principles,” the secretary and assistant secretary decided to serve 
a8 examples and returned their wives to the brigades. Thus, the 
party committee straightened ite back. Those sitting on the side- 
lines and enjoying themselves because the family members of the head- 
men joined the plants changed their atcicude one after another. The 
party committee promptly decided to reexamine the 210 new recruits, 
and all those incompatible with the recruitment standards and encoun- 
tering fairly strong objections from the masses were ordered to with- 
draw from the plants. 


However, even then, some “old-timers” resorted to all means to remain 
in the plants. Some followed the "small path" and asked for special 
considerations from the party committee. Others declared: "If my 
family members have to return to the brigade, I'd rather not serve as 
a cadre.” The party committee realized that thoroughly implementing 
the "Guiding Principles” and rectifying the unhealthy trend would 
inevitably encounter resistance, that it must not be too lenient, and 
that it must firmly perform thorough and painstaking ideological 
work. With one son already working in a plant, a cadre claimed spe- 
cial relationship and got his daughter into the commune borax plant, 
feeling that, as he joined revolutionary work at the begianing of 
liberation, he was an “old-timer” and did not have to abide by the 
decision of the party committee. The party comraittee members inter- 
viewed him, patiently and solemnly pointing out that, as a cadre pur- 
suing the revolution for many years and receiving more education from 
the party, he must act more consciously accorfling to the party regu- 
lations. The cadre finally asked his daughter to withdraw from the 
plant and return to the brigade. 


The Jiading county party committee approved the way the Zhugqiao com

If it te held that there is bourgeois idevlogy in peo- 
ple's world-outlook and that thie must be eliminated, thie is the same as 
pinning charges on people's world-outlook, which is what Lin Biao and the 
gang of four did, Since it ts desired to eliminate and pin charges on it, 
what is the value of all the legal clauses’ What explanation can be given 
of Marxist theory!

CONFERFES DETERMINE TO MAKE SEILJING'S EDUCATIONAL LEVEL THE HIGHEST 
Beijing BEIJING RIBAO in Chinese 20 May 80 p 1 


[Article: "Strive to Raise the Educational Level of Beijing to the 
Highest in the Nation”) 


[Text] For daye in a row, the Department of Education of the municipal 
party committee held many department<-affaire conferences to study and 
discuss the four proposals formulated by the secretariat of the Party 
Central Committee. These conferences were followed by a series of stuty- 
seminars attended by comrades in charge of the Municipal Bureau of Higher 
Ev veation, Municipal Bureau of Education, and the Municipal Office of 
Woiner-Peasant Education, On 7 and 8 Mev, responsible comrades of 20 
inetitutions of higher oducation were ca.led to hold three separate symposiums, 
All the conferees to these meetings formulated plans and outlines for the 
development of education ‘n the city of Beijing, in order to promote and 
unify thought and understanding. All were determined to contribute toward 
making the nation's capital a city most advanced in cultural, scientific, 
and technological developments and with the highest educational level in 
the nation, 


In these studies and discussions all agreed that, beyond any doubt, Beijing, 
being the nation's capital, should naturally be the nation's political 
center and a city most advanced in the development of culture and science 
and have the highest level in education. The conferees believed that 
workers in education should make the greatest effort toward the realization 
of this goal. Those who attended te meetings also reviewed the developrent 
of education in Beijing during th ov ,;ears since Liberation, Of the 
currently existing 49 higher schools in Beijing, a great majority has a 
relatively good foundation, and 22 of them are rated as the nation's major 
colleges. Besides, a group of college-annex campuses have sprung up for 
commuter students. There is a teaching faculty of 24,000 in the city's 
higher schools; among them, over 60 percent have lecturer or higher status. 
General.y, speaking, senior middle school education has been universal in 
the metropolitan area and junior-middle and primary school education have 
become universal in the rural areas. Furthermore, Beijing has a large 
number of technical and scientific research organizations, attracting many 
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conferees also deeply felt that, aa 4 result of the Gisturba  .os and damages 
rondered by the "gane of four,” che current situation education in 
Beijing ia out of step with ite atatue of being the nation's capital, 

before the Cultural Revolution there were 114,000 atudentsa in the city's 
higher schools, At the presen. cime, there are oniy 55,000 etudents in the 
49 colleges and universities; even when counting che commucter=studentsa on 
the college-annex campuses, the total atudent body reaches merely 70,000, 
The main prob’em of the primary and midcle schoo » (hac their academic 
standards are not high enough; the technical secondary schools have been 
weakened very severely and peasant-worker education has only begun to be 


revived, All the conferees beileved that it te imperative to carry oul 
well, in the epirit propo: ed by the Secretariat of the Central carty 
Committee, the following four tasks: 


(1) Certain conditions which are conducive to vastly developing and promoting 
higher education must be accively created so that it will be possible for 
more young people to enter college and to train more talenced incivicuals 
for the task of national construction, The present 49 higher schools must 
first be restored to their scope at che time prior to the Cultural 
Revolution; and, after that, they should be further expanded. While it is 
fundamental to manage well the undergraduate courses, it is also necessary 
to actively train graduate students, The off-campus schools of the colleges 
and universities must have comprehensive planning; their leadership must be 
strengthened; and the necessary conditions (for good management) must be 
created, They must be well managed, At the same time, television, corres- 
pondence, and after-work colleges and universities must be vigorously 
developed, making it possible for the young people of Beijing to pursue 
higher education. 


(2) To raise the educational level of Beijing, good foundations must be 
laid out in the primary and middle schools. This is a very important 
approach to thoroughly improve Beijing's higher education and to promote the 
people's intellectual well-being. This task must be firmly carried out with 
great effort. The middle and primary schools must train students to develop 
their moral character, intellect, and body. On the one hand, these schools 
must supply the higher schools with qualified new candidates and, on the 
other, supply the various battlelines with a qualified reserve force of 
labor. Today there are 1,8 million students in Beijing's middle and primary 
schools. When the middle and primary schools are well operated, their 
students will be able to get a definite foundation of culture and scientific 
knowledge, correct thought, good character, and the quality of high mora) 
integrity--these will have tremendous effect in promoting peace, order, and 
solidarity for the nation's capital as well as in improving the prevailing 
customs of the society, The present educational structure of Beijing is 
very impractical--there are many general course middle schools, not enough 
secondary technical schools, and no secondary vocational schoois whatsoever. 
This structure is incapable of meeting the needs of the practical situation, 
From now on, while stressing good management of the general course middle 
schools, much effort must be devoted, at the same time, to restoring and 
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developing secondary technical achools for training more technical students 
in secondary achools, Vocational education must be actively developed to 
train students in certain sakilla tor employment, 


(3) To raise the cultural and scientific levels of all the nationalities, 
worker=peasant education must be developed with earnest, Based on the 
practical situation of Beijing, all the conferees believe that the focal 
point in the development of worker=peasant education lies in the opening of 
great numbers of spare=time (after-hour) primary and middle schools as wel)! 
as secondary technical schools; and that, at the same time, spare-time 
higher schools must also be developed, In the villages, the task of 
eradicating illiteracy must be vigorously carried out, The conferees also 
proposed the establishment of a national examination system which would 
recognize all formal educational records and grant diploma to all who, by 
passing the national examination, have proven that their education meets 
college level standards, regardless of whether they obtained their education 
from television, correspondence schools, or through independent studies, 

In this way, the zeal tor learning among the broad masses of youth can be 
further heightened, 


The conferees, during the discussions, also believed that the task of 
developing education must be done in the spirit of building an enterprise 
through arduous effort, by fully developing the potentials, by spending 

less money but working harder, However, in the meantime, all necessary 
conditions must be made possible for the construction of school buildings. 
The conferees also offered many constructive opinions in matters of improving 
the educational system, compiling textbooks, and training teachers. The 
comrades said with full confidence that, if the thinking of the leaders in 
all the echelons is truly united to conform with the four proposals made by 
the Secretariat of the Party Central Committee, if the matter of education 

is given its proper position, if the entire party works for education, and 

if people of all walks of life give their support to education, it is entirely

THREE IMPORTANT ISSUES IN EDUCATIONAL REFORM OUTLINED

[Article: "Develop Our Strongpoints, Open Up More Avenues in Educa.ion, and 
Carry Out Reforms With Determination") 


(Text ] Since the smashing of the "gang of four," educational work has made 
great achievements, setting the foundation for our progress. 


In order for educational work to be compatible with the requirements of the 
construction of the four modernizations, what other problems need to be solved 
from the standpoint of education itself, aside from reinforcing party leader- 
ship, putting education in its proper place in the four modernization programs, 
and having the entire party and people give serious attention to education? 


My opinion is that, in order to make progress in education, we must aim 
directly at current ills and devote time and effort to the three areas of 
emphasis, expansion, and active work--which is to say that we must develop 
our strongpoints, open up more avenues in education, and carry out reforms 
with determination, 


1. Develop our strongpoints. Ours is a big country of nearly 1 billion 
people. Our foundation is tenuous, and our economic development and 
cultural development are not very well balanced. Yet there is an urgent 
demand called for by construction of the four modernizations: to cultivate 
talented people. This is a very big contradiction. What should we do? 

If we adopt the method of horizontal progress in our educational work, we 
will certainly waste time, ruin the cause, and impede the construction of 
the four modernizations. Therefore, we must adopt the general strategic 
policy of developing our strongpoints in order to motivate the entire edu- 
cational enterprise to move forward. That is to say, we mu. t first grasp 
education in special-emphasis districts weil and operate special-emphasis 
schools effectively. Can we not compare the development of educational 
work in our country to two pagodas? One is the "small pagoda'’~-centering 
on the good operation of special-emphasis schools for the cultivation of 
talented people; the other is the "big pagoda'--using universal education 
as a foundation to raise the scientific and cultural level of the Chinese 
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people step by step. The strongpointse should be employed in the construction 
of the "small pagods,” which will then lead to the construction of the 
entire "big pagoda.’ (We shall not elaborate here on the dialectical 
relationship between the two,) There should be distinctions among spec ial- 
emphasis schools, For inatance, among high-level specital-emphasis schools 
there should be pagoda summits--the highest educational institutes of our 
country. We should satiive to enable some three to five eciools and certain 
specialized professions to become first-rate schools and professions post- 
haste, attaining the world's most advanced level. To coordinate with thie 
plan, there should be among special-emphasis primary and middle schools 
throughout the country, a number of high-level primary and middle schools 
which will begin educating and teaching foreign languages to young children: 
these schools will act as preparatory schools and will be equipped with the 
best teachers and most advanced modern teaching facilities. In these 
schools, ideological and political work also should be carried out fully. 
Only after we have gotten a number of such schools to play leading and 

model roles will the entire range of the strongpoints of special-emphasis 
schools be given ful) play. 


2. Open up more avenues in education. To enable education to adapt to the 
needs of the four modernizations, we must open up more educational avenues, 
adopt different approaches and formats to educate and cultivate talented 
people to the fullest extent, The opening up of educational avenues must 

be tied to the opening up of talent and of employment opportunities. Not to 
be bound by any particular form in the cultivation of talents--this ought to 
be an important guiding thought of our educators. We need to break through 
the stiff thinking and narrow viewpoints concerning the issue of nourishing 
talents, discover the potential of the cultivated individuals we now have 

in our universities, mobilize every trade and profession to cultivate 
enthusiasm among talented people, and encourage the broad masses of young 
people to study hard and to set their minds to becoming successful indi- 
viduals. (Of course, they must proceed from reality, work according to 
their capacity, and move forward in a wave-like fashion, not "expecting to 
succeed after firing a single shot,.") At present, our country has several 
million high school graduates each year, but the number of those who are 
able to directly enter higher institutes to continue studying is less than 1.0 
percent. This means that more than 90 percent of high school graduates are 
not able to enter universities. How do we create the conditions to enable 
these students to continue their studies, and encourage them to become 
successful individuals? This is a very big issue. We should realize that 

a large number of these high school graduates can become talented people. 
Recently, two young comrades of the organization of the preparatory section 
for the seminar on talent studies of the Beijing Normal University conducted 
an investigation among 400 technological personnel who had made significant 
contributions in the past several years. They discovered that among those 
investigated, 185 people, or 46 percent, had studied in advanced specialized 
institutes; 20 people, or 5 percent, had studied in evening colleges; and 
195 people, or 49% percent, had not gone to college. (Among the [total 
number}, 50 people, or 13 percent, had studied in middle-level specialized 
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achoola; 404 peopie, oF 26 percent fae studied in mids la wolis; and 41 
people, or i0 percent, had stucied in | mary s8cnoo.s8., iA @tOl aily 
epeaking, there are similar sitvationa in foretyn cou: eos, ach year our 
country has several million high echool graduates enteriag various battlee 
tronts as labor reintorcements. i. we can encour ige C)ese graduates to 
aspire to become successful peopie, adapc to the needs of the four modernieg 
zations, stand firmly on realistic growids, and design their own future 
based on subjective and objective cona tione--if we can create certain cone 
ditions for these graduates to pursue their studies ‘such as televiston 
universities, correspondence courses, study groupe, and evenin, colleges, 
etc.), and organize them to continue their studies by different means so 
that they will closely combine theory wich practice--then T think ic will 
be entirely possible that the number «* these high school graduates who 
become talented people will be many times greater than the number of talented 
people trained by universities. At this peint chere is still one important 
policy issue, which is that we must truly cers,’ through the principle of 
employment based on ability. Whoever has reached the university graduate 
level should be issuec a certificate after examination and shoulda be 
entitled to the same employment opportunities and salary as university 
gtaduates. it will be equivalent to running several hundred universities 
successfully if we can only truly carry chis employment principle through. 
Why have we persistently failed to realize this principle, as if it were 
more difficult to practice this principle than to ascend to the sky? I 
think it is that our thoughts have not been liberated and the various relevant 
departments have not joined together to earnestly study the methods of 
realizing the principle, Some people say that to do so would involve the 
issues of labor quotas and money, which are not easiiy resolved. Let me 
just ask: Why does oui: country spend several thousand yuan to train one 
regular university stwienc, and yet reject less formai university students 
who come to offer themselves? How is it that the labor quota can be given 
to other people and not first be given to chese students? (Not to mention 
that, in reality, a majority of these students are not involved with the 
labor quota issue.) In addition, in technological studies we must study 
and formulate policies which will encourage the spirit of thorough and 
painstaking research and ceaseless pursuit for the best, employ talented 
people according to their technological abilities, and let them have the 
kind of material benefits commensurate with their abilities. We should also 
give technological rewards to those who have increased productivity 
measurably due to technological innovations. If we can let such pol’cies 
become part of the state legislation anc formulate strong and concrete 
measures, if we implement these measures and win the credibility of the 
people, then the educationai spirit of the whole society will certainly be 
greatly aroused, scientific, cultural amd technological levels will certainly 
show continuous improvement, and the various types of talented people, 
skillful workers, and craftsmen required by the four modernizations wiil 
surely keep springing up like bamboo shoots popping out of the earth in 
spring, with a momentum similar to "as if the spring breezes have suddenly 
arrived overnight, thousands and miliions of pear trees have begun to 
blossom." I think this outcome is definitely beyend doubt. 
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3. Carry out reforme with determination. The future of education lies 
basically in reform, We cannot adapt to the needa of the four modernizations 
without reform, Educational reform ie the current trend throughout the 
whole world. The loudness of the call for educational reform and the width 
of ite scope during the past 10 to 20 years have rarely been seen in the 
history of education, Due to the phenomenal progress in ecientific tech- 
nology, the economic competition and arms race among capitalist countries 
have had an impact on the isevues of education and the cultivation of talent 
with daily increasing acuteness. We need to have a clear understanding o! 
this aituation. In order to carry out well the construction of the four 
modernizations and overtake and surpase the advanced scientific and tech- 
nological levels of the world, ve must reform education with determination. 
Seventeen years prior to the Great Cultural Revolution, education showed 
great achievements and cultivated a large number of talented people; this 
must be affirmed. But we certainly cannot stick to the old rules and stay 
on that level, anymore than we can treat the old rules as ideal models and 
thereby stiffen and freeze our thoughts. We must realize that the etructure 
of education, the system of leadership, and the system, content, and methods 
of instruction all need reform. This is a vast, complicated, yet meticulous 
project which will not work without an innovative spirit, a practical 
attitude, the serious attention of the party, and the coordinated effort 

of the various departments; it will not work by relying solely on educational 
departments. For instance, reform of the urban middle-level educetional 
structure must be carried out with labor employment in mind, We must first 
expand the avenues of production before we can organize different types of 
vocational schools based on employment needs. Otherwise, the continuous 
call for reform of the middle-level educational structure will remain “one 
hears footsteps on the stairs but sees nobody descending.” Isn't the 
current si.uation in many places similar to that? Vocational training should 
be coordinated and planned jointiy by the educational and labor departments 
of every region, and organized in different directions by all trades and 
professions (or jointly with educational departments). Educational depart- 
ments cannot manage alone. Regarding the issue of the entire educational 
system, aside from education run by the state (the main body), I think that 
we should also orient educational programs for industry and agriculture 
(the two wings), and fully develop the enthusiasm of industrial and mining 
enterprises in educating and trainiag the various types of talent that 

they themselves need. As for instructional reform of the various schools 
and levels, that is a long-term and endless task. We need to encourage 
experimentation and, after obtaining concrete results from experiments, 
popularize the reform in various directions in a manner that is planned 

and in tune with local conditions. The study of educational science should 
also liberate thoughts and should be built on a foundation of experiments. 
In a word, it is necessary for us to erliven the entire educational ideology 
and educational work, and adapt to the needs of constuction of the four 
modernizations in every area through reform. 
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At present, it is imperative that we develop a discussion session on the 
tesue of educational work, This session would help us to Liberate our 
thoughts, to canvases various opiniones for our greater benefit, and to 
understand correctly and carry through the instructions on educational 

work given by the Party Central Committee, thereby enabling our educational 
enterprises to show great development and impiovement in the 1980's, Draw 
on past lessons; act according to abilities; give attention to the security 
and feasibility of our undertakings; be particular about quality and 
quantity; prevent big rises and falle--these are naturally correct, But 

the current problem is: With limited manpower, financial, and material 
resources, how do we, after all, employ them so as to increase the pace of 
educational progress? In developing the educational road, ie it betcer to 
narrow it ¢ bit or to broaden it a little? What should be done to enliven 
education and adapt to the needs of construction of the four modernizations? 
We should proceed from reality and earnestly study and explore these issues. 
Seeking truth from facts ought to be a result of the combination ef an inno- 
vative and boldly explorative spirit and a realistic ecientific attitude. 
Not allowing ourselves to be blinded by certain practical obstacles, we must 
open up roade for progress while overcoming difficulties. If we can open 
the windows of our minds to breathe in some fresh air from discussions, and 
at the same time go deep into the practical realm to strengthen investi- 
gations and studies, then our work from now on will certainly be greatly 
facilitated.

QUALITY OF NORMAL SCHOOLS NEEDS TO BE IMPROVED

{Text} Our country hae « large area, and the economic development of the 
various regione is uneven, #o the development of education cannot be uni- 
form. In some ruial areas, mountain areas, and pastoral areas, even elemen- 
tary schools are not universal, and in some areas, although they are basic- 
ally established, they are still not stabilized. Lower middle school edu- 
cation has been established in some towns, but it has not been stabilized, 
and upper middle education has been basically established in the municipal 
areas of a few cities. Because of this, the development, stabilization, 
and improvement of middie school education is the principal task facing us 
at the moment. At present, in many areas, there is no way to satisfy the 
need for qualified teachers in middle schools, whether from the standpoint 
of quantity or quality, and this requires the energetic development of 
higher levei teacher education, 


There are now 170 higher ‘evel normal schools throughout the courtry, and 

for the most part they can be divided into the following three classes: 

one type is a 2-year curricslum and trains teachers for junior middle school; 
another type is normal colleges in general, which have a 4-year curriculum 
and are capable of training teachers for senior middle school; still another 
type is the key normal college, or university affiliated to a ministry, 
whose curriculum was 5 years before the Cultural Revolution but now is 4 
years. I would like to discuse some ideas concerning the mission of this 
latter type of key normal college. 


Conditions are relatively good at key normal colleges, and they are able to 
provide teachers for norma! colleges and normal junior colleges. When ve 
say provide teachers for them, we mean that gradua es of their regular 
course could be assistants at 4 normal school, and later, with gradual in- 
provement in the course of their work, could become lecturers. At the sane 
time, these key normal colleges are able to attract more researchers and 
award more degrees, and their graduates are able to undertake teaching 
duties of lecturer and higher after graduation. Graduates of either the 
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fegular course or the researc! class at thie type of school can be teachers 
Mf basic-level courses at higher level schools and colleges. 1). tact, before 
the Cultural Revolution, @ large part of the graduates of sey normal colleges 
were assigned to key normal colleges and other higher level schools and 
col.eges, and some were assigned to scientific research orgens and education- 
a! administration organs. 


Normal colleges have developed very rapidiy in recent years. For example, 

in 1977, there were only about 80 higher level normal schools in the whole 
country, but by the following year this had shot up to more than 150. As 

can be imagined, the quality of the teaching staffs at these schools is not 
what we would hope. Some of the instructore might have rich experience ir 
teaching in middle school or intermediate normal schools, but they should 
take refresher training and improve before undertaking a professional curri- 
culum, The key normal college can also be very useful in providing refresher 
training for teachers. 


if key normal colleges are to undertake thie heavy task, their own qua. ity 
must be improved a relatively great deal. That is to say, we must now :eaily 
give priority to running key normal colleges. i believe we should first let 
these schools recruit relatively high-quality students. At present, many 
excellent students with considerable talent and accomplishments are unwilling 
to apply for the key normal colleges. Some have different interests, and we 
need not discuss them. In other cases it is because teachers do not receive 
the respect and prestige they ought to have in our society, and especially 
becausc teachers’ salaries are relatively low. With regard to key normal 
colleges, a clear specification of training objectives could help in recruit- 
ing good students. Students accepted by key normal colleges must get a good 
foundation of general knowledge in middle school. At present, many new stu- 
dents have deficiencies in both foreign languages and our own language. With- 
out a good foundation in these two areas, nothing can be done in either lib- 
eral arts or scierce, and it is even more inappropriate to think of being 

a college teacher in the future. We believe chat under the present circum- 
stances we must increase the curriculum of the key normal colleges by | year 
and devote it to the study of Chinese and foreign languages. 





in addition, since the mission of the key normal colleges is primarily to 
train teachers for higher level schools, their professional curriculum should 
not be limited to those areas concerned with middle school classes. <Arything 
that can contribute to the professional development of teachers for basic 
courses and some professional courses in college should be allowed to be 
established, as long as the conditions at the college are right for it. 

There certainly should be no restrictions on the establishment of researc 
classes or training classes. Key normal colleges should work around the two 
centers of teaching and research. If a school does not carry on research, it 
will not be able to train graduates competent to work as teachers in college, 
nor will it be able to have research classes. The research tasks and 
research organization of a key normal college must likewise not be limited 

to areas concerned with middle school teaching. Some people in our present

PROGRESS REPORTED LN DEVELOPMENT OF NORMAL COLLEGES 
Beijing GUANGMING RIBAO in Chinese 25 Jun 80 p ! 
|Article: "New Progress in Our Country's Normal Colleges") 


'Text] A responsible person in an area concerned with the just-opened 
national normal education work conference happily told a reporter that after 
} years of efforts since the breakup of the "gang of four,” our country's 
normal education has not only regained its restoration and development, but 
has also taken several new steps. 


This responsible person said that in addition to the four high-level normal 
colleges presently under conatruction in the country, the State Council 
recently approved the establishment of i! more. Most of these normal 
colleges that are newly established and under construction will be recruiting 
students this summer. 


To guarantee and improve the quality of instruction at the normal colleges 
and meet the requirements of the four modernizations, the Ministry of Educa- 
tion recently revised and published ceaching plans for the five disciplines 
of mathematics, physics, chemistry, biology, and geography in higher level 
normal schools, and formulated teaching outlines for 75 courses in these 

5 disciplines. It has also revised and published teaching plans for music 
and art, and has formulated teaching outlines for more than 40 courses in 
these 2 disciplines. 


According to statistics, by the end of last year there were 161 higher .evel 
normal schools in the country, which is 25 percent or more of the total 
number of higher level schools. These schools had 310,000 students, 30 per- 
cent or more of the total number of students in higher level schools. There 
were more than 1,000 secondary normal schools with more than 480,000 students. 
The quality of normal education is gradually being improved. 


For the past few years, in order to improve the qualifications of teachers 
working in secondary and elementary schools and raise the quality of their 
teaching, many areas throughout the country have restored and established 
teacher tcaining organs. These teacher training organs have begun to be 
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furmed at provineial, prefectural, county, and commune levels, and they 
employ various waye aid forme to develop teacher training work, There are 
now almost 40 provinetlal=level colleges of education and more than 2,000 
pretectural= and munclpaleievel colleges of education, teacher ref reshe: 
colleges, and county=level teacher refresher achools, In addition, more 
than 50 higher level normal colleges have opened correspondence departments 
or are operating refresher classes for middle schoo! teachers. More than 
800,000 middle school teachers have taken refresher training, which is 33 
percent of the total number who sho. d participate; more than 1,3 million 
elementa’y echool teachers, 47 percent of the total number eligible, have 
taken refresher training.

CADRES SHOULD RECEIVE PROFESSIONAL SCHOOL TRAINING

(Text) At present, there are in our country more than 18 million cadres of 
various kinds and various grades, and they form an enormous corps. However, 
oniy a little more than 6 million of them have been educated in higher Level 
schools or secondary vocational schools or have reached the level of univer- 
sity or professional school graduate through systematic self-study. The 
other 12 million or so, about two-thirds of the cadre corps, have had no 
professional training. A corps like this cannot suit the requirements of 
modernization and must be further transformed. Transformed how? One way 

is to open up avenues of education, develop higher level education and 
secondary vocational education, and make graduates of universities and 
secondary vocational shools the source of future cadres; another way is to 
train existing cad.cs, especially those in the prime of life with an inter- 
mediate cultural levei and prospects for training, to be people with pro- 
feasional knowledge. 


We can employ adaptability and various forms to help existing cadres to 
cesume study and to train them to be exoerts in the four modernizgations. 

“or example, we can utilize and strengthen che parcy schools at various 
levels, establish cadre professional schocis, operate independent corres- 
pundence colleges, a tele: ision university, etc. Under the present circum- 
stances, however, with urgent tasks and insufficient capabilities, we can 
develop the potential of existing schools and colleges and have those schools 
and colleges that are able to do so take over as much as possible of the 

task of training cadres. This is the route of more, faster, better, cheaper. 


There are advantages to having high-levei schoois and colleges, as opposed 

to other units, take over part of the task of training cadres. This is be- 
cause existing teachers of higher level schools and colleges have a relative- 
ly great potential, and at the same time they can provide teaching materials, 
teaching equipment, and library facilities. During che 1950's, many univer- 
sities operated an accelerated 2- to 3-year agricuitural and industrial 
middle school and study classes for old cadres, and there is much in this 
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experience that we can Make use of, Of course, there are difficulties, and 
some difficulties cannot be solved by higher level schools and colleges or 

by the educationa! departments alone, for example, the problems of expense, 
buildings needed for teaching, additional manpower and equipment required 
etc,, can be solved in cooperation with other units, with the support o! 

the leading departments concerned, There is a great deal of work luvolved 

in the formulation of a teaching outline ae well as the writing of a portion 
of the teaching materials. This cannot be done well through the resources 

of a single university, but te something we must organize for and do joint ’y. 
Since last year, the State Agricultural Commission and some of the tnduactrial 
departaents have supplied the economic compensation and matertalse required, 
relied on several! higher leve! achools and colleges that have a foundation 

to train cadres, and made 4 successtul attempt to solve these problems. 
Today, this paper is printing a few news stories describing the accomplish-~ 
ments of several higher level schools and colleges in Liaoning and Beijing 

in training cadres on behalt of concerned departments. These facts al! 
demonstrate that all that te needed is for everyone to make a concerted 
effort and arrive at a realistic solution for handiing the various require- 
ments, and the higher level schools will very quickly be able to develop a 
role in the training of cadres. We should also see that if the various 

ranks of leading cadres enter into studies at higher ievel schools and intro- 
duce into the schools, a great deal of their experience in production prac- 
tice and in [dealing with] probleme urgently needing solutions, it will con- 
tribute to an enrichment of the teaching content and will encourage the close 
coordination of the spheres of teaching, scientific research, and production. 
Without a doubt this would be a single action with manifold benefits. 


As tor the professional training of cadres, this should include various types 
and kinds of specialites, and if this includes physics, industry, agricu!- 
ture, and medicine, it should also take in libera! arts in the broad sense, 
such a8 composition, teaching, law, and commerce. We particularly vant *o 
speak of the liberal arts question. For a long time there has been a mis- 
conception that those who study natural sciences and technology, such as 
vhysics, engineering, agriculture, and medicine, had special talents, while 
those who studied the liberal arts and worked at party administration, 
management, and especially commerce and service work could not be consid- 
ered especially talented, no matter how expert they might be. We must 
correct this misconcertion in our research on the professionalization of Che 
cadre corps. No matter what their specialty, any cadre who has a cultura! 
level truly equivalent to graduation from university or a secondary vocation- 
al school and who is well versed in the professional knowledge of his own 
field is a talented expert in that field. Therefore, we cannot limit pro- 
fessional training tor cadres to the natural sciences and technology, but 
should also have relatively more liberal arts specialists. 


At present, the method employed by higher level schools and colleges in the 
training of cadres is, for the most part, to offer short training classes. 
This is necessary, of course. However, we cannot be satisfied with this, 
and we should gradually develop 2- and 3-year training courses that will 
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Make Che cadres undergo systematic study of basic theory and |

SELECTING LEADING CADRES FROM HIG:. TECHNICAL SChOOLS URGED

[Article: "lt Is Important to Select Leading Cadres From Graduates of 
College and Middle and Technical Schools") 


[Text] Editor's Note: Experience of the Organic 
Chemicals Plant shows that selecting leading cadres from 
graduates of colleges and middle and technical schools 

is an extremely important way of building a leading body 
that is both red and expert (both socialist-minded and 
vocationally important.) Leading comrades in each 
organization and unit should think far ahead, After all, 
they should be asking the question as to what kind of a 
leading body should be built to meet the need for national 
construction in modern times, Then, they should make the 
determination to break the resistant forces and vigorously 
carry out the task of selecting and training cadres from 
graduates of colleges and middle and technical schools; 
they should also pay close attention to the cultural and 
technical training for the existing cadres and 
expeditiously build a contingent of cadres that is both 
firm in following the socialist road and possesses the 
requisite professiona! knowledge and ability. 


The Beijing Organic Chemicals Plant was built with out country's first set 

of import production technology and equipment from Japan, It began 
operation in 1965. For over 10 years, the plant, operating on the principle 
of maintaining well the import ~yuipment, has been constantly making techno- 
logical improvements. As a result, it was able to double the output of 

its main product, polyvinyl alcohol (a raw material for vinylon), originally 
established by Japan. The total profit turned over by the plant to the 
government since it began operations, is enough to build two plants of the 
same size. 


The primary technical quality of this plant's 17--99 polyvinyl alcohol 
products compares favorably with the quality of those produced abroad 
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during the 70's, This particular product last year won the silver medal of 
the National Economic Committee, Last year this plant's poly,inyl alcohol 
products entered the international market under two brand names, selling 

in such distant countries as the United States, Japen, Thailand, Pakistan 
and others, 





The results of nine scientific research projects conducted by this plant 

have been widely adopted by the other polyvinyl alcohol plants in the county, 
and the results of its 22 scientific research projects reached advanced 
domestic standards, In 1978, three of its research projects earned the 
National Science Conference Award, 


In this plant, there are over 4,500 sets of machinery with over 5,000 gai ges 
and controls for the various machines, most of them operating in a relatively 
corrosive environment, However, 91,6 percent of the installation is stiil 

in good condition, Last year, the plan* experienced adverse conditions, 

with prices for its major products declining while cost of raw materials 
were, at the same time, increasing. Nonetheless, by adopting certain 
measures, the plant had an increase in profit of 1.84 million yuan over the 
previous year. Despite a shortage of steam pressure, both its output value 
and total output for the period from January to April, 1979, exceeded the 
quota, setting the best record in history. 


One major factor which enabled this plant to have rather good production 
results is the fact that its leaders paid much attention to selecting leading 
cadres from graduates of colleges and middle and technical schools. In 

the last 2 years particularly, leaders of the plant improved the leading 

body four times by selecting cadres from technical personnel who are college 
and secondary technical school graduates, thus giving new vitality to the 
plant's leading body. 


At the present, there are 87 cadres in the plant's leading body, of which 

47 are technical graduates from colleges, middle and technical schools, 
constituting 54 percent of the leading body. In this group of technical 
personnel, there are 37 party members. Since opening, the plant has also 
transfered to its brother plants 23 technical workers who are college and 
technical school graduetes and who have been selected to be leading cadres. 
Of the seven plant-level and three deputy chief engineers, eight are technical 
graduates of colleges, middle and technical schools and one is a college 
graduate who studied business management. The secretary of the plant party 
committee is a 1962 graduate of the Institute of Synthetic Rubber, and the 
director, a 1956 graduate of a technical secondary school of chemical 
engineering. The four deputy directors include one college and two technical 
secondary school graduates, The average age of the seven plant-level cadres 
is 47, while all three deputy chief engineers are college graduates of the 
early 1950's. Im the factory administrative and technical offices, there 

are 80 leading cadres; among them, 19 are graduates of universities and 
colleges, 22.9 percent of the total; and 25 are graduates of technical 
secondary schools who constitute 32.8 percent of the total. in most of the 
seven major production and auxiliary factories of the plant, there is one 
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deputy technical director who is a graduate of a college of a technical 
secondary school, Several factory directors are university or technical 
secondary school graduates. 


Being bold enough to liberalize thinking and break away from the trammels 
of the old ideas, gives the plant its first experience in selecting Large 
numbers of cadres among graduates of university and technical secondary 
schools. In selecting cadres from among the technical personnel, some 
comrades had, for a while, three misgivings: (1) They were concerned that 
since the technical workers were not party members, they would not be suitable 
as leaders; (2) they were concerned that some comrades did not have the 
proper family background and that their social relationships might be too 
complex; (3) they were concerned that the technical workers might have 
personal shortcomings which could affect their performance, Because of 
these misgivings, the comrades in the plant pavty committee and those in 
charge of the plant operations seriously studied the party's principles and 
policies and, based on their experience, came to these mutually agreed 

upon viewpoints: 


First, they came to the conclusion that there are many talented individuals 
outside the party who are both socialist-minded and vocationally proficient, 
and who should be promoted, At the same time, they concluded that training 
and support should be enthusiastically given to those talented individuals 
who have requested to join the party. Since 1978, this plant has selected 
eight cadres from among technical workers outside the party, three of whom 
subsequently joined the party. As to the questions of family background 
and social relationships, the comrades insisted that each individual should 
be judged by his performance, If his performance is good, he should be 
trusted and promoted, One particular college graduate, in spite of his 
non-worker tamily background, was promoted to the plant directorship and an 
engineer position, based on his unfailing efforts to progress. As to those 
technical workers who have personal shortcomings, the plant leading body 
seriously took its responsibility to assist them on the one hand; on the 
other, they believed that these workers would improve through learning 7 1 
that, therefore, the leaders should not be nitpicking. 


Secondly, the comrades in the pliant came to the conclusion that, to assure 
the quality of the leading cadres, selecting cadres from among technical 
workers must be done on the basis of their being both red and expert, In 
selecting cadres, the leading cadres, while stressing a technical worker's 
professional merit, must also ,ay attention to his political performance 
and see if he can carry out the party line, principles and policies; determine 
what his position and political qualities are in times of political storms, 
and ascertain that he has organizational ability. Fundamentally speaking, 
those who are selected to become technical cadres must possess certain 
professional capability and relatively good political performance. One 
deputy director in the production department is an overseas college graduate 
who knows the English and Indonesian languages, He returned to China after 
Liberation, For the last 10 odd years, he has been working earnestly and 
seriously, with diligent effort for the building of socialism, Even during 
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the time when the "gang of four" destroyed the policie. concerning Che 
overseas Chinese and the overseas Chinese suffered discriminu ..on, his 
determination to build the fatherland did not waver, He was highly praised 
by the comrades and was nicknamed "good old reliabl.," 


Thirdly, the plant leading cadres believe that the technical workers should 
have practical experience in their profession and that promotion should 

not be based on seniority. Young cadres should be boldly selected in order 

to ensure the vitality of the leading body, Thus, amo.g the plant's technical 
workers who graduated from colleges and middle and technical secondary 

schools between the years of 1968 and 1970, three have been promoted to the 
positions of plant director and section chiefs. 


Comrades of the plant realize from experience that selecting leading cadres 
from among graduates of colleges and technical secondary schools is extremely 
important for the building of a leading body which can cope with “he demands 
of building a modern nation, 


(1) This system facilitates the plant's ability to meet the need for 
modernizing production technology and scientific managemenc. When the 
plant's equipment was first imported, it was comparatively advanced in design, 
At that time the leaders of the plant seriously studied and digested all the 
technical information and instructions about it. They devised many ways to 
train the staff and workers, Within only one year's time, the entire 
personnel of the plant, from cadres to workers, were skillfully controling 
a whole set of procedures in engineering and technology, quality standards, 
quality inspection, equipment maintenance and other related fields. During 
the test run, one acetic acid ethylene factory had a stoppage in one of its 
towers which led to a pressure fluctuation in the entire system and an 
eventual shut-down. At that time, the Japanese personnel who had come to 
assist putting the plant into operation worked on it continuously for two 
shifts, but the equipment still would not run normally. in the meantime, 
the technical workers of the plant accurately analyzed and identified the 
problem and immediately adopted certain measures. Within 2 hours, the 
pressure returned to normal and thus ensured the first successful test run 
of this set of equipment. The Japanese personnel commended this action 
again and again. This type of equipment was originally designed by Japan 
for a service-life of 8 years of average use. But the equipment in this 
plant has been running regularly and steadily .»>r 15 years now, 


(2) Whenever production and technical problems occur, workers in the plant 
have the courage to give the final say as to what should be done. Polyvinyl 
“leohol is a product urgently needed by the country. Its production in the 
past has been meagre. Between 1975 and 1979, facilities of the multi-v.riety 
factory were modernized in three stages. As a result, its output increaseu 
to over 1,760 tons. A fourth step of modernization is under way right now. 
This factory has already increased the variety of production from a single 
type of polyvinyl alcohol in the early days of the operation to the present 
13 different types. 
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(3) Under this system of selectiny cadres, emphasis is given to the develop- 
ment of talent and to the improvement of the technical proficiency of the 
workers, Realizing the important role of the plant's technical personnel, 
leaders of the plant have promoted 24 engineers over the years, There are 
over 160 technical cadres in the plant, Of them, about 80 percent have a 
college level education, This contingent of technical workers can do all 
the work--from design to operation, to the manufacturing of the finished 
product. This plant is also willing to devote effort to provide the staff 
and workers with cultural and technical training. Even during the time 
when the "gang of four" was rampant, the leading body of the plant held to 
the belief that the ignorant and illiterate could not handle the equipment 
and insisted, against all odds and , -essure, on setting up cultural and 
technical training classes where technical cadres gave remedial lessons in 
basic mathematics, physics, and chemistry to those young workers who joined 
the plant around 1970, Now, this group of young workers constitutes the 
backbone of production and serves as chiefs over 80 percent of the teams 
and groups in the front line of production, 


(4) Selecting cadres from among graduates of colleges and technical secondary 
schools facilitates the integration of political work and that of economics 
which, in turn, helps to prevent the complete separation of politics and 
production, Many technical workers, once promoted to positions of leader- 
ship, not only pay attention to plant operation and technical matters but 
also to the work of political thinking.

Having engaged in the 
technical work of producing iron and steel for many years, he was familtar 
with the technical processes of refining iron and steel and rolling steel, 
While he was serving a@ assistant manager of the Panzhihua Iron and Sicel 
Company, whenever an important technical problem arose he would be on the 
spot to work out a solution. To refine iron bubbles had long been a dif- 
ficult problem at the Panghihua Company. in 1978, the technical person- 
nel produced a new proposal which was studied and decided on in a timely 
manner by Li Ming. After it was put into operation, iron productior in 
1979 increased 22 percent from the previous year. There was a time when 
leading comrades from the State Council demanded that Panzhihua Company 
produce tens of thousands of tone of vanadium slags. Li Ming proposed 
improving the vanadium extraction furnace and large crane.

INST. TUTIONS OF HIGHER LEARNING NOT UP TO THEIR POTENTIAL

[Text] In the whole socialist educational system, institutions of higher 
learning are in an especially important position, responsible for the dual 
task of cultivating Red-and-expert and highly specialized talent ae well 
as developing advance science and technology. Higher education to 4 great 
degree influences the development level of productivity in society and the 
speed of construction in modernization. Therefore, without modernized 
education there would be no four modernizations. Only with success in 
institutions of higher education, and especially in national key insti- 
tutions of higher education, are modernized production technology and the 
rapid development of productivity possible. 


At present, our country still has many difficulties in finance and economy. 
it is impossible for the state to approrriate the money to build up insti- 
tutions of higher learning on a massive scale. If we can fully utilize 
the conditions in our present institutions of higher learning and work 

hard to find potentials so that manpower, financial, and material resources 
are used more rationally, our higher education will be able to develop 
more rapidly. 


At present, in institutions of higher learning, the number of students 
enrolling in the great majority of old schools is far from the pre- 
Cultural Revolution level of 1965. In most schools, the ratio of faculty 
and staff to students far exceeds the level before the Cultural Revolution; 
it costs more to educate a university student now than before the Cultural 
Revolution. Using the example of institutions of higher learning which 
are directly subordinate to the Ministry of Education, the ratio of faculty 
and staff .o students dropped from 1:2.22 in 1965 to 1:1.35 in 1979. The 
average cost for one student in 1979 more than doubled the cost in 1965. 
With due effort, we can return to the best pre-Cultural Revolution level. 
Thus, we can use less funds to educate more men of ability. 
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plants and enterprises are concerned with the efficient training of men 
Of ability. According to the ratios decreed by the state regarding 
faculty and atalf to students, the ratio for national key inetitutions 
of higher learning is j:3=3.4, while that for general higher education 
is li},$=3.6. The faculty-student ratio is 1:6-6,.5 for national key 
institutions of higher education, and 1:6,56,7 for general higher edu- 
cation, At present, however, in the actual conditions in the country, 
the ratio of faculty and etaff to students in 1979 was 1:1.78, and the 
ratio of faculty to students wae 1:4,31, Comparing 1979 to 1965, one 
finds the number of students increased by 51 percent, whereas faculty 
and staff increased by 66 percent. The national average of the student 
share of pay, subsidy, and benefits for faculty and staff increased by 
57 percent from 1965 to 1978, Lt ts estimated thac in 1979 the increase 
will be even greater, 





As tor the administrative and service personnel in institutions of higher 
learning, there was a 67<percent increase in 1979 as compared to 1965, 

The school administration ia overataffed, resulting in bulky organization, 
overlapping, and low work ef ficiency. 


At present, basic courses make up about 70 percent of all courses of 
higher education, but the faculty for basic courses equals about 30 per- 
cent of the total faculty. Basic courses are more demanding, and the 
faculty in charge has more responsibility; special courses are leas de- 
manding and the faculty is not as busy. According to an investigation, 
specially appointed faculty members without teaching responsibility con- 
stitute about 30 percent [of total faculty] at present. There are 450 
lecturers in a university in Lanchou. In the first semester of 1979, 

164 courses were taught by 145 faculty members, who made up only 31 per- 
cent of the faculty. Among them, only about a fifth were professors and 
associate professors with teaching responsibility. Therefore, to make 
higher education successful, the faculty must be well organized, well 
coordinated, and rationally utilized. The key is to establish a work- 
volume system, in which each faculty member's work is rationally arranged 
80 as to promote working efficiency and to insure the constant improvement 
of the teaching quality and «cientific level. 


if the institutions of higher learning are to educate specially trained, 
quality personne! and bring about more substantial results from scienti- 
fic research, laboratory equipment must be improved. The average expense 
for equipment per university student increased by only 2.6 percent in 
1978 compared to 1965. A prevalent phenomenon, however, is the accumu- 
lation of laboratory equipment. Many comrades report a low usage rate 
of equipment in higher education. Tor example, in the institutions of 
higher learning directly subordinate to the Ministry of Education, there 
are medium and small-size computers as well as imported microcomputers. 
Less than one-third are in use for more than 8 hours a day. Because 
planning for purchasing equipment is inadequate, crates of imported 
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juipment are not opened for 4a year or several yeara aAiter thetr arrival; 
some equipment purchased cannot be used or is not urgently needed, Some 


equipment is bought without accessories or spate parte and thus cannot be 
put to use immediately, 


in sufmary, there afe great potentials tor faeulty and atatt, finan ial 
adminiatration, and equipment, These potentials, onee fully explored, 
will make a defin te contribution in increasing enrollment and improving 
the quality of teaching. Whether these potentials can be tapped, how- 
ever, hinges on seclentific and democratic management which will positively 
raise the management level in inatitutionse of higher learning.

DEVELOP SHORT-TERM COURSES FOR HIGHER EDUCATION

[Text] Since the 1960's, the higher education of various countries 
in the world has made a great development. According to statistics, 
the number of university students in the world was 12 million in 
1960, but it shot up to 4 million in 1975, almost triple in 10 plus 
years. One important reason for the increase was the constant 
changes in science and technology and the growing aggravation of the 
economic competition in the capitalist world. In a certain sense, 
today's competition is a competition in science and technology, in 
education, and in training talents. Whoever possessing talents and 
advanced science and technology will win the competition. Thus, many 
countries consider “intellectual resources" just as important as, or 
even superior to,"material resources." Paying even greater attention 
to education and scientific research than the education circles, the 
financial circles of some countries willingly invest tremendous 
amounts of manpower and material into their development. Higher edu- 
cation, scientific research structures, and the facilities develop 
rapidly and all kinds of specialized talents emerge in large numbers. 
Take the United States for instance: From 1930 to 1968, in a period 
of less than 40 years, while its labor force only increased 1.6 
times, the number of its engineers increased 4.6 times and that of 
its scientific and technical personnel 10 times. It was of a rather 
representative nature among the capitalist countries. According to 
Japan's statistics, from 1955 to 1976, its gross national product 
increased 5 times, while its Labor force only rose 97 percent. Ja- 
panese scholars felt that it proved the tremendous impact of develop- 
ing education to train talents. When summariziig Japan's experiences, 
a Japanese friend pointed out: “During the industrialization in the 
past 100 years, there were experiences and lessons of success and 
failure. The tremendous success was the effort in education in its 
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broad sense in the 100 years, thereby equipping the people wicca the 
capacity to promote the economic development," 


According to our understanding, the higher education of many coun- 
tries generally includes 3 academic systema: the 4-year college; the 
graduate school; the 2-year short-term college. Since the 1950's, 

the short-term college has become more and more an important component 
of higher education, Of the over 3,000 higher schools, with a total 
enrollment of 12 million, in che United States today, over 1,000 are 
short-term colleges, with a total enrollment of more than 4,1 million, 
approximately 1/3 of the total. The number of students in short-term 
colleges in the United States was only 460,000 plus in 1951-1952, but 
increased to more than 1.88 million in 1971-1972, and more than 4 
million in 1976, In 20 plus years, the number increased more than 9 
times. Japan now has over 430 regular universities and over 510 
short-term colleges. The enrollment of the regular universities is 
1.86 plus million and that of the short-term colleges 360,000 plus, 
which is considerable. 


The three academic systems of higher education in foreign countries 
exist simultaneously, mutually Linked and answering the different 
needs of society. A 2-year curriculum is set up in the 4-year uni- 
versities. Those who have failed the exams for the 4-year university 
may be admitted to the 2-year course. After completing the 2-year 
short-term university, the students, according to their grades, may 
be transferred to the 4-year university to continue their studies for 
2 more years, thus opening the way for discovering and training ta- 
lents more successfully. 


The academic system of China's higher schools is relatively single, 
making it difficul. to adapt to the need of the four modernization 
construction. I feel that, besides operating properly the several 
hundred existing higher schools, the experiences of foreign countries 
in short-term universities are worthy of our reference. First, from 
the existing data, the advantage of the short-term university is the 
“shortness.” It has no need to admit graduate students; the stan- 
dards of teachers and teaching equipment do not have to be as strin- 
gent as the regular universities; the specialization facilities do 
not have to be complete. Second, this type of schools requires less 
investment, and can be built easily, while it will rapidly produce 
economic results and answer the need of the economic units. Third, 
with the large number of senior middle school graduates in society, 
the source of students is easily solved. Fourth, currently, many 
higher schools have too many teachers, and it is perfectly feasible 
to transfer some of them to short-term higher schools. The engineer- 
ing and technical personnel of some industries may also teach on the 
side. Therefore, the teacher issue is not hard to solve. Fifth, the 
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local governments of various levels and the economic units may be 
encouraged to start short-term universities, The areas where the 
economy is relatively developed and the cultural and educational 
foundation relatively good should be encouraged to take the lead, 
Such matters as the scale of the school, the specializations, student 
recruitment, and the placement of graduates should be left to the 
local areas according to their own need and feasibility, and it is 
not necessary for the superior level to exercise rigid and detailed 
control, 


We must realize that China is a socialist state and possesses many 
superior conditions inimitable by the capitalist countries. As long 
as we fully develop the superiority of the socialist system, skill- 
fully learn the good experiences of foreign countries, and rely on 
the support and coordination of all sides, hastening the development 
of higher education can be accomplished.

REGISTRATION FOR HIGHER EDUCATION COMPLETED 
Beijing GUANGMING RIBAO in Chinese 4 Jul 80 p 1 


[Text] XINHUA PRESS, Beijing, 3 Jul--According to the report of a 
XINHUA PRESS reporter, registration of students for schools of higher 
education for this year was concluded in the entire country. Accord- 
ing to the statistics of the Ministry of Education, over 3.31 million 
persons registered this year for the general entrance exams to higher 
schools in the country, including 2.3 million graduating from senior 
middle schools this year, or 69.7 percent of the total. 


This is the 4th year since the reform of the higher education entrance 
exam system after smashing the "gang of 4" and the 3d since introduc- 
ing uniform exam questions and general exams in the whole country. 

In the past several years, as all areas strengthened the guidance of 
student recruitment work, conscientiously summarized experiences, and 
continuously improved their work, especially in reinforcing propaganda 
education and exercising guidance on the applicants’ choice of stu- 
dies, the broad applicants obeyed the needs of the state and conti- 
nuously raised their socialist consciousness of proceeding in all 
directions. Many integrated their personal choice with the four 
modernizations. They indicated that the need of the state was their 
own desire. Many parents encouraged their children to choose the 
fields urgently needed by the state. According to the statistics on 
73,000 applicants (out of a total of over 108,000 for the entire 
city) in 10 districts and counties of Beijing city, 1/4 of them asked 
for colleges in other parts of the country, and 1/5 applied for col- 
leges specializing in teacher training, agriculture and forestry, 
water conservation, coal mining, geology, and petroleum industry 
which are urgently needed by the state and extremely important. What 
was particularly encouraging was that the number of applicants apply- 
ing for teachers’, agriculture and forestry, and military affairs 
colleges increased compared to the past. 
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In accordance with the spirit of the student recruitment document 
commented on and forwarded by the State Council, Sichuan, Shanxi, 
Hunan, Hubei, Gansu, Xinjiang and Heilongjiang, a total of seven pro- 
vinces and autonomous regions, held preliminary tests before the 
general exams, More than 1.95 million pereons in the 7 provinces and 
autonomous regions took the preliminary tests. As a result, over 
570,000 were selected to take part in the national general exams, 
thereby reducing the work volume of the general exams and making it 
possible for more painstaking and accurate evaluation of the exam 
papers. At the same time, as these areas introduced the method 
whereby the qualified applicants who had passed the preliminary tests 
were permitted to apply for admission to both universities and tech- 
nical secondary schools (those open to senior middle school graduates), 
it not only gave the applicants two chances, but also guaranteed the 
quality of the new students admitted to universities and technical 
secondary schools and prevented stifling real talents. 


A responsible person in charge of student recruitment in the Ministry 
of Education informed the reporter that, as the exams for higher 
schools are imminent, the educational units of all levels and the 
schools must reinforce their propaganda education, so that all the 
applicants will truly attain "one red heart; two preparations." 


He said that the exams for higher schools this year will stress the 
students’ basic knowledge, basic skills and the ability of flexible 
application. Taking part in the exams is the conscious acceptance of 
selection by the state. It is hoped that each and every applicant 
will conscientiously and carefully answer the exam questions and 
refrain from bec ming tense. Everyone must also give attention to 
combining labor and leisure, take care of his health and participate 
in the exams full of energy. Those who fail must not become pessi- 
m stic and disappointed. Due to the limitations of objective condi- 
tions, the number of enrollees this year will not exceed 10 percent 
of the applicants, and the majority of the applicants will not be 
selected. One cannot say that ali the young people failing the exams 
have not studied properly, or that they do not have a bright future. 
The most important thing for attending college is to acquire skills 
in order to make more contributions to China's four modernizations. 
As long as they work ceaselessly and unremittingly and continue with 
their effort, those failing to go to college will play a part in the 
four modernization construction of the motherland. The opportunities 
are broad. 


Finally he hoped that the teachers, schoolmates and parents must take 
a correct attitude toward the failed applicants; they must not dis- 
criminate against or reproach them, but must encourage and help them.

SEVERAL PROBLEMS CONCERNING HIGHER EDUCATION

[Text] There is no doubt that achievements were the main thing in 
China's higher education in the past 30 years. However, from the 
angle of development, after the 10 years of calamity undergone by 
China, to basically realize the 4 modernizations by the end of the 
century, particularly to act according to the objective laws, many 
problems in our higher education require exploration. 


The Structure of Higher Education 


The structure of our higher education today was modeled generally on 
the Soviet system during the 1952 college and department readjustment. 
Combining liberal arts and the sciences, the schools are known as 
"comprehensive universities," but actually they are not comprehen- 
sive. The technological, agricultural, medical, and teachers' col- 
leges are set up separately. According to the present situation, 
such a structure requires study. In English, they are called 
"science" and "technology." Technology is founded on natural scien- 
tific theories, and natural science is man's understanding of the 
phenomena and laws of nature. To further develop technology, the 
guidance of scientific theories is required. Therefore, the almost 
total separation of technology, agriculture, and medicine is incom 
patible with the objective laws. 


As the people trained by us must perform all kinds of construction 
work in the future and possess a certain work ability, i. e., the 
ability to analyze and solve problems, they must have relatively pro- 
found scientific knowledge. When science and techuviogy are separat- 
ed, the improvement of technological, agricultural, and medical 
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colleges is testiictes, The people trotnedc by ue wust master more 
mathematical, plysscol, chewleoa! and biological knowledge. In the 
past, just higner adthews iew (now called Machematics I) alone was 
adequate, In wech fe wenuteeturin,, even Muchematics I was seldom 
used, Now the eltuation to ditrecent, anc machine manufacturing 
icselt haw changed . cats’, reyetring auntliary designing oy program 
control, micro piccesoos and computers. Therefore, we have set up 
Mathematica !'1 tu a’cition to Mathewacies I,

The consequence of separating teacaing an ccleatifiec research was to 
lower the level of higher scho or, to restrict their improvement. 
In 1977, Comrade Deng Xiaoping propose« saviv that key universities 
nust be made into scientific research, as w as educational, cen=- 
ters In other word, while higher selu | Must properly perform che 
teaching work, thev must also give serious tention to setentific 


research, because only scientific research would umprove the quality 
of teaching and train talents of a higher caliber. Comrade Deng 
Xiaoping made the statement because of the lac« of attention on 
scientific research on the pare of the higher schools. Nevertheless, 
the situation of separating teaching and scientific research has not 
been completely -ectified coday. The sciencific research funds of 
higher schools are still pitifully smaii, ana tne departments con- 
cerned always find the scientific researcn of higher schools not 
essential. If this problem is not solved, improvement will be impos- 
sible, and the “dual center’ will be difficuic to form. 


Our school suggests "scientific research walking ahead of teaching." 
It does not mean that scientific reeearci is more important than 
teaching, but is precisely the some as when we say that scientific 
research must walk ahead of productive construction, which does not 
make the former more important chan che latter. [f scientific re- 
search is not handled properiy. the improvement of production will be 
restricted; likewise, the improvement of the quality of education 
will be restricted. In countries where science and technology are 
relatively developed, scientific research is mainly performed in uni- 
versities. They have their reasons for doing so, and such reasons 
have been found after several hundrec years of groping. One impor- 
tant reason for the capitalist countries to have talents is the 
scientific research pursued in higher schools. We must not regard 
their good methods as violations of the objective laws just because 
the’ are capitalist countries. We must learn the good things of 
others. 
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The Specialization Caliber of Higher Schools 


The specialization caliber of our higher schools, especially the 
technological colleges, te generally too narrow. The 1952 college 
and department readjustment and establishment of apecialigations had 
4 favorable aspect. in 10 plus years, many people were trained, pro- 
ducing 4 great impact on the recovery and development of the national 
economy. However, they aleo revealed a very serious problem, which 
was the inadequate foundation of specialization teaching and the 
narrow range of knowledge. The technicians of the automobile manu- 
facturing plant who understand the engine know nothing about the 
chassis, and vice versa, Most of our teachers were trained in the 
schools after 1952 and also suffer from this problem. The problem 
correlative to the narrow caliber of specialization is the irrational 
structure of the teaching ranke: There are too many specialization 
teachers and too few basic course teachers. Currently, specializa- 
tion teachers constitute three-quarters of the total, while basic 
course teachers constitute only one-quarter. The situation is very 
unfavorable to the teaching work of the echools and must be changed. 


In the readjustment hereafter, we should, within the range of our 
power, set up specializations according to the fields of study and 
widen the caliber. In my trip abroad last year, I found the caliber 
of Japan's technological specializations relatively rational, neither 
too narrow as that of the Soviet Union, nor too broad as that of the 
United States. I feel that it is also compatible with the practical 
conditions of our country. 


The Study of Foreign Languages 


English has become an international language. As the requirements 
will become ever higher hereafter, if a university professor does not 
improve his English, it will be very hard for him to answer the need. 
University professors must, within all possibilities, attain the 
"“four-able” in English. However, even now, some teachers are still 
satisfied with the ability to read, finding the "four-able" unneces- 
sary. Today, the academic exchanges at home and abroad are growing 
ever more frequent, and more and more foreign scholars come here to 
lecture. Unable to understand or speak, our teachers must rely on 
translation. When academic activities depend entirely on transia- 
tion, it will take twice as much time, and it is sometimes hard to be 
accurate when translating specialized material. FEven when it comes 
to scholars of Chinese descent, though they mainly lecture in Chinese, 
as they have iong lived abroad, they have difficulties with the tech- 
nical terms and explanations. Therefore, they inevitably resort to 
English fairly frequently in tieir lectures. 
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in regard to the probleme currently exieting in higher education, I 
fee! that we must admit them, treat them conscientiously and reform 


them, The goal is to perform our work more successfully,

THREE OPINIONS ON VALIDITY OF MALTHUSLAN THEORY 
Preposterous and Reactionary

[Text] On 2 May, RENMIN RIBAO published an article by Cheng Baoliang 
{2052 0202 5328) and Li Huimin [7812 1920 3046], entitled "How Did Marx 
and Engels Treat Malthus’ Population Theory?", in which the authors dis- 
cussed the various viewpoints that agree with Malthus’ theory. 


The authors described how Marx and Engels approached Malthusian theory. 
In the first place, they mercilessly exposed it as “counterfeit science," 
an “utterly groundless fabrication." Second, they accused Malthus of be- 
ing "a professional plagiarizer," and pointed out that his population 
theory “includes no modern scientific vocabulary." Finally, they thor- 
oughly exposed Malthus as "an apologist for the ruling clase," “one who 
shamelessly ingratiated himself" with the elite, and said that his theory 
served "the special interests of the ruling class in the society of his 
time." 


The authors observed that some comrades have quoted Marx and Engels in 
their attempts to portray Malthusian theory as genuinely scientific and 

to demonstrate ‘hat it has rational elements. It is true that some state~ 
ments in the works of Marx and Engels do seem to affirm Malthusian theory, 
but these statements have to be understood accurately, in a historical 
perspective. By quoting and analyzing Engels' discussion of Malthus, the 
authors were able to show that Engels’ intention was precisely the oppo- 
site of what it seemed to be--that is, [his intention was] to thoroughly 
expose and criticize the absurd and reactionary character of Malthusian 
theory. 


The authors argued that to view Marxist population theory as an extension 
of Malthusian theory, to say that Marx and Engel; adopted Malthus’ ideas, 
criticized them, and remolded them, simply flies in the face of facts. 
The scientific basis of Marx's population theory is an analysis of the 
process of the accumulation of capital. It is not a transformed version 
of Malthus’ theory. Furthermore, to say that Malthusian theory played a 
historical role in Marxist population theory similar to the relationship 
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between Hegelian philosophy and Marxist philosophy is completely wrong. 
This kind of analogy elevates Malthusian theory ard profanes Marxism. 


The authors saw the historical role of Malthusian theory as that of a 
rare lesson by negative example,

In his essay “Marxiem and Malthus," which appeared in the WUHAN UN(VERSITY 
JOURNAL issue No i for 1980, Tang Zaixin stated the basic assertion of 
Maithusian theory: There is a natural, perpetual tendency for human popu- 
lation to outetrip all possible means of subsistence. Malthus concluded 
that population grows geometrically, while the means of subsistence grow 
arithmetically. Many essays have thoroughly exposed and criticized the 
reactionary and unscientific character of this basic proposition. So how 
could the thesis which follows from che basic aseertion--namely, that 
population increase will ultimately be forced to correspond to the increase 
in the means of subsistence--be scientific? If one agrees with this so- 
called thesis, then isn't one also in agreement with the basic proposition 
upon which the thesis was constructed? 


The main point of the essay was that even if we disregard the practical 
implications of Malthus’ thesis and endow it with a new, correct meaning 
which would affirm its scientific status, the thesis still could not be 
regarded as a scientific analytical method that divides one into two, the 
serious and principled kind of scientific approach that Marxism should 
adopt for dealing with bourgeois theory. 


Some Positive Aspects

[Text] In his essay "We Should Not Totally Repudiate Maithusian Theory,” 
which appeared in the FUDAN JOURNAL No 1 for 1980, Wang Shengduo [3769 
5116 1122] said that although Malthus’ population theory is essentially 
wrong, to totally repudiate the theory and completely deny it would not 
accord with historical facts. 


The author said that some aspects of Malthusian theory have positive sig- 
nificance: First, Malthus posed a problem which merits inquiry--namely, 
the inherent relationship between the production of the means of subsis- 
tence and births. There must be a mutual correspondence between produc- 
tion of material things and the number of people being born. Malthus’ 
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atatement of the problem of maintaining such an equilibrium ie enlighten=- 
ing, Second, Malthus established that the capitalist system is faced with 
perpetual overpopulation and the menace of unemployment. This point ts 

in fact correct, and it te an unconecitous indictment of the evils of the 
Capitaliat system. Third, another accurate statement which Malthus made 
was his observation that capitalist soctety treate workers as commodities 
to be bought aad sold, Fourth, Malthus opposed an excessively long work- 
day. Fifth, Malthue advocated the use of moral restraints to control the 
reproductive inetinct=-a desirable approach. 


The author took the view that Malchusian theory has influenced Marxist 
population theory by being ite original ine cation, by serving as a ref- 
erence work, and by giving impetus to Marxist population theory. This 
sort of hietorical effect is similar to the relationship between legelian 
philosophy and Marxist philosophy. The appearance of Marxist population 
theory was a milestone in the history of population theory. Marxist popu- 
lation theory vas in fact an absolucely essential turning point in the 
process of carrying forward the transformation of population theory. 
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inconsistent at times and strict at other times. This pattern hase af- 
fected subordinates. Leading comrades in some places stil! mistakenly 
believe that "as long as food production exceeds targets, and Secretaries 
are thus managing things well, family planning does not matter very mucy 
They still fail to completely comprehend the strategic signi! icance of 
family planning; they have not embraced the dialectical view that we must 
“pay special attention to both production and population.” A high-ranking 
leading comrade from one prefecture once publicly expressed doubt that we 
really have the time and energy to spend on family planning. This person 
said that family planning departments could do their work adequately with- 
out assistance from party committees. Once, when leading personnel from 
the various county CCP committees who had been assigned personal respon- 
sibility for family planning showed up at a prefectural family planning 
conference, he turned all of them away. When the province organized a 
group of leading comrades from every prefecture and municipality, os well 
a8 some county governments, to go to Sichuan Province the end of last year 
to observe some of the latest results of family planning work, the leader= 
ship of this particular prefecture sent only the people in charge of one 
department. These comrades reported on the situation in Sichuan to their 
prefectural leaders, buc they failed to do so in a timely fashion. The 
prefecture's leading comrades subsequently failed to declare their posi- 
tion on the experience of Sichuan in a supplementary report to a conference. 
The effect of this lackadaisical attitude is that family planning is not 
being emphasized in this prefecture. The leadership is not setting an ex- 
ample. Two years ago, one county CCP committee deputy secretary had e 
third child; last vear the daughter of another county CCP committee deputy 
secretary, one who was in charge of family planning, had her third child. 
Right now, there are more than 40 people working in local offices who are 
expecting a fourth child. The masses say, “If those above don't lead, 
those below will quarrel." This long-term, passive resistance to family 
planning, the high rate of excess births, and the high rate of population 
growth in this prefecture are holding back the entire province. 


There is another primary cause behind our province's slow progress in 
family planning. Some leaders have not comprehended the complex and 
arduous character of family planning work, even when they have devoted 
special attention to the task. Family planning touches countless house- 
holds. The influence of outdated conventional ideas is still quite pro- 
found, so stiff resistance and big reversals can be expected. This ideo- 
logical task is a formidable one. To do the job well, we have to mobilize 
the vast numbers of cadres and the broad masses, perseveringly carry on 
painstaking ideological mobilization work, and bring the power of family 
planning policy into full play. What frequently happens in sume places, 
however, is that the leadership attacks the problem, makes a lot of fan- 
fare for a while, achieves a certain amount of success, and then ceases 
all activity. They don't do their ideological work thoroughly, nor do 
they fully implement policy, and the result is a relapse into the former 
state of affairs. The results of family planning work done in Dongguan 
County and in Nanhai County are two such examples. Experience tells us 
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that it is indeed necessary for ue to spend some time onductire education 


by means of concentrated, aggressive propaganda, but we must also work 
steadily and conscientiously. The leaders in all area» must constantly 
supervise the workers, urge them onward, and check up on them, and the 


leaders must identify and solve new problems. Total celiance on one-shot, 
rush jobs cannot bring about a sharp decrease in the cate of population 
growth. 


In some areas of our province there are organizations at the basic level 
which are not run well. The specialized personnel in these organizations 
are not doing their jobs properly. Among other shortcomings, they do a * 
adhere consistently to provincial family pianning regulations, and they 
have fatled to carry out the policy of rewards and punishments. These 
problems are hindering the thorough development of family planning. 


The population base figure in our province is already fairly large at 
present. Especially noteworthy is the fact that a peak period of bir'hs 
has begun. There are more than 500,000 marriages every year, and this 
annual figure is expected to rise eventually to around 800,000, So even 
if each married couple has only one child, the birth rate will climb to 
around 10 per 1,000 persons. Thus it can be seen that promoting family 
planning in our province will be an extremely difficult task, and that any 
hesitation, relaxation, or wait-and-see thinking will be a blunder. We 
must resolutely carry out the instructions of the provincial CCP commit- 
tee: “Leadership determines the proper emphasis, and all levels are res- 
ponsible for the task until it is completed. Use comprehensive propaganda 
to straighten out thinking. Implement measures, grasp problems quickly 
and meticulously, and see the job through to the finish.” We have to work 
conscientiously to put provincial family planning regulations into full 
effect, and we must strive to make family planning efforts in this province 
take on 4 new aspect.
